To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a sum  of 
money  to  extend  a six  inch  water  main  from  Old  Connecticut 
Path  along  Hawthorne  Road,  a distance  of  1,000  feet,  or  do 
or  act. 

Same  recommendation  as  Article  28. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a certain  sum  of  money  for  a six  inch  water  main,  with  neces- 
sary hydrants  and  valves  running  from  Old  Connecticut  Path 
along  Stone  Bridge  Road,  to  Riverview  Terrace  and  including 
Overlook  Road,  Riverview  Circle  and  Shore  Drive,  or  do  or  act. 
Same  recommendation  as  Article  28. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  to  install  a street  light  on  Commonwealth  Road 
(East)  in  front  of  Commonwealth  Road  Filling  Station,  or  do 
or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  this 
matter  be  referred  to  the  Selectmen. 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
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small  delivery  truck  for  use  of  the  Highway  Department  and 
to  appropriate  a sum  of  money  to  pay  for  the  same,  or  do  or  act. 
The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  if  the 
Town  buys  a new  fire  truck  that  the  old  fire  truck 
be  turned  over  to  the  Highway  Department  for 
use  as  a delivery  truck.  Should  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment wish  to  retain  the  old  truck  then  the  Com- 
mittee recommends  that  a sum  not  exceeding 
$200.00  be  taken  from  the  Highway  Appropria- 
tion to  purchase  a light  truck  for  the  Highway 
Department. 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  High- 
way Surveyor,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  sell,  trade, 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  Four  Wheel  Drive  three-ton  truck, 
or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  High- 
way Surveyor,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  sell,  trade, 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  gravel  loading  machine,  or  do  or  act. 
The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  High- 
way Surveyor,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  sell,  trade, 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  Fordson  Tractor,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
truck  or  trucks  for  the  Highway  Department  and  to  appro- 
priate, grant,  borrow  or  otherwise  provide  a sum  of  money  to 
pay  for  the  same,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  sum  of 
$950.00  be  assessed  and  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
chase of  one  new  truck,  and  that  the  Selectmen 
and  Highway  Surveyor  be  a committee  to  pur- 
chase the  truck. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  construct  a 
sidewalk  on  West  Plain  Street  on  the  southerly  side  from  Lake 
Road  to  Ridgefield  Road,  or  do  or  act.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Maiden 
Lane  and  Park  Lane  as  the  same  have  been  laid  out  and  filed 
by  the  Selectmen,  work  to  be  done  under  the  Betterment  Act, 
to  take  by  right  of  domain  such  land  as  may  be  necessary  for 
doing  said  work ; appropriate  or  borrow  money  to  pay  for  the 
same,  or  otherwise  act  thereon. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  action 
on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  40.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  exclude 
all  married  women  from  the  present  teaching  staff  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  Town  of  Wayland ; to  exclude  the  hiring  of  any 
married  women  in  the  future,  and  take  any  further  action 
thereon. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  this 
matter  be  referred  to  the  School  Committee. 

Article  41.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote 
to  transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  such  action 
as  may  be  suggested  by  the  Town  Treasurer.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1934 


The  Finance  Committee  believes  that  the  limit  of  taxation 
is  the  ability  of  the  taxpayer  to  earn  enough  money  to  pay  his 
taxes.  This  limit  unquestionably  must  be  closely  reached  in 
Wayland.  The  Treasurer’s  report  showing  $117,000.00  in  back 
taxes,  78  tax  titles  taken  in  1932  and  over  $7,000.00  out  in 
un-paid  water  bills,  is  evidence  that  many  citizens  are  already 
over  burdened. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  has  based  the  recommendation 
this  year  by  alloting  $158,855.56  as  the  total  amount  of  money 
that  the  Town  should  spend. 

A tax  rate  not  exceeding  $25.00  per  thousand  the  aim  of 
the  committee. 

The  way  you  vote  will  determine  your  approval  of  this 
proposition.  This  method  will  prove  to  be  more  fair  to  all 
departments  and  to  sponors  of  articles  in  as  much  as  there  will 
be  only  a definite  amount  to  be  expended  on  the  various  Town 
enterprises,  and  the  taxpayer  may  control  his  tax  rate  by  approv- 
ing the  warrant  as  recommended. 

The  Finance  Committee  also  wishes  to  respectfully  call 
attention  to  the  necessity  of  the  denizens  of  this  Town  to  take 
an  interest  in  Town  affairs,  it  being  of  such  financial  import 
to  each  property  owner,  also  if  the  department  services  are  not 
as  desired,  remember,  that  the  man  elected  to  office  is  the  one 
who  will  spend  the  money  appropriated  and  the  efficiency  of 
this  expenditure  depends  on  the  ability  and  good  faith  of  the 
incumbent.  It  has  been  said  that  a public  official  is  as  economi- 
cal and  efficient  as  the  voters  demand  or  will  allow  him  to  be. 
Free  handed  spending  and  extravagance  by  a department  may 
be  of  benefit  to  a few  voters,  but  it  places  an  unnecessary  bur- 
den on  the  much  larger  number  of  tax  payers. 
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The  Finance  Committee  further  believes  that  the  tax  rate 
on  the  present  valuation  of  real  estate  should  not  be  increased, 
ever,  over  a reasonable  amount  that  a taxpayer  shrould  be 
expected  to  bear. 

A $25.00  tax  rate  means  2j4%  of  the  valuation  of  property 
and  this  rate  is  the  limit  anyone  should  be  forced  to  pay  with 
the  possible  exception  of  some  unusual  exigency. 

The  people  of  this  Town  by  their  vote  on  money  appropria- 
tion should  control  the  total  amount  to  be  expended  so  that  the 
tax  rate  will  ever  remain  normal  or  as  near  a fixed  rate  as  possi- 
ble. By  so  doing  our  departments  and  public  ventures  will  grow 
only  with  the  Town  and  prove  to  be  the  benefits  they  are  sup- 
posed to  be.  If  expenditures  exceed  the  growth  of  the  Town 
then  disaster  confronts  the  Town  and  the  benefits  are  lost. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  unanimously  of  the  opinion 
that  as  soon  as  possible  all  expenses  of  the  Town  including 
those  for  repairs,  replacements,  and  additions,  should  be  con- 
fined within  current  receipts  i.  e.  or  “a  pay  as  you  go”  basis, 
and  that  only  major  projects  should  be  financed  over  a term  of 
years.  In  general  terms  a borrowing  of  $16,000.00  increases 
the  tax  rate  $100.00  for  interest  each  year. 

This  Committee  believes  that  greater  harmony  and  co- 
operation among  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
would  result  in  greater  efficiency  and  economy  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  that  department.  Even  with  the  greatest  efficiency, 
that  department  will  continue  for  some  time  to  be  a heavy  and 
costly  tax  burden.  It  is  urged  that  any  citizen  having  knowl- 
edge of  fraud  on  the  part  of  recipients  report  such  facts  to  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  calls  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  total  of  this  year’s  budget  is  $136,170.50  a decrease 
of  $3,767.40  from  last  year’s  recommendations. 

The  amount  of  uncollected  taxes  as  of  January  1,  1934 
was  $117,883.50,  as  compared  with  $99,625.73  of  January  1. 
1933,  and  of  uncollected  water  bills  was  $7,988.78  as  compared 
with  $5,611.34. 

Outstanding  tax  titles  December  31.  1933  were  $15,850.88 
as  compared  with  outstanding  tax  titles  of  December  31,  1932,

The  transportation  or  importation  into  any  State, 
Territory,  or  possession  of  the  United  States  for  delivery  or 
use  therein  of  intoxicating  liquors,  in  violation  of  the  laws 
thereof,  is  hereby  prohibited. 

“Sec.  3.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall 
have  been  ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by  con- 
ventions in  the  several  States,  as  provided  in  the  Constitution, 
within  seven  years  from  the  date  of  the  submission  hereof  to  the 
States  by  the  Congress.”

I submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  accounts 
of  the  Town  of  Wayland  for  the  period  from  January  1,  1932 
to  June  24,  1933,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a report 
made  to  me  by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief  Accountant 
of  this  Division.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Wayland  for  the  period  from  January 
1,  1932  to  June  24,  1933,  and  submit  the  following  report 
thereon : 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded  on  the 
books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  books  of  the 
town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  appropriations  and  transfers,  as 
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entered  in  the  ledger,  were  checked  to  the  town  clerk’s  records 
of  appropriations  and  transfers  authorized  by  the  town.  The 
receipts,  as  shown  on  the  accountant’s  books,  were  checked  with 
the  records  of  the  treasurer,  and  the  payments  were  compared 
with  the  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town 
funds. 

Appended  to  this  report  is  a balance  sheet  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  as  of  June  24,  1933. 

In  checking  the  vouchers  and  pay-rolls  on  file,  it  was  noted 
that  payments  have  been  made  for  premiums  for  liability 
insurance  and  for  the  registration  fee  on  a privately-owned 
school  bus,  a purpose  for  which  public  funds  may  not  legally 
be  paid. 

It  was  noted  that  the  assessors  are  being  paid  on  a per  diem 
basis,  in  which  connection  it  is  recommended  that  the  compensa- 
tion of  all  elective  officials  be  fixed  by  town  vote,  as  required  by 
Section  108,  Chapter  41,  General  Laws. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  exam- 
ined and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and 
compared  with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money 
was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments  were  com- 
pared with  the  treasury  warrants  and  with  the  accountant’s 
books. 

The  cash  book  balance  as  of  June  24,  1933,  was  verified  by 
a reconciliation  of  statements  furnished  by  the  bank  in  which 
town  funds  are  deposited  and  by  an  actual  count  of  the  cash 
in  the  office. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investment  of  the  various  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town 
treasurer  were  personally  examined  and  listed. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were 
examined.  The  commitment  books  were  footed,  the  abatements 
were  checked  to  the  assessors’  record  of  abatements  granted, 
and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treas- 
urer’s cash  book. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  to  the 
accountant’s  ledger,  and  were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a 
number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as 
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owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  thereto  indicating  that  the 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  tax  title  deeds  held  by  the  town  were  examined  and 
listed,  being  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  town  clerk’s  record  of  town  licenses,  together  with  the 
records  of  sporting  and  of  dog  licenses,  were  examined,  the 
payments  to  the  town  treasurer  being  compared  with  the  treas- 
urer’s cash  book  and  the  payments  to  the  State  and  county, 
respectively,  being  verified  with  the  receipts  on  file. 

The  accounts  of  the  water  department  were  analyzed  and 
checked.  The  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer,  the  abatements  were  checked,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant’s 
ledger.  The  cash  balance  as  of  July  19,  1933,  was  reconciled 
with  a statement  furnished  by  the  bank  and  by  an  actual  count 
of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  registrar  make  his  payments 
to  the  treasurer  at  least  once  a week. 

The  accounts  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for 
the  town  were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  treasurer’s  and 
the  accountant’s  books. 

The  surety  bond  of  the  treasurer,  tax  collector,  and  town 
clerk  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s  cash,  sum- 
maries of  the  tax,  assessment  and  water  accounts,  as  tables 
showing  the  trust  fund  transactions. 

For  the  courtesies  extended  and  the  assistance  rendered  by 
the  various  town  officials  during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I 
wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express 
appreciation.

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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 


All  regular  appointments  have  been  made  as  required  by 
law.  They  appear  in  list  of  Town  Officers  and  Committees. 

In  accordance  with  a vote  at  a Special  Town  Meeting  held 
in  July,  we,  acting  as  the  contractors,  have  completed  the  recon- 
struction of  Cochituate  Road  and  another  portion  of  the  Con- 
cord Road.  Approximately  eleven  thousand  hours  of  labor  were 
furnished  to  citizens  of  the  Town.  The  project  was  completed 
within  the  amount  allotted  by  the  Town,  State  and  County,  and 
this  fact  substantiates  our  belief  that  all  such  projects  should  be 
carried  on  under  similar  arrangements.  We  suggest  that  the 
Town,  co-operating  with  the  State  and  County,  construct  a sec- 
tion of  Route  27  yearly  and  that  succeeding  Boards  of  Select- 
men, if  possible,  employ  residents  on  these  projects. 

Acting  in  our  capacity  as  licensing  authorities,  the  Town 
has  received  in  fees  for  licenses  granted  for  sale  of  malt  and 
alcoholic  beverages  approximately  $3,500.  An  overwhelming 
vote  of  the  townspeople  for  the  repeal  of  the  Eighteenth 
Amendment  of  the  Constitution  indicated  that  licenses  should 
be  granted  under  the  General  Chapters. 

In  November  the  Town  was  allotted  about  $8,000  by  the 
Civil  Work  Administration.  After  consultation  with  various 
Town  officials,  we  recommended  to  the  State  Board  of  the  C. 
W.  A.  those  projects  which  we  believed  would  furnish  the  max- 
imum number  of  hours  of  work  to  those  unemployed  and  in 
need  of  relief,  and  also  only  those  projects  which  would  benefit 
the  Town  generally. 

The  State  Board  finally  approved  projects  totalling  about 
$11,000  for  the  Town  of  Wayland  and  work  started  soon  there- 
after under  the  direction  of  the  local  administrator  who  was  ap- 
pointed by  them.  We  are  advised  that  the  payroll  exceeded 
$1,000  weekly  in  December. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  officers  of  the  Town  for  their  co-op- 
eration during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAND  PLANNING  BOARD 

FOR  1933 


The  members  of  the  Planning  Board  regret  the  loss  of  their 
beloved  Chairman,  Mr.  Frank  I.  Cooper,  who  so  suddenly 
passed  from  among  us  on  October  23rd.  We  have  endeavored 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Board  with  the  same  co-operative 
spirit  as  that  imparted  by  Mr.  Cooper’s  fine  example  and  leader- 
ship which  has  been  an  inspiration  to  us  ever  since  the  first 
Board  was  formed  seven  years  ago. 

Our  efforts  have  been  directed  toward  the  preparation  of 
plans  for  welfare  projects  similar  to  the  Cochituate  Drainage 
proposal  which  we  hope  may  be  reconsidered  at  the  1934  annual 
meeting.  Other  projects  prepared  are  a landscape  and  grading 
plan  for  the  Town  Hall  lot  approved  by  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners ; also  a Plan  and  Profile  of  the  Hynes  Brook 
and  of  the  Library  Brook  both  in  Wayland  Center,  and  sug- 
gested as  C.  W.  A.  Cleaning  Projects  by  the  Selectmen.  The 
prints  were  turned  over  to  the  Welfare  Board. 

The  Planning  Board  endorses  Zoning  of  the  Town  and  has 
lent  its  support  to  the  Zoning  Committee.  We  believe  that  the 
Town  should  avail  itself  of  the  protection  a proper  zoning  law 
will  aflford.

I hereby  submit  my  thirteenth  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1933. 

The  Pre-School  Conference,  conducted  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health,  which  was  opened  here  in  April,  1933, 
is  doing  excellent  work. 

The  examinations  which  it  offers  are  in  charge  of  a child 
specialist,  a nutritian  worker,  a dental  hygienist  and  a state 
nursing  consultant. 

I have  made  appointments  for  these  examinations  by  visit- 
ing the  homes  of  pre-school  children  and  consulting  with  their 
parents.  I have  had  splendid  co-operation. 

It  is  hoped  that  all  parents  of  children  entering  school  for 
the  first  time  in  September,  1934,  will  have  them  examined  and 
have  all  defects  corrected  before  school  begins,  for  a child  who 
is  physically  handicapped  by  diseases  fails  to  do  good  school 
work. 

I have  made  a great  many  social  service  calls  and  have 
helped  Mrs.  Stone  in  the  distribution  of  the  Red  Cross  cloth- 
ing.

Two  cars  cannot  pass,  the  bridge 
being  only  twelve  feet  in  width.  The  railing  is  absolutely  use- 
less other  than  being  a guide.

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MIDDLESEX  COUNTY  EXTENSION  SERVICE 


Following  is  a general  report  of  the  work  carried  on  by  the 
Middlesex  County  Extension  Service  in  the  Town  of  Wayland 
for  1933. 

Considerable  time  was  spent  in  the  Town  assisting  in  the 
development  of  the  area  test  for  the  eradication  of  bovine  tuber- 
culosis. This  was  followed  up  with  assistance  on  dairy  replace- 
ments and  also  much  time  was  spent  in  attempting  to  improve 
milk  marketing  conditions.  Sectional,  County,  and  State  meet- 
ings have  been  attended  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  progress  is 
being  made. 

Local  poultrymen  have  been  given  assistance  in  marketing 
problems,  disease  control,  housing,  and  flock  management. 

A local  meeting  of  interest  to  market  gardeners  was  held 
during  the  winter  and  farm  visits  were  made  to  fruit  growers. 

Joseph  Decatur  again  made  the  State  300  Bushel  Potato 
Club  with  a record  of  336.71  bushels. 

A large  and  active  Extension  group  in  Wayland  Center 
carried  the  regular  homemaker’s  day  program  this  year.  The 
leaders  were  Mrs.  Leslie  Reid,  Mrs.  T.  P.  Costello,  and  Mrs. 
Nellie  Curley. 

The  Cochituate  Mothers’  Club  of  50  members  carries  the 
Extension  program  regularly.  Mrs.  Arthur  Peck,  Mrs.  Mar- 
garet Morrill,  and  Mrs.  Stacia  Celorier  were  leaders  for  this 
group. 

The  Wayland  Center  group  has  also  carried  the  program 
in  making  children’s  coats  and  hats,  with  Mrs.  Flora  Cody  and 
Mrs.  Joseph  Decatur  as  leaders. 

The  Parent-Teachers  group  in  Cochituate  has  twice  called 
for  help  from  the  Extension  Service.  At  one  time  an  illustrated 
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nutrition  talk  was  given  and  at  another  time  a discussion  of 
storage  space  was  presented. 

For  boys  and  girls  4-H  Club  work  F.  C.  Benedict  has 
served  as  Town  chairman.  Leaders  for  the  clubs  in  the  Town 
were  Mrs.  Joseph  Decatur,  Miss  Doris  Litchfield,  Mrs.  George 
Lewis,  Mrs.  James  Walker,  Miss  Muriel  Moran,  Stanley  Hew- 
itt, and  Elmer  Bigwood. 

The  Cochituate  group  held  an  exhibit  in  connection  with 
the  P.  T.  A.  meeting  in  June. 

In  the  thrift  class  of  County  and  State  dress  revues  Muriel 
Moran  was  a winner.  Dorothy  Decatur,  Alice  Cerastia  and 
Alice  Cowern  took  part  in  the  County  revue.  Ruth  Decatur  was 
pianist  for  the  State  revue.  She  also  broadcasted  several  selec- 
tions during  the  music  broadcast  over  Station  WLEY. 

Elmer  Bigwood  was  awarded  ten  days  at  the  State  4-H 
Camp.  A two-day  trip  to  the  State  College  was  awarded  to 
Alice  Cowern  and  Mary  Carastia  for  excellence  in  clothing 
work  and  to  John  Lindbohm  for  handicraft. 

The  Wayland  canning  club  held  a store-window  exhibit 
and  later  received  an  award  on  a group  exhibit  at  Acton  Fair. 

John  Lindbohm  and  Herbert  Schleicher  were  winners  in 
the  sectional  handicraft  contest  in  Ashland. 

Tours  to  visit  4-H  gardens  were  made  by  both  garden  clubs.

We  have  been  very  fortunate  in  the  matter  of  overturn 
of  teachers.  The  policy  of  the  Committee  in  engaging  the 
services  of  local  girls  of  outstanding  ability  has  proven  satis- 
factory and  is  found  to  result  in  smaller  overturn  as  time  goes 
by. 

The  unbearably  crowded  conditions  in  schools  having  been 
thoroughly  aired  in  special  Town  meetings,  said  Town  meetings 
having  authorized  the  construction  of  a new  building,  we  may 
thus  dismiss  our  major  problem.  The  new  structure,  modern 
in  every  way  and  ideal  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  to  be 
erected,  will  make  future  relief  many  years  ahead. 

In  conclusion  the  School  Committee  desires  to  compliment 
all  in  the  school  service  on  their  commendable  action  in  the 
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present  wages.  The  School  Committee  expresses  its  apprecia- 
tion for  the  noble  work  of  aiding  the  worthy  poor  and  to  each 
boy  and  girl  who  has  helped  in  any  way  to  make  life  happier 
for  his  little  neighbor  in  this  time  of  stress  the  Committee 
extends  its  need  of  thanks. 

May  the  year  we  are  just  entering  upon  be  characterized 
by  the  same  untiring  endeavor  on  the  part  of  our  teachers  as 
the  year  just  closed.  May  the  clouds  of  depression  be  dissipated 
and  the  sunshine  of  prosperity  again  gladden  the  hearts  of  our 
people.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Way  land  School  Committee : 

My  twenty- fourth  annual  report  is  herewith  presented. 
It  is  the  thirty-seventh  in  the  series  from  the  office  of  the  Union 
Superintendent. 

It  is  highly  gratifying  to  record  the  fact  that  a new 
high  school  building  is  all  but  assured  the  boys  and  girls  of 
Wayland.  It  may  not  be  completed  for  occupancy  another 
September  but  before  another  winter  we  confidently  hope  to 
see  the  high  school  students  so  housed. 

The  combination  building  that  has  served  both  High  and 
Elementary  Schools  so  well  until  outgrown  as  to  numbers  the 
last  few  years  will  be  used  for  elementary  grades  alone.  The 
use  of  the  rest  room,  School  Committee  office,  Principal’s  office, 
the  halls,  and  the  inconveniently  located  attic  rooms  will  be 
abandoned  in  so  far  as  class  room  service  is  concerned.  The 
eight  legitimate  class  rooms  will  be  available  for  the  service 
of  the  eight  grades  of  the  Center  Elementary  School.  The 
seven  teachers  now  employed  in  the  Elementary  School  at  the 
Center  will  take  seven  of  the  class  rooms  in  place  of  the  four 
now  used,  supplemented  by  offices  and  halls.  Five  grades  will 
be  assigned  to  five  teachers  and  the  three  upper  grades  to  two 
teachers.  This  will  leave  one  room  for  general  school  purposes 
until  such  time  as  the  number  of  children  shall  have  increased 
to  the  point  where  another  teacher  must  be  employed.  Thus 
the  combination  elementary  and  high  school  building  will  be- 
come a simple  elementary  school  building  after  thirty-seven 
years  of  dual  service. 

The  National  Government  has  allotted  the  Town  of  Way- 
land  under  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Administration, 
Emergency  Educational  Program,  the  sum  of  $41.95  per  month. 
This  sum  has  to  be  expended  for  certain  projects  not  in  any 
way  related  to  the  regular  educational  program  of  the  Town. 
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The  first  object  of  these  allotments  is  to  furnish  employment 
to  unemployed  teachers.  There  are  no  funds  available  for  hire 
of  rooms,  heat,  or  janitor  service,  transportation,  or  for  supplies 
with  the  exception  of  5%  of  the  allotment  for  supplies.  Miss 
Emma  M.  fones  has  been  engaged  as  Director  of  a Pre-School 
Center,  the  work  to  be  done  in  the  home  of  the  Misses  Jones 
at  the  corner  of  Main  Street  and  Sunset  Road.  Pre-School 
children  will  meet  Miss  Jones  five  mornings  per  week  from  9 
until  12.  We  are  directed  by  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion to  plan  for  this  Government  Aid  through  June  of  the 
Current  School  Year. 

Miss  Dorothy  Gallagher  has  been  granted  her  request  for 
a second  year  of  observation  and  practice  teaching  in  the 
Cochituate  School.  She  gains  her  Normal  School  Practice 
teaching  requirement  thereby.  Last  year  Miss  Gallagher 
observed  and  worked  with  Miss  Morrill.  The  current  year 
she  is  studying  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Campbell.  We  are 
very  glad  to  offer  this  service  to  resident  student  teachers. 

Miss  Ena  Tillson,  graduate  of  Boston  University,  has  been 
giving  her  services  in  the  schools  the  current  school  year  as 
an  apprentice  in  physical  education.  Miss  Tillson  is  working 
generously  and  vigorously  for  the  betterment  of  the  health  of 
our  boys  and  girls.  Her  work  is  with  all  elementary  school 
children  and  with  the  young  women  of  the  high  school  who 
elect  physical  education.  Her  work  embraces  instruction  as 
to  employment  of  spare  time  through  wholesome  inexpensive 
recreation.  We  hope  that  the  experience  Miss  Tillson  is  getting 
in  our  schools  may  assist  her  in  realizing  her  desire  to  secure 
work  in  some  school  system  able  to  employ  a salaried  director 
of  physical  education. 

A few  observations  may  be  made  that  are  worthy  of  record 
in  this  report. 

Football,  hockey,  and  baseball  have  been  carried  on  in  a 
very  wholesome  way  through  the  efforts  and  forethought  of  Mr. 
Gladu  and  Principal  Allen.  Mr.  Gladu  is  referred  to  as  our 
“Coach".  He  holds  a full  time  academic  teaching  place  in 
our  High  School  Faculty.  Principal  Allen  and  Mr.  Gladu 
give  of  their  services  freely  and  furnish  much  transportation 
for  the  teams  most  generously.  In  behalf  of  the  boys  of  the 
High  School  I am  pleased  to  thank  Mr.  Gladu  and  Principal 
Allen  for  their  generosity  in  giving  more  than  the  required 
service  to  the  school.  I also  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for 


their  assistance  in  presenting  entertainments  to  raise  money  to 
support  high  school  athletics.  Some  of  our  townspeople  have 
given  money  generously  to  this  cause ; others  have  bought 
tickets  to  games  and  entertainments ; other  have  favored  the 
school  by  advertising  through  the  school  entertainment  pro- 
grams. I am  sure  that  the  students  understand  these  contribu- 
tions and  are  duly  grateful  to  all.  Equiping,  maintaining  equip- 
ment, and  paying  officials  for  home  games  as  well  as  transpor- 
tation of  the  visiting  team  have  been  increasingly  difficult  to 
finance  as  our  squads  of  boys  competing  for  places  on  the 
teams  or  out  for  the  health  giving  exercise  have  increased. 

In  June  1933  there  was  held  in  connection  with  the  Schools 
a Field  Day  of  much  merit.  The  Day  will  be  long  remembered 
by  the  students  as  a bright  spot  in  the  school  routine. 

An  exceptionally  high  grade  school  spirit  has  obtained  in 
all  three  schools.  This  fine  spirit  of  f airplay  and  self  direction 
on  the  part  of  students  is  especially  noteworthy  in  the  much 
crowded  center  building. 

There  are  a large  number  of  students  in  high  school  to-day 
who  would  be  at  work  were  there  work.  The  vision  before 
those  who  are  fitting  for  college  as  teachers,  or  for  other  pro- 
fessional lines  or  for  those  in  the  commercial  classes  is  much 
beclouded  in  these  times.  Hence  a student  body  in  high  school 
that  maintains  the  morale  maintained  by  our  boys  and  girls  in 
Wayland  High  School  is  a compliment  to  the  home,  the  com- 
munity, and  the  students  themselves  and  the  teachers. 

We  have  reason  to  be  pleased  with  our  transportation  ser- 
vice and  our  janitorial  care  of  building.

I herewith  submit  to  you  my  sixteenth  annual  report  as 
Principal  of  the  Wayland  High  School. 

The  maximum  enrollment  of  the  school  to  date  is  128 
students.  Of  these  63  are  boys  and  65  are  girls. 

The  enrollment  January  3,  1934  is  117  students.  Of  these 
53  are  boys  and  64  are  girls.

The  organization  of  the  school  is  just  about  what  it  has 
been  for  a number  of  years  and  I shall  not  go  into  detail  about 
it.  In  fact  there  are  few  topics  that  have  not  already  been 
taken  up  in  earlier  reports.  Year  by  year  the  number  of 
students  housed  in  the  building  has  increased.  This  year  in 
addition  to  the  128  students  of  the  High  School,  14  students 
of  the  8th  grade  have  had  quarters  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
building.  This  year  142  students  have  been  housed  in  rooms 
that  should  handle  about  120  students.  This  has  been  accom- 
plished by  making  use  of  rooms  that  should  not  be  used  for 
class  work. 

I am  glad  that  the  citizens  of  the  Town  have  taken  steps 
to  provide  more  and  better  space  for  these  students  for  the 
future.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN

Dear  Mr.  Benedict : 

I herewith  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  my  report 
as  School  Physician  of  the  Wayland  Schools  for  the  fiscal 
year  of  1933. 

As  in  previous  years  each  student  has  been  carefully 
examined  and  the  defects  if  any  have  been  duly  recorded. 

In  the  grades  I found 

169  who  had  defective  tonsils 

63  who  had  symptoms  of  adenoids 

32  with  enlarged  cervical  glands 

91  showed  poor  posture 

8 with  heart  murmurs 

1 with  questionable  thyroid 

232  children  needing  dental  attention. 

In  the  High  School  I found 
14  tonsil  cases 

5 adenoid  cases 

18  with  poor  posture 

6 with  glandular  symptoms 
27  needing  dental  service 

1 with  thyroid1 

Skin  diseases  continue  to  appear  but  by  excluding  each 
case  as  soon  as  discovered  and  not  permitting  them  to  return 
until  recovery  is  complete  no  serious  trouble  is  experienced. 

A very  large  percentage  of  the  tonsils  reported  show  only 
minor  defects.  All  abnormalities  reported  should  in  due  time 
consult  their  family  physician  for  further  advice. 

The  large  number  of  poor  teeth  is  rather  of  a disappoint- 
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ment  as  in  the  preceding  years  there  had  been  an  improvement 
in  this  line.  Probably  a yearly  dental  clinic  is  the  only  way  to 
keep  pace  with  this  condition. 

There  was  no  Toxin-antitoxin  Clinic  this  year.  If  this 
is  allowed  to  lapse  for  a few  years  there  will  soon  he  enough 
non-immune  children  to  develop  a diphtheria  epidemic. 

The  State  Department  of  Health  now  feels  that  there  is 
a real  workable  immunizing  agent  against  scarlet  fever.  This 
should  be  given  careful  consideration  during  the  coming  year. 

I desire  once  more  to  extend  to  you,  the  School  Nurse, 
the  teachers,  and  students  my  sincere  thanks  for  assisting  me 
in  this  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Sir: 

I herewith  submit  my  thirteenth  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1933.  As  in  former  years,  I have 
visited  both  school  buildings  daily  unless  outside  work  prevented 
my  doing  so.  Sight  and  hearing  tests  were  given.  Children 
were  weighed  and  measured  every  three  months.  Classroom 
inspections  were  made  at  regular  intervals.  The  school  phy- 
sician was  assisted  in  making  the  annual  physical  examination 
of  pupils.  A report  of  defects  was  submitted ; notices  of  these, 
signed  by  Dr.  Sparks,  were  sent  to  the  homes.  A health  history 
is  kept  for  each  child. 

During  the  summer  vacation  a number  of  children  needing 
Tonsil  and  Adenoid  operations  were  cared  for  at  the  Fram- 
ingham Hospital. 

A number  of  cases  of  infection  among  the  children  during 
the  year  were  referred  to  the  school  physician,  who  advised 
exclusion  until  the  condition  was  corrected. 

Quite  a bit  of  social  service  work  has  been  done  among

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REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAND  WATER  BOARD 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Way  land : 

The  Board  organized  with  Walter  Bigwood  chairman, 
Alfred  C.  Damon  Secretary  and  Collector,  Alfred  A.  Lamarine 
was  reappointed  Supt.  and  Louis  Pettigrew  reappointed 
Engineer. 

The  Board  wishes  to  call  your  attention  to  rules  1 & 2 on 
your  water  bill,  namely:  (1).  All  water  rates  shall  be  due 

and  payable  at  the  Commissioner’s  office  semi-annually  in 
advance  on  the  twentieth  day  of  February  and  August.  (2). 
The  Superintendent  has  been  instructed  and  is  required  to  shut 
off  the  water  from  all  services  not  paid  on  or  before  these  dates. 

Owing  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  Water  Department 
these  rules  will  have  to  be  enforced. 

The  Board  let  the  contract  for  a new  six  inch  well  to  the 
Continental  Concrete  Well  Company.  This  well  was  driven 
last  August  and  delivers  approximately  388  gals  of  water  per 
water  per  minute. 

The  contract  for  painting  the  inside  of  the  Stand  pipe  was 
let  to  the  R.  O.  Leonard  Company  of  Framingham. 

After  the  water  was  drained  from  the  standpipe  we  found 
it  necessary  to  sand  blast  the  inside  of  the  standpipe  before  it 
could  be  painted.  A ladder  was  installed  on  the  inside  and  a 
ventilater  was  installed  on  the  roof  to  eliminate  the  condensa- 
tion which  takes  place  in  the  inside  also  a hanhole  was  installed. 

During  the  past  year  there  were  twenty  leaks  all  of  which 
occured  in  the  wooden  mains  along  Old  Connecticut  Path  and 
Sycamore  Road. 

The  Board  feels  that  the  time  has  come  when  these  water 
mains  must  be  replaced. 

The  Board  installed  the  following  water  mains  with  C.  W. 
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A.  labor : 4 inch  main  on  Stanton  St.,  Harrison  St.  and  Dun- 

ster  Avenue.  By  these  installations  4 dead  ends  were  eliminated.

REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 
FOR  JANUARY,  1934 


During  1933,  Perpetual  Care  Funds  were  received  as  follows : 

$100  received  from  Louise  A.  Bullard,  Nashua,  New 
Hamshire  from  the  estate  of  Louise  E.  Hay- 
den to  establish  “The  Louise  E.  Hayden 
Fund”. 

$100  received  from  Christina  Anderson  to  establish 
“The  Soloman  Anderson  Fund”. 

$100  received  from  Mary  A.  Metcalfe,  Alice  M. 

Metcalfe  and  Rose  G.  Shaw  to  establish  “The 
Metcalfe  Fund”. 

The  above  $300  added  to  the  invested  funds  as  of  January 
1,  1933  makes  a total  of  $18,200,  income  from  which  is  used 
in  the  care  of  Funded  burial  lots. 

By  the  sale  of  burial  lots  during  1933  $175  was  turned 
over  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Civic  Works  program  of  the  Federal  Government 
provided  about  $650  for  driveway  improvement  in  the  Lake 
View  Cemetery. 

The  Cemetery  Commissioners  have  ruled  that  no  work 
shall  be  done  on  any  burial  lot  in  any  of  the  Town  Cemeteries 
by  any  one  who  is  not  employed  through  the  Superintendent 
of  said  Cemeteries  and  whose  wage  is  not  paid  by  the  Town 
Treasurer,  execept  the  owner  of  said  burial  lot,  or  by  a member 
of  said  owner’s  immediate  family. 

Having  their  attention  called  to  Chapter  44,  Section  53  of 
the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  which  states  “All  monies 
received  by  any  town  officer  or  department — shall  be  paid  by 
such  officer  or  department  upon  their  receipt  INTO  THE 
TOWN  TREASURY — , the  Cemetery  Commissioners  request 
that  owners  of  burial  lots  who  desire  special  care  given  their 
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lots,  during  the  year,  communicate  directly  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Cemetery  Commissioners  and  make  all  payments  for  such 
care  to  said  clerk.  The  monies  received  from  lot  owners  will 
be  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  to  repay  the  Town  for 
the  appropriation  made  in  advance  for  this  purpose.  A standard 
scale  of  charges  has  been  established  which  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  Cemetery  Commissioners. 

All  monies  paid  for  burial  purposes,  making  foundations 
for  grave  stones  or  monuments,  building  of  tombs  or  vaults, 
or  for  any  other  work  upon  a burial  lot  must  be  paid  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Cemetery  Commissioners,  to  be  turned  over  to 
the  Town  Treasurer.  A uniform  set  of  charges  has  been 
decided  upon  for  opening  and  closing  of  graves,  decorations, 
etc.  to  include  all  necessary  charges  for  a burial  except  the 
undertaker’s  charges.

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REPORT  OF  WAYLAND  ZONING  COMMITTEE 


Zoning  is  a means  of  securing  order  and  good  arrangement 
within  the  Town.  Here  are  some  of  its  objects: 

(1)  To  protect  a home  owner  from  having  his  investment 
impaired  by  an  undesirable  business  or  building  on  an  adjoining 
lot. 

(2)  To  protect  the  Tpwn  and  the  home  owners  in  it  from 
speculative  land  development  schemes.  Such  developments 
often  result  in  cutting  up  desirable  building  land  into  lots  too 
small  to  build  a house  and  garage  on,  and  leave  no  land  for  gar- 
den and  lawn.  These  developments  prove  unsatisfactory  to  lot 
buyers  and  a poor  investment  for  the  Town. 

(3)  To  serve  as  a guide  to  proper  division  of  unoccupied 
land,  and  to  make  the  Town  attractive  to  those  who  desire  per- 
manent homes. 

(4)  To  provide  adequate  set-backs  and  yard  widths  so 
that  buildings  cannot  be  built  so  near  the  street  as  either  to  cut 
off  the  view,  or  to  prevent  future  street  widening ; or  be  placed 
so  close  together  as  to  constitute  a fire  menace. 

(5)  To  protect  our  townspeople  who  own  or  operate  road- 
side stands  from  the  competition  of  hucksters  who  purchase 
produce  elsewhere  for  resale.  Zoning  will  not,  however,  pre- 
vent the  establishment  of  such  stands  within  business  districts. 
This  is  one  reason  for  keeping  the  business  districts  relatively 
small. 

In  order  to  prevent  misunderstanding  let  us  mention  a few 
of  the  things  which  the  proposed  by-law  does  not  do : 

(1)  It  does  not  change  any  existing  building  or  alter  the 
present  use  of  any  property  or  land.  What  ever  is  being  done 
now  may  be  continued  regardless  of  the  district  in  which  the 
building  or  property  is  located. 
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(2)  It  does  not  impose  any  limit  upon  the  cost  of  a house 
or  other  building  whether  it  be  large  or  small. 

(3)  It  is  not  a building  code  and  does  not  put  any  restric- 
tion upon  the  type  of  construction  of  any  building. 

(4)  It  does  not  prevent  growth  of  business  in  the  Town. 
Plenty  of  room  has  been  provided  in  districts  designated  for 
business  for  many  years  to  come. 

(5)  It  is  not  a regulation  which  cannot  be  changed.  It 
may  be  amended  before  adoption.  It  may  also  be  amended  at 
any  regular  meeting  of  the  Town  by  a two-thirds  vote  after  a 
hearing. 

Wayland  is  one  of  only  two  towns  left  within  twenty  miles 
of  Boston  without  a zoning  by-law.  This  fact  has  already  had 
an  adverse  effect  upon  the  Town.  Its  results  are  likely  to  be- 
come more  pronounced  as  time  goes  on.  Any  town  without  a 
zoning  by-law  offers  an  invitation  to  the  land  speculator. 

On  the  other  hand,  real  estate  agents  tell  us  that  desirable 
customers  decline  to  buy  property  in  Wayland  because  of  lack 
of  zoning  protection  and  choose  to  locate  in  surrounding  towns 
which  are  thus  protected.  Builders  tell  us  that  banks  hesitate 
to  make  mortgage  loans  on  new  buildings  in  Wayland  for  fear 
that  their  investment  may  be  jeopardized  by  undesirable  future 
development. 

The  Committee  has  met  regularly  for  many  months.  By 
hearings  and  personal  conversation  we  have  attempted  to  secure 
the  opinion  of  the  people.  In  preparing  this  by-law  the  Com- 
mittee has  endeavored  to  make  it  fit  the  Town,  and  not  have  the 
Town  compelled  to  fit  into  an  artificial  scheme. 

Not  all  citizens  will  agree  with  the  Committee  on  every 
point.  Some,  for  instance,  may  think  that  two  family  houses 
should  be  provided  for.  The  fact  is,  however,  that  none  have 
been  built  in  Town  in  recent  years.  Most  people  moreover  re- 
gard them  as  tending  to  raise  the  Town’s  expenditures  without 
an  equivalent  increase  in  taxes.  Towns  with  many  such  build- 
ings are  handicapped  by  a drifting  population.  We  have  pro- 
vided, however,  that  any  existing  dwelling  may  be  divided  to 
accommodate  two  families  under  a permit  granted  by  the  Board 
of  Appeal,  so  as  to  prevent  hardship  to  people  who  own  large 
dwellings. 

Some  may  feel  that  light  manufacturing  ought  to  be  per- 
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mitted  in  other  areas.  Manufacturers,  however,  have  shown  no 
tendency  to  locate  here  in  recent  years.  Moreover  every  place 
suggested  as  a proper  district  for  manufacturing  has  encoun- 
tered objections.  The  area  zoned  in  Wayland  Center  is  already 
used  for  the  types  of  business  permitted  in  light  manufacturing 
districts. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  remind  the  Town  that  it  was 
given  no  money  to  work  with  although  a job  of  this  character 
ordinarily  requires  professional  services  costing  many  hundred 
of  dollars.  If  any  errors  are  found,  therefore,  we  must  ask 
your  indulgence. 

Through  the  courtesy  and  co-operation  of  the  Planning- 
Board  we  have  been  enabled  to  prepare  the  zoning  map.  We 
wish  to  extend  our  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Gil- 
bert Small,  and  to  the  other  members  of  the  Board,  as  well  as 
to  the  many  other  town  officials  who  have  assisted  in  various 
ways. 

The  proposed  by-law  is  necessarily  quite  lengthy  and  uses 
much  legal  terminology.  This  cannot  be  avoided  if  the  work  is 
to  prove  adequate  and  legal.  The  proposed  law  is  very  similar 
to  laws  adopted  in  other  small  suburban  communities  such  as 
Lincoln  and  Sharon.  It  represents  the  best  thought  of  this 
Committee  and  we  earnestly  hope  that  it  may  be  adopted.

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PROPOSED  ZONING  BY-LAWS  OF  THE  TOWN 
OF  WAYLAND 


preamble 


Section  1.  In  order  to  promote  the  health,  safety,  con- 
venience, morals,  and  general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants,  to  les- 
sen the  danger  from  fire,  and  to  improve  and  beautify  the  Town, 
the  use,  construction,  height  and  area  of  building  and  structures 
and  the  use  of  premises  are  hereby  restricted  and  regulated  as 
herein  provided. 

DEFINITIONS 

Section  2.  In  this  by-law,  the  following  terms  shall  have 
the  meanings  hereby  assigned  to  them : 

(a)  A one- family  dwelling  is  a detached  dwelling  in- 
tended and  designed  to  be  occupied  by  a single  family. 

(b)  An  accessary  use  or  building  is  a use  of,  land  or 
building  customarily  incident  to  and  located  on  the  same  lot  with 
the  use  or  building  to  which  it  is  accessory. 

(c)  A non-conforming  use  of  land  or  building  is  an  ex- 
isting use  of  land  or  building  which  does  not  conform  to  the 
regulations  for  the  district  in  which  such  use  of  land  or  build- 
ing exists. 

(d)  A street,  as  used  in  this  by-law,  shall  be  interpreted 
to  mean  any  public  way  for  vehicular  traffic  or  any  private  way 
laid  out  for  or  used  as  a public  way  for  such  traffic. 

(e)  A lot  is  that  area  of  land  described  in  an  application 
for  a permit. 


DISTRICTS  DEFINED 

Section  3.  For  the  purpose  of  this  by-law  the  Town  of 
Wayland  is  divided  into  three  types  of  districts  designated  as : 


1.  Single  residence  districts. 

2.  Business  districts. 

3.  Light  manufacturing  districts. 

Said  districts  are  as  shown  defined  and  bounded  on  the 
map  accompanying  this  by-law  entitled  “Zoning  Map,  Town  of 
Wayland,  Mass.,  February  18,  1934,”  signed  by  the  Zoning- 
Committee  and  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  and  said  map  and 
all  explanatory  matter  thereon  are  hereby  made  a part  of  this 
by-  law. 

In  such  districts  new  buildings  or  structures,  and  altera- 
tions, enlargements,  or  extensions  of  existing  buildings  or  struc- 
tures may  be  designed,  arranged,  or  constructed,  and  land,  build- 
ing, or  structures  or  parts  thereof  may  be  used  as  specified  for 
each  type  of  district  in  Sections  4 and  5.  No  other  uses  shall 
be  permitted  in  such  districts. 

Section  4.  Existing  Buildings.  Any  building  or  part  of  a 
building  which  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  Wayland  Zon- 
ing By-Law  was  and  still  is  being  put  to  a non-conforming  use, 
may  continue  to  be  used  for  the  same  purpose  or  for  purposes 
not  substantially  different,  and  may  be  repaired  or  structurally 
altered,  but  no  such  building,  if  destroyed  to  the  extent  of 
seventy-five  per  cent  of  its  insurable  value,  shall  be  rebuilt,  nor 
shall  such  buildings  be  extended  or  enlarged  except  after  a pub- 
lic hearing  by  the  Board  of  Appeal  following  a seven  day  public 
notice,  as  provided  in  Section  5 (r),  and  then  only  upon  order 
of  the  Board  of  Appeal,  and  otherwise  subject  to  the  terms  and 
provisions  set  forth. 


In  Residence  Districts 

Section  5.  No  building  or  premises  shall  be  used  and  no 
building  or  structure  shall  be  erected  which  is  intended  or  de- 
signed to  be  used  in  whole  or  in  part  for  any  industry,  trade, 
manufacturing  or  commercial  purposes  except  as  provided  in 
Section  j,  or  for  other  than  the  following  specified  purposes. 

(a)  A single  detached  dwelling  for  not  more  than  one 
family. 

(b)  The  office  of  a doctor,  dentist,  or  other  member  of  a 
recognized  profession,  a teacher  or  musician  or  real  estate  agent 
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residing  on  the  premises,  provided  there  is  no  display  or  adver- 
tising except  for  a small  professional  name  plate. 

(c)  Customary  home  occupations,  such  as  dressmaking, 
or  millinery,  or  tea-rooms,  or  the  leasing  of  rooms,  or  the  taking 
or  boarders,  or  sale  of  antiques  conducted  by  resident  occupants 
only;  provided  there  is  no  display  or  advertising  visible  from 
outside  except  for  an  announcement  card  or  sign  of  not  more 
than  two  square  feet  area,  (and  that  such  uses  be  confined  to 
not  over  one-third  of  the  total  floor  area  of  the  residence  build- 
ing). But  no  dwelling  so  used  shall  be  constructed  or  enlarged 
for  the  purpose  unless  specially  permitted  under  provisions  of 
paragraph  (r). 

(d)  Schools,  public  libraries,  fire  stations,  art  museums, 
churches,  parish  houses,  and  Sunday  school  buildings,  the  build- 
ings of  membership  clubs  devoted  to  outdoor  sports  and  social 
and  recreational  buildings  and  premises,  except  those  a chief 
activity  of  which  is  one  customarily  carried  on  as  a gainful 
business ; telephone  buildings,  parks,  water  supply  reservations, 
soldiers’  or  sailors’  memorial  buildings. 

(e)  Real  estate  signs,  referring  only  to  the  premises  01- 
tract  on  which  they  are  located,  and  having  an  area  not  exceed- 
ing six  square  feet. 

(f)  Nurseries,  truck  gardens,  farms,  and  greenhouses; 
provided  that  any  greenhouse  heating  plant,  and  any  building- 
in  which  farm  or  pleasure  animals  are  kept  shall  be  distant  not 
less  than  twenty  feet  from  any  lot  line. 

(g)  Hospitals,  not  for  the  insane  or  feeble-minded,  pro- 
vided that  no  building  be  within  thirty  feet  of  any  street  or 
lot  line. 

(h)  Public  or  charitable  institutional  buildings  not  of  a 
correctional  nature,  provided  that  no  building  thereon  be  within 
thirty  feet  of  any  street  or  lot  line. 

(i)  Accessory  uses  customary  with  or  incident  to  any 
aforesaid  permitted  use  and  located  on  the  same  lot  therewith, 
including  garages,  and  stables  under  conditions  specified. 

(j)  The  term  accessory  use  shall  not  include  any  activity 
conducted  for  gain  or  any  walk  or  driveway  giving  access 
thereto,  or  any  billboard  advertising  sign  or  poster,  except  for 
small  bulletin  boards ; provided,  however,  that  a builder,  car- 
penter, mason,  plumber,  painter,  roofer,  tinsmith,  upholsterer. 
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or  machinist,  who  lives  and  maintains  a home  on  the  premises, 
may  use  an  accessory  building  in  connection  with  his  trade  under 
a yearly  permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeal  on  condition  that  no 
manufacturing  or  other  business  requiring  substantially  con- 
tinuous employment  be  carried  on  therein,  and  that  the  other 
conditions  of  section  (r)  be  complied  with. 

(k)  No  accessory  building  shall  be  occupied  for  residence 
purposes,  except  that  an  upper  floor  of  a garage  or  stable  may 
be  occupied  by  an  employee  of  the  owner  or  tenant  of  the 
premises. 

(l)  Railroad  passenger  stations  or  rights  of  way  includ- 
ing customary  accessory  services  therein ; not  including  switch- 
ing, storage  or  freight  yards  or  sidings. 

(m)  Cemeteries,  including  any  crematory  therein. 

The  Board  of  Appeal  may  under  restrictions  which  will 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  and  tend  to  protect  and 
improve  the  neighborhood  issue  the  following  permits : 

(n)  Boat  or  canoe  livery,  subject  to  provisions  of  section 

(0- 

(o)  For  yearly  terms  only  a roadside  stand  for  the  sale 
of  the  produce  of  the  land  of  the  owner  and  of  other  land  within 
the  Town,  provided  that  the  front  yard  regulations  and  all  other 
conditions  imposed  by  the  Board  of  Appeal  are  complied  with. 

(p)  Private  garages  for  more  than  three  cars,  and  stables 
having  horses  for  hire. 

(q)  The  removal  of  sod,  loam,  sand,  gravel,  or  quarried 
stone  for  sale  except  when  incidental  to  and  in  connection  with 
the  construction  of  a building  for  which  a permit  has  been  issued 
shall  be  permitted  only  if  permission  of  the  Board  of  Appeal  be 
obtained  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  provided  in  para- 
graph (r)  and  only  under  such  conditions  as  the  Board  may 
impose,  but  nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  prevent  the 
continued  use  of  any  land  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  used 
at  the  time  this  section  takes  effect  or  prevent  the  use  of  any 
land  for  farms,  gardens,  nurseries,  cemeteries,  parks,  play- 
grounds, and  such  purposes  as  are  incidental  to  or  usual  in  con- 
nection with  any  of  said  purposes. 

(r)  Permits  by  Board  of  Appeals  Required 

Where  special  permits  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  are  required 
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under  this  and  other  sections,  the  building  inspector  or  other 
person  designated  by  the  Selectmen  to  issue  permits  as  herein- 
after provided  shall  issue  no  permit  until  so  directed  in  writing 
by  the  Board  of  Appeals.  Upon  application  for  such  a permit 
the  Board  shall  give  not  less  than  seven  (7)  days’  public  notice 
by  publication  in  a newspaper  and  by  mail  to  the  applicant  and 
to  the  owners  of  all  property  deemed  by  the  Board  as  affected 
by  such  a permit,  and  shall  hold  a hearing  and  render  a decision. 
The  applicant  shall  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  that 
the  use  of  the  premises  for  which  application  is  made  shall  not 
constitute  a nuisance  because  of  noise,  vibration,  smoke,  gas, 
fumes,  odor,  dust  or  other  objectionable  features,  and  that  such 
use  shall  not  otherwise  be  injurious  to  the  inhabitants  or  their 
property,  or  dangerous  to  the  public  health  or  safety.  When 
not  so  satisfied  the  Board  shall  refuse  a permit.  When,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board,  such  a permit  may  be  granted  if  accom- 
panied by  conditions  specially  designed  to  safeguard  the  district 
and  the  Town,  it  shall  impose  such  conditions  and  make  them  a 
part  of  the  decision,  and  they  shall  be  made  a part  of  the  permit 
issued  by  the  building  inspector. 

Business  Districts 

Section  VI. 

(a)  Any  use  permitted  in  a residence  district. 

(b)  Dwelling,  including  apartment  house  or  tenement 
house  and  hotel. 

(c)  Bank  or  office. 

(d)  Place  of  amusement  or  assembly. 

(e)  Public  building. 

(f)  Gasoline  filling  stations  and  oil  stations,  salesrooms 
for  motor  vehicles,  garage  repair  shops  and  stables.  Every  gaso- 
line filling  station  shall  hereafter  be  located  so  that  no  filling 
shall  be  done  except  into  cars  standing  on  the  property  of  the 
filling  station. 

(g)  Any  other  retail  business  or  service  not  involving 
manufacture  on  the  premises,  except  of  products  the  major  por- 
tion of  which  are  to  be  sold  at  retail  by  the  manufacturer  to  the 
consumer,  and  provided  further  that  not  more  than  five  opera- 
tives shall  be  employed  in  such  manufacture,  but  this  section 
shall  not  be  interpreted  to  include  an  airplane  landing  field. 
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Light  Industrial  Districts 

Section  VII. 

(a)  Any  purpose  permitted  under  Sections  V and  VI. 

(b)  Lumber,  fuel,  feed  and  ice  establishments,  contrac- 
tors’ yards. 

(c)  Light  manufacturing,  employing  electricity  and/or 
other  unobjectionable  motive  power,  utilizing  hand  labor  and/or 
unobjectionable  machinery  and/or  processes  and  free  from 
neighborhood  disturbing  odors  and/or  other  agencies. 

(d)  No  permit  shall  be  granted  under  (b)  and  (c)  of  this 
section  except  with  the  written  approval  of  the  Board  of  Ap- 
peals and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  V (r). 

HEIGHT  REGULATIONS 

Section  VIII. 
a — Residence  districts 

(1)  The  limit  of  height  of  all  buildings  in  residence  dis- 
tricts shall  be  two  and  one  half  stories,  not  to  exceed  thirty- 
five  feet,  except  that  schools  and  on  lots  of  five  acres  and  over 
dwellings  may  be  three  stories  high. 

(2)  The  limitations  of  height  in  feet  shall  not  apply  to 
chimneys,  ventilators,  skylights,  tanks,  bulkheads,  pent-houses 
and  other  necessary  features  usually  carried  above  roofs,  not 
to  towers  or  spires  of  churches  and  other  buildings,  if  such 
features  are  in  no  way  used  for  living  purposes. 

b — Business  and  Light  Industrial  districts 

(1)  The  limit  of  height  in  business  and  light  industrial 
districts  shall  be  three  stories,  not  to  exceed  forty  feet. 

AREA  AND  YARD  REGULATIONS 
Section  IX. 

(a)  No  building  or  structure  in  any  district  shall  extend 
within  thirty  feet  of  any  street  line,  except  that  ground  story 
porches  or  projections  may  extend  within  twenty  feet  of  any 
street  line  and  a two  story  porch,  unenclosed  at  least  half  of 
the  year,  may  project  six  feet  into  the  front  yard. 

(b)  And  further,  no  building  or  structure  in  any  district 
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shall  extend  within  fifty  feet  of  centre  line  of  said  street, 
whether  accepted  or  not  except  as  herein  before  provided. 

(c)  In  residence  districts  where  there  are  two  or  more 
then  existing  buildings  between  two  intersecting  streets  and 
within  two  hundred  feet  of  the  lot  in  question,  any  building  or 
structure  on  the  lot  may  extend  as  near  the  street  line  as  the 
average  alignment  of  such  then  existing  buildings  except  that 
when  such  existing  buildings  are  more  than  thirty  feet  from 
street  line,  a new  building  shall  extend  only  as  near  the  street 
line  as  the  average  setback  of  the  existing  buildings. 

(d)  On  a corner  lot  no  planting,  structure,  or  part  of  a 
building  shall  extend  within  twenty  feet  of  any  corner  street 
line  intersection  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  traffic  visibility 
around  the  corner. 

(e)  Any  building  lot  hereafter  laid  out  in  a residence  dis- 
trict shall  contain  a minimum  of  ten  thousand  square  feet,  and 
shall  have  a frontage  of  not  less  than  eighty  feet  on  any  street 
line. 

(f)  Dwellings  hereafter  erected  on  land  not  fronting  on 
a street  shall  have  not  less  than  the  minimum  lot  area  as  pro- 
vided. 

Back  Yards 

(g)  Behind  every  dwelling  there  shall  be  provided  a back 
yard  between  the  rear  line  of  the  house  and  the  rear  lot  line,  not 
less  than  thirty  feet  in  depth.  A back  yard  may  contain  acces- 
sory buildings  not  over  one  and  one-half  stories  high  and  cover- 
ing not  over  thirty  per  cent  of  its  area. 

Side  Yards 

(h)  At  each  side  of  every  dwelling  there  shall  be  a side 
yard  not  less  than  fifteen  feet  in  clear  width,  between  the  side 
of  the  house  and  the  side  lot  line,  except  in  specific  cases  when 
existing  lots  are  less  than  the  minimum  width  prescribed  in  this 
by-law.  In  such  cases  a side  yard  not  less  than  ten  feet  in 
width  may  be  permitted  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

Yards  for  N on-Residential  Buildings 

(i)  Any  use,  not  residential  or  accessory,  shall  observe  all 
provisions  of  this  by-law  in  regard  to  depth  and  width  of  yards 
as  applied  to  dwellings. 
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Percentage  of  Lot  Covered 

(j)  The  percentage  of  lot  which  may  be  covered  by  any 
building  shall  in  no  instance  exceed  the  following : 

1.  In  residence  districts  20%. 

2.  In  business  districts  70%  of  a corner  lot  and  75% 
of  an  interior  lot,  providing  that  no  rear  yard  of  a building 
hereafter  erected  shall  be  less  than  fifteen  feet  in  depth.  The 
open  space  required  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  located  in  such  a 
way  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  building  inspector  or  other  permit 
issuing  officer  as  hereafter  provided  to  properly  light  and  ven- 
tilate the  building,  and  to  provide  access  in  case  of  fire. 

BOARD  OF  APPEAL 


Section  X. 

a — A Board  of  Appeal  of  three  members  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen  is  hereby  created  under  provisions  of  Chapter 
40  and  amendments  thereto  to  assume  the  duties  and  powers 
given  to  such  Board  hereinbefore  stated  and  further  powers  as 
follows : 

1.  To  adapt  the  requirements  of  this  by-law  to  irregular, 
narrow,  or  shallow  lots  or  those  unusual  either  in  shape  or 
topography,  provided  that  the  spirit  and  intent  of  this  by-law 
with  regard  to  open  spaces  is  preserved. 

2.  To  permit  a substitution  for  or  an  extension  or  alter- 
ation to  an  existing  building  whether  conforming  or  non-con- 
forming in  accordance  with  provisions  on  use. 

3.  To  grant  temporary  and  conditional  permits  of  lim- 
ited duration  for  non-conforming  uses  and  buildings  incidental 
to  development  operations. 

4.  Permit  conversion  of  a one-family  house  existing  at 
the  time  this  by-law  is  adopted  into  a two-family  house. 

5.  Permit  enlarging  an  old  or  locating  a new  ice  house 
as  needs  may  require,  with  such  conditions  as  will  protect  the 
community. 


ENFORCEMENT 


Section  XI. 

Until  such  time  as  the  Town  may  adopt  by-laws  providing 
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for  a building  inspector,  upon  the  adoption  of  which  the  duties 
of  issuing  permits  under  this  by-law  shall  automatically  devolve 
upon  him,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  designate  a suitable  per- 
son to  issue  permits  under  this  by-law,  and  to  administer  its 
provisions. 

He  shall  approve  no  application  of  any  kind,  plans  and 
specifications  and  intended  use  for  which  are  not  in  all  respects 
in  conformity  with  this  by-law. 

Applications  for  permits  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  ade- 
quate description  of  lot,  present  buildings  thereon,  and  location 
of  proposed  building  on  the  lot,  together  with  plans  for  pro- 
posed buildings,  and  shall  in  all  cases  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  by-law.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  not  exceeding  $1,000.00  to  purchase  a piece  of 
land  to  be  used  for  burial  purposes,  to  enlarge  the  Lake  View 
Cemetery,  said  piece  of  land  now  supposed  to  be  owned  by  the 
heirs  and  demises  of  the  late  Edward  Dammers ; said  piece  of 
land  adjoins  the  North  East  boundary  of  Lake  View  Cemetery 
and  is  described  as  follows : — Starting  at  a point  of  the  North- 
easterly corner  of  present  Lake  View  Cemetery  and  running 
approximately  152  feet  on  unaccepted  way,  thence  at  right  angle 
to  said  way  approximately  238  feet  in  a westerly  direction  to 
point  of  beginning,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  this 
article  be  passed  over  as  it  has  been  informed  that 
the  property  cannot  be  secured  for  the  amount 
stated. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  or  instruct 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  petition  the  General  Court  for  legis- 
lation, giving  the  Board  of  Selectmen  full  authority  over  the 
waters  of  Dudley  Pond,  and  control  over  all  fishing,  boating, 
bathing,  skating  and  other  recreational  activities  in  or  on  Dudley 
Pond  and  the  shores  thereof,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  this 
authority  be  granted. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a certain  sum  of  money  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  outdoor  swimming  baths  on  the  shore  of  Dudley  Pond  for 
the  purpose  of  affording  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  oppor- 
tunities to  swim  and  receive  instruction  in  swimming,  and  for 
the  acquiring  of  the  necessary  land  for  public  parking  places 
in  connection  therewith,  or  adjacent  thereto,  and  for  other 
municipal  purposes,  and  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  acquire  the  necessary  land  for  such  purposes  by  eminent 
domain  or  otherwise,  as  it  may  to  them  seem  necessary  and 
proper,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  opposed  to  this  article 
unless  the  necessary  land  can  be  had  without 
expense  to  the  Town  and  the  labor  be  provided  by 
the  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Administration. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a certain  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Planning  Board  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  study  of 
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highways  leading  to  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Dudley  Pond,  or  do 
or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  a gen- 
eral appropriation  for  the  Planning  Board,  con- 
sequently recommends  that  this  article  be  passed 
over. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a certain  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Planning  Board  for  the  purpose  of  having  prepared  an 
adequate  plan  for  the  alteration,  repair  and  relocation  of  Syca- 
more Road  and  Hawthorne  Road,  or  any  portion  of  either,  in 
order  that  the  necessary  steps  may  be  begun  looking  to  the 
ultimate  acceptance  of  said  roads  by  the  Town,  or  do  or  act. 
This  plan  has  already  been  prepared  by  the  Plan- 
ning Board  so  this  article  is  unnecessary  and 
should  be  passed  over. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  as  public  ways, 
the  private  ways  known  as  Sycamore  Road  and  Hawthorne 
Road  or  any  portion  of  either,  and  acquire  any  necessary  land 
by  eminent  domain  or  otherwise;  and  appropriate  and  assess  a 
sum  of  money  to  be  expended  to  relocate  and  repair  any  por- 
tions accepted,  or  do  or  act.  ^ 

The  Finance  Committee  is  opposed  to  this  article 
unless  the  necessary  land  can  be  had  without  ex- 
pense to  the  Town  and  the  work  be  done  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Betterment  Act  and  the 
labor  be  provided  by  the  Federal  Emergency 
Relief  Administration. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a certain  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Planning  Board  for  the  purpose  of  having  prepared  an 
adequate  plan,  for  the  alteration,  repair  and  relocation  of  Pine 
Ridge  Road,  in  order  that  the  necessary  steps  may  be  begun 
looking  to  the  ultimate  acceptance  of  said  road  by  the  Town, 
or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  a gen- 
eral appropriation  for  the  Planning  Board,  con- 
sequently recommends  that  this  article  be  passed 
over. 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  materials  to  construct  a shed  to  house 
Highway  equipment,  or  do  or  act. 
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The  Finance  Committee  recommends  an  appro- 
priation of  $350.00  for  materials. 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Surveyor 
of  Highways  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to 
sell,  trade,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  International  l^-ton 
truck,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article.  This  truck  is  four  years  old  and 
has  been  driven  over  40,000  miles.  It  is  now  in 
need  of  tires  and  some  mechanical  work. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
truck  for  the  Highway  Department,  and  to  appropriate,  grant, 
borrow  or  otherwise  provide  a sum  of  money  to  pay  for  the 
same,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article  and  an  appropriation  not  exceeding 
$752.00. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  to  gravel  Clay  Pit  Hill  Road,  or  do  or  act. 
The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  this 
article  be  passed  over. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board 
of  Assessors  to  employ  counsel  and  expert  valuers,  to  assist 
them  in  contesting  appeals  from  the  decisions  of  Wayland’s 
Assessors,  and  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of  money  not 
exceeding  $500.00  for  that  purpose,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  this 
article  be  passed  over. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
the  sum  of  $1,100.00  to  purchase  fire  hose,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  a piece  of  fire  apparatus 
to  replace  the  old  Reo  truck  now  in  service  in  the  Cochituate 
station,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  pur- 
chase of  this  apparatus  be  postponed  to  some 
future  time. 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  extend  the  water  main 


from  Brown’s  corner  on  Concord  Road,  down  Oxbow  Road,  a 
distance  of  1400  feet  to  the  residences  of  Edgar  Cain,  Nickelas 
Gain  and  George  N.  Sherman ; appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of 
money  therefor,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  this 
matter  be  referred  to  the  Water  Department  for 
their  consideration  as  an  E.  R.  A.  project. 

Article  41.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  purchase,  from  Harold  E.  Draper  of 
Wayland,  of  a set  of  twenty-four  (24)  original  tracings  of  plans 
and  profiles  of  about  forty-six  thousand  (46,000)  feet  of  roads 
in  and  around  Wayland  center,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the 
adoption  of  this  article  this  year. 

Article  42.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
the  sum  of  $350.00  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Health, 
under  the  direction  of  the  School  Committee  in  support  of  a 
Dental  Clinic  for  the  school  children  of  Wayland. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  43.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote 
to  transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  such  action 
as  may  be  suggested  by  the  Town  Treasurer.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  Finance  Committee  has  experienced  great  difficulty  in 
arriving  at  decisions  for  its  recommendations  this  year.  It 
believes  that  a tax  rate  of  $25.00  per  thousand  dollars  of  present 
valuation  is  as  much  as  should  be  borne  by  property,  but  exist- 
ing conditions  make  it  impossible  to  adhere  to  this  policy  this 
year.  Conditions  such  as  overdrafts  from  last  year  by  various 
departments  amounting  to  $3,282.30  will  add  approximately 
fifty-five  cents  to  the  tax  rate. 

Demands  on  our  Welfare  Department  and  for  Old  Age 
Assistance  and  Soldiers’  Benefits  continue  tremendously  heavy. 
It  is  to  be  earnestly  hoped  that  these  needs  and  demands  may 
decrease,  as  the  general  effect  on  the  recipients  is  humiliating  or 
demoralizing  and  it  is  discouraging  to  the  struggling  home 
owners  and  taxpayers.  These  departments  and  our  share  of 
E.  R.  A.  expenditures  represent  approximately  $8.00  of  the  tax 
rate. 

About  $13,000  was  spent  last  year  by  the  Town  and  about 
$25,000  by  the  Federal  Government  on  various  emergency  pro- 
jects throughout  the  Town  for  the  purpose  of  providing  employ- 
ment. Considerable  of  this  work  had  to  be  undertaken  quickly 
and  without  much  planning.  The  Finance  Committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  more  advance  planning  should  result  in  a greater 
return  of  benefits  to  the  Town  for  the  money  to  be  expended  in 
the  current  year,  consequently  it  has  recommended  an  increase 
of  the  appropriation  for  the  Planning  Board  in  the  hope  that 
this  Board  may  be  of  greater  assistance  to  those  having  charge 
of  this  work. 

Uncollected  water  rates  as  of  January  1st,  1935,  amounted  to 
$8,445.78;  uncollected  taxes  as  of  January  1st,  1935,  amounted 
to  $98,929.50.  Tax  titles  recorded  from  April  30th  to  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1935,  amounted  to  $18,587.51.  The  expense  of  tax 
sales  and  tax  title  takings  is  increasing  as  is  the  amount  of  Tax 
Sale  Property  in  the  possession  of  the  Town  which  removes  it 
from  the  Assessors’  list  of  taxable  property. 
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Officials  and  department  heads  responsible  for  the  spending 
of  money  and  all  recipients  of  aid  or  employment  should  not 
forget  for  one  minute  that  that  money  is  being  provided  with 
the  greatest  of  difficulty  and  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  a majority 
of  the  taxpayers.  If  this  Committee  may  be  pardoned  for  a 
little  sermonizing  it  feels  that  now  as  never  before  is  a time 
when  the  utmost  efficiency  in  planning  and  doing  work  should 
be  practiced  and  a conscientious  day’s  work  be  given  for  every 
day’s  pay  received.  To  resort  to  the  vernacular,  see  that  your 
neighbor  or  friend — the  taxpayer  “gets  a break.”  Let  economic 
wisdom  and  fairness  supercede  all  political  expediency. 

The  Finance  Committee  believes  that  much  could  be  accom- 
plished by  monthly  joint  meetings  of  the  Town  officials,  com- 
mittees and  department  heads  for  consideration  and  discussion 
of  Town  affairs  and  it  respectfully  suggests  to  the  Selectmen 
that  they  take  the  initiative  in  the  matter  and  inaugurate  such 
meetings  as  soon  as  possible.

The  tax  rate  is  based  on  the  revenue  assessed  and  received 
from  all  sources,  assuming  the  amounts  to  be  received  to  be 
similar  to  last  year  the  Finance  Committee  estimates  that  its 
recommendations  will  make  a tax  rate  of  $28.00  per  thousand 
dollars  of  assessed  valuation.

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REPORT  OF  BY-LAW  COMMITTEE 


The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in 
accordance  with  the  vote  under  Article  4 of  the  meeting  of 
November  20,  1933  has  given  careful  consideration  to  the 
questions  submitted  to  it.  It  gathered  together  copies  of  the 
by-laws  of  various  towns,  giving  particular  attention  to  by- 
laws of  towns,  the  by-laws  of  which  were  particularly  recom- 
mended by  the  Attorney  General’s  Office.  Careful  considera- 
tion was  given  to  these  by-laws  of  other  towns  and  suggestions 
were  requested  from  various  town  officers  and  fellow  citizens. 
The  Committee  feels  that  it  has  not  become  necessary  for  our 
town  to  adopt  the  elaborate  by-laws  deemed  necessary  by  some 
of  the  suburban  towns.  The  Committee  has  felt,  however,  that 
the  first  nine  articles  of  the  present  by-laws  need  substantial 
revision  and  it  is  therefore  recommending  the  adoption  of  eight 
articles  as  drafted  by  the  committee  in  substitution  for  articles 
1 to  9 of  the  present  by-laws.  These  proposed  articles  are 
submitted  with  this  report  and  are  believed  by  the  committee 
to  be  adequate  to  cover  all  the  needs  of  the  town  on  the  subjects 
dealt  with  in  those  articles  for  years  to  come.  It  is  believed 
that  the  provisions  of  the  by-laws  are  so  simple  and  easily 
understood  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  make  special  explanation 
thereof.  The  date  of  preparing  town  reports  and  of  filing 
reports  has  been  somewhat  advanced  in  order  to  assist  the 
Finance  Committee.  A definite  number,  namely  one  hundred, 
has  been  adopted  as  a quorum  for  town  meeting.  Otherwise 
little  has  been  done  to  change  the  provisions  of  the  present 
by-laws,  except  to  make  clearer,  more  easily  understood,  and 
more  fully  applicable  many  of  the  principles  already  appearing 
in  the  present  by-laws  and  a slight  attempt  has  been  made  to 
strengthen  the  hands  of  the  police. 

It  is  unanimously  recommended  by  the  Committee  that 
these  by-laws  as  submitted  be  substituted  for  the  present 
articles  1 to  9.

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By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Wayland 


Article  1.  Town  Meetings,  Notice  Thereof 
and  Warrants  Therefor. 

Section  1.  In  the  annual  town  meeting  in  which  there  is 
precinct  voting  the  matter  of  the  election  of  town  officers'  and 
the  determination  of  such  matters  as  by  law  areVequired  to  be 
elected  or  determined  by  official  ballot  shall  be  in  order  only 
on  the  first  Monday  of  March  in  each  year,  and  all  other 
business  shall  be  in  order  only  at  a meeting  held  on  the  follow- 
ing Wednesday  at  7.45  o’clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Section  2.  Service  of  the  warrant  for  the  (annual  election 
and  the  annual  town  meeting  shall  be  made  by  posting  attested 
copies  thereof  at  the  Town  Hall,  at  the  voting  place  in  Cochit- 
uate,  and  at  each  post  office  in  the  town  seven  days  at  least 
before  the  time  appointed  for  such  (election  or)  meeting  and  of 
the  warrant  for  each  special  town  meeting  by  delivering  a copy 
thereof  to  each  registered  voter  or  by  mailing  a copy  thereof 
to  each  such  voter  addressed  to  his  or  her  residence  seven  days 
at  least  before  the  time  appointed  for  such  meeting. 

Section  3.  All  articles  for  insertion  in  the  warrant  for 
the  annual  town  meeting  must  be  presented  in  writing  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  in  accordance  with  law  on  or  before 
January  10th  or  such  earlier  time  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  and  all  such  articles  for  special  town  meetings 
must  be  so  presented  at  least  twenty-one  days  before  the  date 
set  for  such  meeting. 

Article  2.  Procedure  at  Town  Meeting. 

Section  1.  All  reports  of  town  officers,  agents  or  com- 
mittees which  are  to  be  considered  at  any  town  meeting  shall 
be  reduced  to  writing  and  a copy  thereof  deposited  with  the 
town  clerk  before  such  report  is  presented  for  action. 

Section  2.  All  motions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if  so 
requested  by  the  presiding  officer  or  any  legal  voter. 
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Section  3.  Articles  in  the  warrant  shall  be  acted  upon  in 
the  order  in  which  they  stand,  unless  the  meeting  shall  direct 
otherwise  by  a two-thirds  vote. 

Section  4.  If  an  article  of  the  warrant  has  once  been  acted 
upon  and  disposed  of,  it  shall  not  be  again  considered  at  that 
meeting  except  by  two-thirds  vote. 

Section  5.  No  motion,  the  effect  of  which  would  be  to 
dissolve  a town  meeting  shall  be  in  order  until  every  article  in 
the  warrant  has  been  dully  considered  and  acted  upon,  but 
this  shall  not  prelude  the  postponement  of  action  on,  or  con- 
sideration of  any  article  to  an  adjournment  of  the  meeting  to 
a stated  time. 

Section  6.  The  presence  of  one  hundred  voters  at  a town 
meeting  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  except  for  a motion  to  adjourn  for  which  no  quorum 
shall  be  required. 

Artcle  3.  Duties  of  Selectmen 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  full  author- 
ity as  agents  of  the  town  to  employ  counsel  to  appear  for  and 
defend  suits  brought  against  the  town,  unless  otherwise  especial- 
ly ordered  by  a vote  of  the  town.  They  may  settle  any  legal 
claims  of  suits  against  the  Town  which  in  their  opinion  and 
acting  upon  the  advice  of  counsel  it  is  unwise  to  defend. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  cause  a copy  of 
the  annual  Town  Report  to  be  left  at  the  residence  of  every 
registered  voter  before  the  annual  town  meeting. 

Article  4.  Finances. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a committee  called  the  Finance 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  hereinafter 
provided.  Such  committee  shall  consist  of  fivje  registered 
voters  who  shall  serve  without  pay  and  none  of  whom  during 
his  service  on  such  committee  shall  hold  regular  elective  or 
appointive  town  office  having  to  do  with  the  expenditure  of 
town  money. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall,  not  later  than 
December  first  in  each  year,  appoint  to  serve  for  the  term  of 
three  years  one  or  two  members  of  the  Finance  Committee 
as  shall  be  necessary  to  fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  caused  by 
expiration  of  the  terms  of  the  member  or  members  who  terms 
expire. 
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Section  3.  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  after  drawing  a 
warrant  for  a town  meeting,  shall  immediately  forward  a copy 
thereof  to  each  member  of  said  Finance  Committee,  which 
shall  consider  all  articles  in  the  warrant  and  make  such  report, 
in  print  or  otherwise,  to  the  town  meeting  as  it  deems  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  town.  The  Committee  shall  also  make  an 
annual  report  which  shall  be  published  as  part  of  the  annual 
Town  Report  and  which  shall  include  recommendations  for 
appropriations  for  the  ensuing  year,  a budget,  and  such  further 
recommendations  regarding  the  finances  of  the  Town  and  action 
in  regard  thereto  as  seems  to  such  committee  to  be  necessary 
and  appropriate. 

Section  4.  The  various  town  boards,  officers  and  com- 
mittees charged  with  the  expenditure  of  town  money  shall,  not 
later  than  the  fifteenth  of  December  in  each  year,  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Finance  Committee  detailed  estimates  of  the 
amounts  deemed  necessary  for  the  administration  of  their 
respective  board,  office  or  committee  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year 
with  explanatory  statements  of  the  reasons  for  any  changes 
from  the  amounts  appropriated  for  the  same  purpose  in  the 
preceding  year.  They  shall  also  file  estimates  of  all  probable 
items  of  income  which  may  be  received  by  them  during  the 
ensuing  year  in  connection  with  the  adminstration  of  their 
board,  office  or  committee. 

Section  5.  Any  person  presenting  an  article  for  insertion 
in  the  warrant  for  any  town  meeting,  which  involves  the  appro- 
priation or  expenditure  of  money  by  the  town,  shall  also  submit 
an  estimate  of  the  expected  amount  of  money  to  be  expended 
or  appropriated  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  article.  Said 
estimate,  together  with  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons  sub- 
mitting such  article  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  the  Finance  Committee. 

Section  6.  No  town  officer,  no  salaried  employee  of  the 
town,  or  member  of  any  committee  appointed  to  act  for  the 
town,  and  no  agent  or  employee  of  such  officer,  employee  or 
committee  shall  sell  materials  or  supplies  to  a board  or  com- 
mittee of  which  he  is  a member,  or  receive  any  compensation 
or  commission  for  work  done  by  him  as  such  officer,  employee, 
or  member  of  a committee,  except  his  official  salary  and  the 
fees  provided  by  law,  without  permission  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men expressed  in  a vote  which  shall  appear  in  their  records, 
together  with  a statement  of  the  reasons  therefor. 
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Article  5.  Records  and  Accounts. 

Section  1.  The  town  officers,  agents,  boards  or  committees 
of  the  town  shall  submit  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  not  later 
than  January  10th  in  each  year,  a written  report  giving  an 
account  of  the  business  transacted  during  the  year  which  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  prepare  for  publication  in  the  annual 
Town  Report. 

Article  6.  Planning  Board. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a town  planning  board,  con- 
sisting of  six  members,  having  the  duties  and  authority  provided 
by  law  or  given  to  it  by  the  vote  of  the  town.  The  members 
shall  be  elected  for  terms  of  three  years,  two  members  to  be 
elected  at  each  annual  town  meeting  to  fill  the  vacancies  caused 
by  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  the  members  wffiose  terms 
expire. 

Article  7.  Police  Regulations. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed 
in  any  public  way,  or  square,  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  any  dirt,  wood,  timber,  or  other 
material  to  obstruct  or  mar  the  appearance  of  said  way  or 
square. 

Section  2.  No  driver  of  a horse  or  vehicle  shall  drive  or 
allow  the  same  to  stand  or  be  on  any  sidewalk. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  loiter,  saunter  or  continue  to  sit 
or  stand  in  any  street,  public  place  or  public  building,  so  as  to 
obstruct  or  impede  the  free  passage  of  or  in  any  manner  annoy 
or  disturb  any  other  persons,  after  being  directed  by  a police 
officer  to  “move  on.” 

Section  4.  No  person  unless  required  by  law  so  to  do, 
shall  without  a permit  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  post  or 
affix  in  any  manner,  paint,  print,  write  or  cause  to  be  painted, 
printed,  or  written  any  notice,  advertisement,  bill  picture 
drawing  or  writing  upon  any  curbstone,  sidewalk,  tree,  pole, 
post  or  hydrant  in  any  street  or  public  place,  or  upon  any  walk 
or  fence  or  in  any  public  building. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  license  suitable 
persons  to  be  dealers  in  and  keepers  of  shops  for  the  purchase, 
sale  or  barter  of  junk,  old  metals,  or  second-hand  articles  and 
may  make  such  additional  rules,  regulations  and  restrictions  as 
they  deem  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  law  or 
of  these  by-laws. 
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Article  8.  Penalty  for  Violation. 

Section  1.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
by-laws  of  the  town  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  more 
than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence,  unless  there  is  express 
provision  for  other  penalty.

raised,  or  in  any  way  act  thereon.  $2,179.47.

that  a further  sum  of  $361.05  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  on 
account  of  interest  and  other  charges  on  account  thereof.  That 
a further  sum  of  $166.55  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  for  the 
Town’s  share  of  the  expense  incurred  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  331  of  the  Acts  of  1933,  which  provided  for  the  settle- 
ment of  certain  claims  of  the  Commonwealth  against  the  Mid- 
dlesex County  Tuberculosis  Hospital  District.  That  a further 
sum  of  $651.87  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  for  the  Town’s 
share  of  the  net  cost  of  care,  maintenance  and  repairs  of  the 
Middlesex  County  Hospital,  including  interest  on  temporary 
notes  issued  therefor,  in  accordance  with  sections  of  Chapter 
111  of  the  General  Laws  applicable  thereto. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
for  general  municipal  purposes  under  authority  of  and  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  49  of  the  Acts  of 
1933,  or  take  any  action  thereto. 
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Voted  unanimously  that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  for  gen- 
eral maintenance  expenses  of  the  Town  the  sum  of  $15,000.00, 
but  in  no  event  a sum  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  tax  titles  taken 
or  held  by  the  Town,  and  to  issue  a note  or  notes  of  the  Town 
therefor,  all  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  49  of 
the  Acts  of  1933. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $6,000.00  for  the 
relocation  and  reconstruction  of  a portion  of  Concord  Road 
according  to  plans  to  be  recommended  by  the  County  Engineers. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess 
the  sum  of  $6,000.00  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Selectmen  for  the  purpose  of  relocating  and  reconstructing  a 
portion  of  Concord  Road,  according  to  plans  to  be  recommended 
by  the  County  Engineers,  said  sum  to  be  expended  in  coopera- 
tion with  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  County  of 
Middlesex  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  General 
Laws. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  to  be  expended  in  connection  with  Civil  Works 
Administration  projects. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess 
the  sum  of  $3,500.00  to  be  expended  in  connection  with  Civil 
Works  Administration  projects,  for  that  part  of  the  expense  of 
the  projects  not  paid  by  the  government. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  provide  a 
drainage  system  for  the  village  of  Cochituate  or  any  portion 
thereof ; make  provision  to  carry  out  the  work  in  such  a manner 
as  may  relieve  unemployment  or  as  may  otherwise  serve  the 
best  interests  of  the  Town;  authorize  the  taking  of  any  neces- 
sary land  or  easements;  and  make  appropriation  therefor,  or  do 
or  act. 

Voted  that  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  be  and  it  hereby  is  raised 
and  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a drainage 
system ; said  sum  to  be  expended  for  materials,  work  to  be  done 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Highway  Department,  land  takings 
to  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  Wayland  Drainage,  Act  of 
1934,  and  to  provide  drainage  along  Shawmut  Ave.  and  the 
present  drainage  brook  leading  therefrom  and  that  the  Select- 
men, be  and  they  hereby  are,  authorized  to  make  any  necessary 
taking  of  land  or  easements  for  the  purpose  of  providing  such 
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drainage  system  but  if  money  is  not  provided  by  C.  \Y.  A.  or 
other  government  funds  the  work  will  not  be  started. 

Article  22  was  taken  up  at  this  time. 

Voted  not  to  lay  the  matter  on  the  table.

Article  22.  To  receive  a report  of  the  Zoning  Committee 
appointed  in  accordance  with  a vote  of  the  Town  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  1933,  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  zoning 
by-laws  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40  of  the 
General  Laws  and  amendments  thereto,  or  take  any  action  rela- 
tive thereto. 

Voted  not  to  adjourn  the  Meeting. 

Voted  that  the  report  of  the  Zoning  Committee  be  accepted 
and  that  the  sections  of  the  accompanying  proposed  by-laws  and 
the  accompanying  proposed  zoning  map  be  severally  adopted. 

The  Proposed  Zoning  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Wayland 
were  severally  voted  with  amendments  and  were  adopted  as 
follows : 

Zoning  By-Laws  of  the:  Town  of  Waytand  o-v  ■» 
Preamble 

Section  I.  In  order  to  promote  the  health,  safety,  conven- 
ience, morals,  and  general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants,  to  lessen 
the  danger  from  fire,  and  to  improve  and  beautify  the  Town, 
the  use,  construction,  height  and  area  of  building  and  structures 
and  the  use  of  premises  are  hereby  restricted  and  regulated  as 
herein  provided. 

Definitions 

Section  II.  In  this  by-law,  the  following  terms  shall  have 
the  meanings  hereby  assigned  to  them : 

(a)  A one- family  dwelling  is  a detached  dwelling  in- 
tended and  designed  to  be  occupied  by  a single  family. 

(b)  An  accessory  use  or  building  is  a use  of  land  or 
building  customarily  incident  to  and  located  on  the  same  prem- 
ises with  the  use  or  building  to  which  it  is  accessory. 

(c)  A non-conforming  use  of  land  or  building  is  an  ex- 
isting use  of  land  or  building  which  does  not  conform  to  the 
regulations  for  the  district  in  which  such  use  of  land  or  build- 
ing exists. 

(d)  A street,  as  used  in  this  by-law,  shall  be  interpreted

to  mean  any  public  way  for  vehicular  traffic  or  any  private  way 
laid  out  for  or  used  as  a public  way  for  such  traffic. 

(e)  A lot  is  that  area  of  land  described  in  an  application 
for  a permit. 

Districts  Defined 

Section  III.  For  the  purpose  of  this  by-law  the  Town  of 
Wayland  is  divided  into  three  types  of  districts  designated  as : 

1.  Single  residence  districts. 

2.  Business  districts. 

3.  Light  manufacturing  districts. 

Said  districts  are  as  shown  defined  and  bounded  on  the 
map  accompanying  this  by-law  entitled  “Zoning  Plan,  Town  of 
Wayland,  Mass.,  February  19,  1934,”  signed  by  the  Zoning 
Committee  and  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  and  said  map  and 
all  explanatory  matter  thereon  are  hereby  made  a part  of  this 
by-law. 

In  such  districts  new  buildings  or  structures,  and  altera- 
tions, enlargements,  or  extensions  of  existing  buildings  or  struc- 
tures may  be  designed,  arranged,  or  constructed,  and  land,  build- 
ing, or  structures  or  parts  thereof  may  be  used  as  specified  for 
each  type  of  district  in  Sections  V,  VI,  and  VII.  No  other  uses 
shall  be  permitted  in  such  districts. 

Section  IV.  Existing  Buildings.  Any  building  or  part  of 
a building  which  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  Wayland 
Zoning  By-Law  was  and  still  is  being  put  to  a non-conforming 
use,  may  continue  to  be  used  for  the  same  purpose  or  for  pur- 
poses not  substantially  different,  and  may  be  repaired,  but  no 
such  building,  if  destroyed  to  the  extent  of  seventy-five  per  cent 
of  its  insurable  value,  shall  be  rebuilt,  nor  shall  such  buildings 
be  extended  or  enlarged  except  after  a public  hearing  by  the 
Board  of  Appeal  following  a seven  day  public  notice,  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  V (r),  and  then  only  upon  order  of  the  Board 
of  Appeal,  and  otherwise  subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions  set 
forth  in  such  order. 


Residence  Districts 

Section  V.  No  building  or  premises  shall  be  used  and  no 
building  or  structure  shall  be  erected  which  is  intended  or  de- 
signed to  be  used  in  whole  or  in  part  for  any  industry,  trade, 
manufacturing  or  commercial  purposes  except  as  provided  in 
paragraph  j,  or  for  other  than  the  following  specified  purposes. 
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(a)  A single  detached  dwelling  for  not  more  than  one 
family. 

(b)  The  office  of  a doctor,  dentist,  or  other  member  of  a 
recognized  profession,  a teacher  or  musician  or  real  estate  or 
insurance  agent  residing  on  the  premises,  provided  there  is  no 
display  of  advertising  except  for  a small  professional  name  plate. 

(c)  Customary  home  occupations,  such  as  dressmaking, 
or  millinery,  or  tea-rooms,  or  the  letting  of  rooms,  or  the  taking 
of  boarders,  or  sale  of  antiques  conducted  by  resident  occupants 
only;  provided  there  is  no  display  or  advertising  visible  from 
outside  except  for  an  announcement  card  or  sign  of  not  more 
than  two  square  feet  area.  But  no  dwelling  so  used  shall  be 
constructed  or  enlarged  for  the  purpose  unless  specially  per- 
mitted under  provisions  of  paragraph  (r). 

(d)  Schools,  public  libraries,  fire  stations,  art  museums, 
churches,  parish  houses,  and  Sunday  school  buildings,  the  build- 
ings of  membership  clubs  devoted  to  outdoor  sports  and  social 
and  recreational  buildings  and  premises,  except  those  a chief 
activity  of  which  is  one  customarily  carried  on  as  a gainful 
business ; telephone  buildings,  parks,  water  supply  reservations, 
soldiers’  or  sailors’  memorial  buildings. 

(e)  Real  estate  signs,  referring  only  to  the  premises  or 
tract  on  which  they  are  located,  and  having  an  area  not  exceed- 
ing six  square  feet. 

(f)  Nurseries,  truck  gardens,  farms,  and  greenhouses; 
provided  that  any  greenhouse  heating  plant,  and  any  building 
in  which  farm  or  pleasure  animals  are  kept  shall  be  distant  not 
less  than  twenty  feet  from  any  lot  line. 

(g)  Sanitariums  or  hospitals,  not  for  the  insane  or  feeble- 
minded, provided  that  no  building  be  within  thirty  feet  of  any 
lot  line. 

(h)  Public  or  charitable  institutional  buildings  not  of  a 
correctional  nature,  provided  that  no  building  thereon  be  within 
thirty  feet  of  any  lot  line. 

(i)  Accessory  uses  customary  with  or  incident  to  any 
permitted  use  and  located  on  the  same  lot  therewith,  including 
garages,  and  stables  under  conditions  specified  by  the  Board  of 
Appeal. 

(j)  The  term  accessory  use  shall  not  include  any  activity 
conducted  for  gain  or  any  walk  or  driveway  giving  access 
thereto,  or  any  billboard  advertising  sign  or  poster,  except  for 
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small  bulletin  boards ; provided,  however,  that  a builder,  car- 
penter, mason,  plumber,  painter,  roofer,  tinsmith,  upholsterer, 
or  machinist,  who  lives  and  maintains  a home  on  the  premises, 
may  use  an  accessory  building  in  connection  with  his  trade  under 
a yearly  permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeal  on  condition  that  no 
manufacturing  or  other  business  requiring  substantially  contin- 
uous employment  be  carried  on  therein,  and  that  the  other  con- 
ditions of  section  (r)  be  complied  with. 

(k)  No  accessory  building  shall  be  occupied  for  residence 
purposes,  except  that  an  upper  floor  of  a garage  or  stable  may 
be  occupied  by  an  employee  of  the  owner  or  tenant  of  the 
premises. 

(l)  Railroad  passenger  stations  or  rights  of  way  includ- 
ing customary  accessory  services  therein ; not  including  switch- 
ing, storage  or  freight  yards  or  sidings. 

(m)  Cemeteries,  including  any  crematory  therein. 

The  Board  of  Appeal  may  under  restrictions  which  will 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  and  tend  to  protect  and 
improve  the  neighborhood  issue  the  following  permits : 

(n)  Boat  or  canoe  livery,  subject  to  provisions  of  para- 
graph (r). 

(o)  For  yearly  terms  only,  a roadside  stand  for  the  sale 
of  the  produce  of  the  land  of  the  owner  and  .of  other  land  within 
the  Town,  provided  that  the  front  yard  regulations  and  all  other 
conditions  imposed  by  the  Board  of  Appeal  are  complied  with. 

(p)  Private  garages  for  more  than  three  cars,  and  stables 
having  horses  for  hire. 

(q)  The  removal  of  sod,  loam,  sand,  gravel,  or  quarried 
stone  for  sale  except  when  incidental  to  and  in  connection  with 
the  construction  of  a building  for  which  a permit  has  been  issued 
shall  be  permitted  only  if  permission  of  the  Board  of  Appeal  be 
obtained  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  provided  in  para- 
graph (r)  and  only  under  such  conditions  as  the  Board  may 
impose,  but  nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  prevent  the 
continued  use  of  any  land  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  used 
at  the  time  this  section  takes  effect  or  prevent  the  use  of  any 
land  for  farms,  gardens,  nurseries,  cemeteries,  parks,  play- 
grounds, and  such  purposes  as  are  incidental  to  or  usual  in  con- 
nection with  any  of  said  purposes. 

(r)  Permits  by  Board  of  Appeal  Required 

Where  special  permits  by  the  Board  of  Appeal  are 
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required  under  this  and  other  sections,  the  building  inspector 
or  other  person  designated  by  the  Selectmen  to  issue  permits 
as  hereinafter  provided  shall  issue  no  permit  until  so  directed 
in  writing  by  the  Board  of  Appeal.  Upon  application  for  such 
a permit  the  Board  shall  give  not  less  than  seven  (7)  days’  public 
notice  by  publication  in  a newspaper  and  by  mail  to  the  applicant 
and  to  the  owners  of  all  property  deemed  by  the  Board  as  affected 
by  such  a permit,  and  shall  hold  a hearing  and  render  a decision. 
The  applicant  shall  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  that 
the  use  of  the  premises  for  which  application  is  made  shall  not 
constitute  a nuisance  because  of  noise,  vibration,  smoke,  gas, 
fumes,  odor,  dust  or  other  objectionable  features,  and  that  such 
use  shall  not  otherwise  be  injurious  to  the  inhabitants  or  their 
property,  or  dangerous  to  the  public  health  or  safety.  When 
not  so  satisfied  the  Board  shall  refuse  a permit.  When,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board,  such  a permit  may  be  granted  if  accom- 
panied by  conditions  specially  designed  to  safeguard  the  district 
and  the  Town,  it  shall  impose  such  conditions  and  make  them  a 
part  of  the  decision,  and  they  shall  be  made  a part  of  the  permit 
issued  by  the  building  inspector. 

Business  Districts 

Buildings  or  premises  in  a business  district  may  be  used 
for  the  following  purposes  and  no  others. 

Section  VI. 

(a)  Any  use  permitted  in  a residence  district. 

(b)  Dwelling,  including  apartment  house  or  tenement 
house  and  hotel. 

(c)  Bank  or  office. 

(d)  Place  of  amusement  or  assembly. 

(e)  Public  building. 

(f)  Gasoline  filling  stations  and  oil  stations,  salesrooms 
for  motor  vehicles,  garage  repair  shops  and  stables.  Every 
gasoline  filling  station  shall  hereafter  be  located  so  that  no  filling 
shall  be  done  except  into  cars  standing  on  the  property  of  the 
filling  station. 

(g)  Any  other  retail  business  or  service  not  involving 
manufacture  on  the  premises,  except  of  products  the  major  por- 
tion of  which  is  to  be  sold  at  retail  by  the  manufacturer  to  the 
consumer  on  the  premises,  and  provided  further  that  not  more 
than  five  operatives  shall  be  employed  in  such  manufacture,  but 
this  section  shall  not  be  interpreted  to  include  an  airplane 
landing  field. 
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Light  Manufacturing  Districts 

Buildings  or  premises  in  a light  manufacturing  district  may 
be  used  for  the  following  purposes  and  no  others. 

Section  VII. 

(a)  Any  purpose  permitted  under  Sections  V and  VI 

(b)  Lumber,  fuel,  feed  and  ice  establishments,  conrrac- 
tors’  yards. 

(c)  Light  manufacturing,  employing  electricity  and/or 
other  unobjectionable  motive  power,  utilizing  hand  labor  anu/or 
unobjectionable  machinery  and/or  processes  and  free  from 
neighborhood  disturbing  odors  and/or  other  agencies. 

(d)  No  permit  shall  be  granted  under  (b)  and  (c)  of  this 
section  except  with  the  written  approval  of  the  Board  of  Ap- 
peals and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  V (r). 

Height  Regulations 

Section  VIII. 
a — Residence  districts 

(1)  The  limit  of  height  of  all  buildings  in  residence 
districts  shall  be  two  and  one  half  stories,  not  to  exceed  thirty- 
five  feet,  except  that  schools  and  on  lots  of  five  acres  and  over 
dwellings  may  be  three  stories  high. 

(2)  The  limitations  of  height  in  feet  shall  not  apply  to 
chimneys,  ventilators,  skylights,  tanks,  bulkheads,  pent-houses 
and  other  necessary  features  usually  carried  above  roofs,  nor 
to  towers  or  spires  of  churches  and  other  buildings,  if  such 
features  are  in  no  way  used  for  living  purposes. 

b — Business  and  Light  Manufacturing  districts 

(1)  The  limit  of  height  in  business  and  light  manufactur- 
ing districts  shall  be  three  stories,  not  to  exceed  forty  feet  and 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  a (2)  shall  apply. 

Area  and  Yard  Regulations 

Section  IX. 

(a)  No  building  or  structure  in  any  district  shall  extend 
within  thirty  feet  of  any  street  line,  except  that  ground  story 
porches  or  projections  may  extend  within  twenty  feet  of  any 
street  line  and  a two  story  porch,  unenclosed  at  least  half  of  the 
year,  may  project  six  feet  into  the  front  yard. 

(b)  And  further,  no  building  or  structure  in  any  district 
shall  extend  within  fifty  feet  of  centre  line  of  said  street, 
whether  accepted  or  not  except  as  herein  before  provided. 
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(c)  In  residence  districts  where  there  are  two  or  more 
then  existing  buildings  between  two  intersecting  streets  and 
within  two  hundred  feet  of  the  lot  in  question,  any  building  or 
structure  on  the  lot  may  extend  as  near  the  street  line  as  the 
average  alignment  of  such  then  existing  buildings  except  that 
when  such  existing  buildings  are  more  than  thirty  feet  from 
street  line,  a new  building  shall  extend  only  as  near  the  street 
line  as  the  average  setback  of  the  existing  buildings. 

(d)  On  a corner  lot  no  planting,  structure,  or  part  of  a 
building  shall  extend  within  twenty  feet  of  any  corner  street 
line  intersection  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  traffic  visibility 
around  the  corner. 

(e)  Any  building  lot  hereafter  laid  out  in  a residence  dis- 
trict shall  contain  a minimum  of  ten  thousand  square  feet,  and 
shall  have  a frontage  of  not  less  than  eighty  feet  on  any  street 
line. 

(f)  Dwellings  hereafter  erected  on  land  not  fronting  on 
a street  shall  have  not  less  than  the  minimum  lot  area  as  pro- 
vided. 

Back  Yards 

(g)  Behind  every  dwelling  there  shall  be  provided  a back 
yard  between  the  rear  line  of  the  house  and  the  rear  lot  line,  not 
less  than  thirty  feet  in  depth.  A back  yard  may  contain  acces- 
sory buildings  not  over  one  and  one-half  stories  high  and 

i covering  not  over  thirty  per  cent  of  its  area. 

Side  Yards 

(h)  At  each  side  of  every  dwelling  there  shall  be  a side 
yard  not  less  than  fifteen  feet  in  clear  width,  between  the  side  of 
the  house  and  the  side  lot  line,  except  in  specific  cases  when 
existing  lots  are  less  than  the  minimum  width  prescribed  in  this 
by-law.  Bn  such  cases  a side  yard  not  less  than  ten  feet  in  width 
may  be  permitted  by  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

Yards  for  N on-Rcsidential  Buildings 

(i)  Any  use,  not  residential  or  accessory,  shall  observe  all 
provisions  of  this  by-law  in  regard  to  depth  and  width  of  yards 
as  applied  to  dwellings. 

Percentage  of  Lot  Covered 

(j)  The  percentage  of  lot  which  may  be  covered  by  any 
building  shall  in  no  instance*  exceed  the  following : 

1.  In  residence  districts  20%. 

2.  In  business  districts  70%  of  a corner  lot  and  75% 
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of  an  interior  lot,  providing  that  no  rear  yard  of  a building 
hereafter  erected  shall  be  less  than  fifteen  feet  in  depth.  The 
open  space  required  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  located  in  such  a 
way  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  building  inspector  or  other  permit 
issuing  officer  as  hereafter  provided,  to  properly  light  and  ven- 
tilate the  building,  and  to  provide  access  in  case  of  fire. 

Board  of  Appeal 

Section  X. 

a — A Board  of  Appeal  of  three  members  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen  is  hereby  created  under  provisions  of  Chapter 
40  of  the  General  Laws  and  amendments  thereto  to  assume  the 
duties  and  powers  given  to  such  Board  hereinbefore  stated  and 
further  powers  as  follows  : 

1.  To  adapt  the  requirements  of  this  by-law  to  irregular, 
narrow,  or  shallow  lots  or  those  unusual  either  in  shape  or 
topography,  provided  that  the  spirit  and  intent  of  this  by-law 
with  regard  to  open  spaces  is  preserved. 

2.  To  permit  a substitution  for  or  an  extension  or  alter- 
ation to  an  existing  building  whether  conforming  or  non-con- 
forming in  accordance  with  provisions  on  use. 

3.  To  grant  temporary  and  conditional  permits  of  lim- 
ited duration  for  non-conforming  uses  and  buildings  incidental 
to  development  operations. 

4.  Permit  conversion  of  a one- family  house  existing 
at  the  time  this  by-law  is  adopted  into  a two-family  house. 

5.  Permit  enlarging  an  old  or  locating  a new  ice  house 
as  needs  may  require,  with  such  conditions  as  will  protect  the 
community. 

Enforcement 

Section  XI. 

Until  such  time  as  the  Town  may  adopt  by-laws  providing 
for  a building  inspector,  upon  the  adoption  of  which  the  duties 
of  issuing  permits  under  this  by-law  shall  automatically  devolve 
upon  him,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  designate  a suitable  per- 
son to  issue  permits  under  this  by-law,  and  to  administer  its 
provisions. 

He  shall  approve  no  application  of  any  kind,  plans  and 
specifications  and  intenden  use  for  which  are  not  in  all  respects 
in  conformity  with  this  by-law. 

Applications  for  permits  shall  be  accompanied  by  an 
adequate  description  of  lot,  present  buildings  thereon,  and  loca- 
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tion  of  proposed  building  on  the  lot,  together  with  plans  for 
proposed  buildings,  and  shall  in  all  cases  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  by-law.

Federal  funds  are  obtained  the  portion  of  said  appropriation 
equal  to  such  Federal  funds  shall  not  be  assessed  and  that  only 
the  amount  of  said  appropriation  over  and  above  the  amount  of 
said  Federal  funds  so  obtained  be  appropriated  and  assessed  and 
included  in  the  tax  levy.

Voted  that  the  Budget  as  prepared  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee be  restored  to  same  amounts  as  originally  written  with 
the  exception  of  the  amount  as  amended  for  snow  removal  to 
$5,500.

No  action  taken  under  Article  1. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  a committee  of  three  or  more  citizens  to 
co-operate  with  the  Mass.  Forest  and  Park  Association  in  the 
detection  and  eradication  of  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  appoint  a committee  of  three  to  co-operate  with  the 
Massachusetts  Forest  and  Park  Association  in  the  detection  and 
eradication  of  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appoint  a committee 
of  three  to  study  the  needs  of  installing  a vault  in  the  Town 
Hall,  and  to  study  the  need  of  employing  a clerk  to  assemble 
town  records,  et  als.

To  see- if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  High- 
way Surveyor,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  sell,  trade, 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  Four  Wheel  Drive  three-ton  truck, 
or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Highway  Surveyor,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell,  trade,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  the  Four  Wheel  Drive  three-ton  truck. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  High- 
way Surveyor,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  sell,  trade, 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  gravel  loading  machine,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Highway  Surveyor,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell,  trade,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  the  gravel  loading  machine. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  High- 
way Surveyor,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  sell,  trade, 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  Fordson  Tractor,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Highway  Surveyor,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell,  trade,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  the  Fordson  Tractor. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
truck  or  trucks  for  the  Highway  Department  and  to  appro- 
priate, grant,  borrow  or  otherwise  provide  a sum  of  money  to 
pay  for  the  same,  or  do  or  act.

Question  No.  1 

Law  Submitted  Upon  Referendum  After  Passage 

Shall  a law  described  as  follows : — 

This  law  amends  General  Laws,  chapter  131,  as  previously 
amended,  by  repealing  section  105 A thereof  and  adding  thereto 
three  new  sections,  105B,  105C,  and  114A. 

Section  105B  provides  that  whoever  uses  any  trap  or  other 
device  for  capture  of  fur  bearing  animals,  which  is  not  designed 
to  kill  such  animal  at  once  or  to  take  it  unhurt  and  which  is 
likely  to  cause  continued  suffering  to  an  animal  caught  therein, 
shall  be  fined  fifty  dollars,  but  traps  or  other  devices  for  pro- 
tection of  property,  set  not  more  than  fifty  yards  from  any 
building,  cultivated  plot,  or  enclosures  used  for  rearing  poultry

or  game  birds,  to  the  use  of  which  the  presence  of  vermin  may 
be  detrimental,  are  excluded  from  the  application  of  this  section. 

Section  105C  provides  for  the  submission  to  the  voters  at  a 
municipal  election  in  any  city  or  town  upon  petition,  of  the 
question  of  whether  the  operation  of  section  105B  shall  he  sus- 
pended or  if  it  has  been  already  suspended,  of  the  question 
whether  it  shall  again  be  operative  in  such  city  or  town. 

Section  114A  provides  that  the  Commissioner  of  Conserva- 
tion may  suspend  the  operation  of  section  105B  for  a period  not 
exceeding  thirty  days  within  any  specified  territory  under  the 
control  of  his  department. 

The  law  also  provides  for  the  submission,  by  the  selectmen 
to  the  voters  at  a special  town  meeting  in  the  current  year,  upon 
petition,  of  the  question  as  to  whether  the  provisions  of  section 
105B  shall  be  suspended  in  any  town ; and  which  was  approved 
by  both  branches  of  the  General  Court  by  vote  not  recorded,  he 
approved  ?

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


Appointments 

All  regular  appointments  have  been  made  as  required  by 
law.  They  appear  in  the  list  of  Town  Officers  and  Committees. 

Mr.  James  C.  McKay  was  appointed  by  our  Board  and  the 
the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Ronald  S.  Campbell  on  the  Board  of  Public 
Welfare. 

Mr.  John  B.  Wight  was  appointed,  by  our  Board  and  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  as  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  Camile  Perodeau.  The  appointments  were  for  a period 
up  to  and  including  the  next  annual  Town  Meeting,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  General  Laws. 

Concord  Road  Construction 

In  accordance  with  a vote  of  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting, 
we,  acting  as  contractors,  have  completed  the  reconstruction  of 
another  section  of  Concord  Road,  eliminating  many  of  the 
dangerous  curves  and  grades.  All  trucking  and  labor  were  per- 
formed by  citizens  of  the  Town  which,  our  experience  shows, 
would  not  be  the  case  if  the  contract  was  awarded  to  an  inde- 
pendent contractor.  The  project  was  completed,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways,  well  within  the  money 
provided  by  the  State,  the  County  and  the  Town. 

We  recommend  that  another  section  of  Concord  Road  be 
reconstructed  during  the  year  1935,  and  suggest  that  the  suc- 
ceeding Board  of  Selectmen  act  as  contractor  to  insure  employ- 
ment to  citizens  of  our  Town. 

General 

The  Committee,  composed  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Surveyor  of  Highways,  after  receiving  bids,  purchased  from 
the  Way  land  Motors,  a new  V8  Ford  delivery  truck  complete, 
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y \ ton  capacity,  and  one  new  Ford  closed  cab  Hydraulic  dump 
truck  for  the  sum  of  $1,210.00. 

The  Committee  composed  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  purchased  from  the  Maxim  Com- 
pany of  Middleboro  a pump  for  the  Fire  Department.  The 
chassis  was  purchased  from  the  Blue  Ribbon  Garage.  This 
apparatus  is  now  in  service  in  Wayland  Centre. 

We  were  able  to  secure  money  in  the  financial  markets  at  a 
lower  rate  of  interest  than  from  the  Financial  Government,  to 
start  construction  of  the  Wayland  High  School.  We  therefore 
petitioned  the  Federal  Administration  of  Public  Works  to 
change  the  application  re : “Wayland  High  School”  from  a 
“Loan  and  Grant”  project  to  a “Grant”  project  only.  Our  action 
was  unanimously  approved  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held 
on  September  5,  1934. 

We  have  made  minor  repairs  to  the  Town  Hall,  including 
the  rebuilding  of  the  Fire  Escape.  The  records  of  the  Town 
since  its  incorporation  are  being  classified  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Emergency  Relief  Administration. 

We  have  demanded  that  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad  Com- 
pany remove  the  surplus  piling  from  under  the  railroad  bridge 
which  spans  the  Sudbury  River.  We  have  their  agreement  to 
do  so  as  soon  as  the  winter  is  over. 

A petition  has  been  delivered  to  the  General  Court  of  Mass- 
achusetts relative  to  the  control  of  Dudley  Pond.  An  article 
will  appear  in  the  Town  Warrant  for  the  information  of  the 
citizens. 

When  the  Emergency  Relief  Administration  replaced  the 
Civil  Works  Administration,  projects  to  assist  the  unemployed 
were  immediately  presented  to  the  State  Administrator  for  ap- 
proval. The  regrading  of  the  Town  Hall  grounds,  the  improve- 
ments in  the  Cemeteries,  the  Baldwin  Beach  improvement,  the 
replacement  of  Water  Main  along  Connecticut  Path,  the  Survey 
of  Roads  adjoining  Dudley  Pond  and  the  installation  of  the 
drainage  system  in  Cochituate  Village,  are  examples  of  projects 
which,  with  others  not  completed,  will  be  of  lasting  benefit  to  the 
Town.  Approximately,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
for  labor  payrolls  has  been  distributed  to  the  unemployed. 
Although  the  Federal  Government  has  inferred  that  there  may 
be  some  adjustment  in  the  distribution  of  Federal  Funds  for 
relief  for  the  unemployed,  we  recommend  the  acceptance  by  the 
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voters  of  Articles  in  the  Town  Warrant,  appropriating  money 
for  materials  for  future  E.  R.  A.  projects. 

The  Town  has  received  in  Estimated  Receipts  a total  in 
excess  of  $45,000.00,  which  is  a relief  to  the  home  owner  and 
tax  payer  in  general.  We  were  obliged  to  pay  as  much  as  six 
per  cent  for  funds  to  operate  town  departments  a year  ago,  but 
are  glad  to  advise  the  citizens  of  Wayland  that  the  last  money 
borrowed  was  at  a rate  below  one  and  one-half  per  cent. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  the  Town  officers  and  citizens 
for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAND  PLANNING  BOARD 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1934 


The  most  important  step  the  Town  has  taken  this  year  in 
connection  with  planning,  is  the  adoption  of  a zoning  law. 

In  this  achievement  the  Planning  Board  assisted  by  hold- 
ing hearings  and  endorsing  with  slight  revisions  the  work  of  the 
Zoning  Committee  preparatory  to  the  final  acceptance  by  the 
Town. 

The  law  was  approved  at  once  by  the  Attorney  General, 
and  had  hardly  become  effective  when  it  was  used  by  the  Select- 
men to  put  a stop  to  the  wholesale  removal  of  loam,  which  had 
just  begun,  from  a farm  on  a main  road  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  Town. 

A second  important  matter  was  committed  to  the  Board  by 
the  Town  Meeting  in  the  problem  of  replanning  the  existing 
street  layout  in  the  vicinity  of  Dudley  Pond  to  correct  the 
improper  arrangements  resulting  from  speculative  real  estate 
developments.  Much  progress  has  been  made  considering  the 
very  limited  funds  available. 

We  have  received  great  assistance  from  the  Dudley  Pond 
Improvement  Association,  and  other  citizens  of  this  district,  and 
also  have  had  the  benefit  of  engineering  services  of  the  Emer- 
gency Planning  & Research  Bureau,  Inc.  The  vicinity  of  Dud- 
ley Pond  and  Lake  Cochituate  is  naturally  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  and  desirable  residential  sections  of  the  Town.  Its 
improvement  is  one  of  the  most  important  matters  that  has  come 
to  our  attention. 

The  Board  will  present  to  the  Town  Meeting  a special 
report  of  progress  on  this  subject. 

This  study  of  Dudley  Pond  emphasized  the  unsatisfactory 
conditions  at  the  bathing  place  near  West  Plain  Street.  The 
Board  concurs  with  citizens  of  that  district  in  their  belief  that 
a sufficient  amount  of  land  should  be  taken  by  the  Town  and 
suitable  facilities  provided  to  transform  the  present  unwhole- 
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some  condition  into  a real  asset  to  the  neighborhood  and  make 
the  beach  a benefit  to  the  whole  Town. 

At  the  request  of  the  High  School  Construction  Committee, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  P.  W.  A.,  the 
Planning  Board  made  a report  on  the  preliminary  plans  of  the 
proposed  new  building. 

No  action  has  been  taken  on  the  reconstruction  of  the 
Boston  Post  Road  by  the  State  Highway  Department  this  year. 
Your  Board  is  keeping  as  far  as  possible  in  touch  with  this 
important  matter.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  ENGINEERS 


The  Wayland  and  Cochituate  departments  answered  ninety- 
two  alarms  during  the  year.  Twenty-seven  of  these  were  for 
buildings  and  included  chimney  fires  and  those  caused  by  oil 
burners.  Other  alarms  were  for  woods,  brush  and  grass  fires, 
and  other  causes. 

In  the  spring  a serious  woods  fire  swept  over  the  woodland 
between  Claypit  Hill  Road  and  Draper  Road  and  was  finally 
stopped  in  Weston  after  burning  over  five  hundred  acres  of 
heavy  woodland.  This  fire  required  outside  assistance,  and  with 
help  from  the  Weston  Department  and  two  State  forest  fire 
trucks  was  finally  stopped  after  it  had  spread  into  Weston. 

The  committee  appointed  to  purchase  a new  piece  of 
apparatus  selected  a three  hundred  fifty  gallon  pumper  built  by 
the  Maxim  Company  and  placed  it  in  the  Wayland  station. 

We  are  asking  for  an  appropriation  to  replace  the  old  Reo 
in  the  Cochituate  station.  This  piece  of  apparatus  is  of  little  use 
to  the  department  as  much  necessary  equipment  cannot  be  car- 
ried on  it  when  needed.  Another  appropriation  is  requested  in 
order  to  buy  hose  to  properly  protect  buildings  which  are  not 
near  hydrants. 

In  the  near  future  provisions  will  have  to  be  made  to 
properly  house  apparatus  and  equipment,  the  condition  of  the 
Cochituate  station  being  very  unsatisfactory.  The  alarm  system 
is  not  reliable  and  should  be  carefully  looked  into  as  the  Way- 
land  village  must  rely  entirely  upon  the  telephone  to  give  an 
alarm  when  a call  is  given. 

Additions  to,  and  the  improvement  of  apparatus  and  equip- 
ment will  result  in  increased  efficiency.

care  of,  but  nothing  can  be  done  unless  the  case  has  been 
reported  by  the  physician  in  charge  or  by  the  head  of  the  house. 

The  Board  wishes  that  every  one  would  realize  the  neces- 
sity of  knowing  the  General  Laws  governing  contagious  cases. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  recommends  that  all  children 
entering  school  be  given  the  Antitoxin  Test  for  the  prevention 
of  diphtheria. 

The  Board  feels  that  if  a Dental  Clinic  was  held  in  the 
schools  each  year  that  the  children  of  the  community  would 
benefit  by  it. 

The  Board  recommends  that  all  dogs  in  the  town  be  inocu- 
lated to  prevent  rabies.  This  would  cost  the  town  about  $300.

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REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wayland : 

Materials 

Tar  has  been  used  this  year  on  all  the  gravel  bituminous 
surface  roads  of  the  town  with  few  exceptions.  The  cost  of  tar 
has  been  considerably  increased  because  of  the  N.  R.  A.  code 
therefore  decreasing  the  number  of  gallons  purchased  over 
previous  years. 

More  sand  has  been  purchased  this  year  owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  supply  has  run  out  at  the  town  pumping  station.  All 
sand  used  the  coming  year  will  have  to  be  purchased. 

Fencing 

Over  two  thousand  feet  of  cable  guard  rail  was  constructed 
on  Concord  Road  and  Sudbury  Road.  Two  hundred  thirty- 
eight  feet  of  wooden  fence,  destroyed  by  motor  vehicles,  was 
replaced. 

Sidewalks 

There  is  great  need  for  the  construction  of  a sidewalk  on 
West  Plain  Street  from  Lake  Road  to  Mansion  Inn  Corner. 
There  are  without  doubt  more  children  that  travel  this  road  than 
any  other  street  in  town  and  it  has  been  very  fortunate  that 
there  have  been  no  fatalities. 

Culverts 

All  culverts  constructed  this  year  have  been  done  under  the 
E.  R.  A.,  namely  : Rice  Road,  Shawmut  Ave.,  Harrison  St., 

Damon  St.,  Stanton  St.,  Hazelbrook  Road ; the  town  paying 
cost  of  material  and  Federal  Government  the  labor. 

Gravel  Roads 

Under  E.  R.  A.  and  C.  W.  A.  a narrow  section  of  Rice 
Road  was  graveled.  A short  section  of  Hazelbrook  Road  by  the 
culvert  was  widened  and  culvert  extended. 

Water  Street  was  raised  some  two  and  a half  feet  above 
high  water. 

Two  sections  on  the  Island  Road  were  raised  some  three 
feet  above  high  water. 

Two  hundred  and  eight  men  have  received  work  from  this 
department.

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CIVIL  WORKS  ADMINISTRATION  AND 
EMERGENCY  RELIEF  ADMINISTRATION 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Way  land : 

The  Civil  Works  Program,  which  was  put  into  effect 
November  20,  1933,  was  continued  until  March  31,  1934,  when 
it  was  suspended  and  Work  Divisions  were  organized  by  the 
Emergency  Relief  Administration,  and  carried  on  under  the 
following  rules  and  regulations  laid  down  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment. 

Organization 

Persons  employed  on  Civil  Works  on  the  date  of  suspen- 
sion were  transferred  to  the  Work  Division  of  the  Emergency 
Relief  Administration. 

Employment  Basis 

All  persons  to  be  employed  to  be  selected  on  the  basis  of 
need.  Needy  women  to  receive  equal  consideration  with  needy 
men. 

Projects 

All  projects  to  be  approved  by  the  State  Emergency  Relief 
Administration,  and  to  be  of  a public  character  of  economic  and 
social  benefit  to  the  general  public.  These  projects  to  be  apart 
from  normal  governmental  enterprises  and  carried  on  by  force 
account  (day  labor)  not  contract. 

Materials 

No  Federal  grants  for  material  purchases. 

Hours  and  Earnings 

The  hours  of  employment  not  to  be  less  than  24  per  week 
nor  more  than  104  per  month. 

Wages  will  be  at  a prevailing  rate  for  the  occupation  and 
the  location  in  which  the  work  is  done.  In  no  case  will  the  pay 
be  less  than  30  cents  per  hour. 

Accident  Compensation 

This  matter  rests  wholly  with  the  local  authorities. 
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Safety 

Adequate  provision  shall  be  made  for  the  safety  of  the 
employees  on  all  projects. 

Standards 

It  is  expected  that  the  employees  will  give  their  best  in 
return  for  the  work  that  the  government  is  providing  for  them. 

These  requirements  have  been  adhered  to  as  near  as  pos- 
sible and  the  work  carried  on  in  a manner  which  has  met  the 
approval  of  the  field  supervisor. 

It  was  not  until  October  1st  that  the  town  had  the  good 
fortune  of  securing  a Sewing  Project,  but  through  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Mr.  J.  Fred 
Wheeler,  and  the  Field  Supervisor  for  the  women,  Miss  Alice 
Hogan,  we  were  able  to  secure  the  approval  of  such  a project, 
and  this  has  been  a great  credit  to  the  town.  The  Red  Cross 
has  also  shown  their  spirit  of  cooperation  by  donating  ten  dollars 
for  incidentals  for  this  project,  for  which  we  are  very  thankful. 

The  expenditures  in  connection  with  C.  W.  A.  and  E.  R.  A. 
work  will  be  found  under  the  Town  Accountant’s  report.  Fol- 
lowing is  a schedule  of  the  projects  and  amounts  of  money 
received  from  the  Federal  Government  for  labor  expenditures.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WORK  OF  THE  MIDDLESEX 
COUNTY  EXTENSION  SERVICE  IN  WAYLAND 
DURING  1934 


The  following  is  a report  of  the  work  done  in  this  town 
by  the  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service  during  the  year 
1934. 

Most  of  the  work  in  agriculture  this  past  year  took  the 
form  of  farm  visits  made  to  individual  farmers  upon  request. 
These  were  made  not  only  to  farmers  within  the  town  but  also 
to  citizens  and  to  homemakers  interested  in  gardening. 

Ronald  Campbell  and  Joseph  Decatur  grew  the  largest 
recorded  yields  of  potatoes  in  Middlesex  County  in  1934.  Mr. 
Campbell’s  yield  was  460  bushels  per  acre  and  Mr.  Decatur’s 
350  bushels  per  acre.  The  date  on  production  practices  collected 
by  the  Extension  Service  is  used  with  other  records  to  draw 
recommendations  for  economical  production. 

The  homemakers  of  Wayland  are  certainly  “Extension- 
Minded”.  In  Wayland  Center  there  is  a large  and  active  group, 
the  president  of  which  is  Mrs.  Flora  Cody.  The  attendance  of 
this  group  is  between  25  and  30  at  the  meetings.  They  have 
studied  in  the  past  year,  nutrition,  home  management,  and 
gardening.  In  the  nutrition  classes  the  women  have  learned 
how  to  serve  low-cost,  appetizing  meals.  They  have  learned 
how  to  pack  a good  school  lunch  as  well. 

Under  home  management  they  have  learned  how  to 
assemble  a repair  kit,  and  make  repairs  on  home  appliances. 
They  also  received  help  on  making  household  cleaning  easier. 

The  present  project  includes  three  meetings  on  the  Outdoor 
Living  Room,  and  four  meetings  on  clothing  in  the  Spring. 

The  county  home  demonstration  agent  talked  to  the  newly- 
organized  P.  T.  A.  on  “Good  Nutrition  for  Children”.  Mrs. 
T.  P.  Costelloe  is  president  of  this  organization.  The  Parent- 
Teacher  group  in  Cochituate,  which  is  also  a live  organization, 
has  called  upon  the  Extension  Service  several  times  for  talks 
on  Child  Guidance  and  Nutrition. 


4-H  clubs  during  1934  in  Wayland  were  for  clothing, 
canning  and  garden ; and  in  Cochituate,  clothing,  food  craft, 
handicraft,  and  garden.  There  were  also  a few  poultry,  rabbit 
and  dairy  club  members. 

Three  girls  from  the  Wayland  clothing  club  took  part  in 
the  southern  Middlesex  dress  revue,  Florence  Reid  winning  a 
place  in  the  blue  ribbon  class  in  the  division  for  girls  twelve 
years  and  under,  wearing  cotton  school  dresses  made  by  them- 
selves. 

The  canning  club  was  a winner  for  club  collection  of 
canned  goods  in  the  junior  department  at  Acton  Fair.  The)' 
had  a local  store-window  exhibit. 

Cochituate  club  members  exhibited  articles  in  the  spring  at 
a meeting  of  the  Parent-Teacher  Association,  and  in  the  fall 
at  the  Grange  Fair  and  the  American  Auxiliary  Fair. 

Sectional  or  county  events  at  which  Wayland  was  repre- 
sented included:  County  4-H  camp  (Camp  Middlesex, 

Amherst)  ; Service  and  Alumni  club  meetings ; training  meetings 
of  clothing,  food,  canning,  and  handicraft  leaders;  farm  account 
meeting ; eastern  Massachusetts  dairy  day ; and  rally  in  South 
Natick.  Here  the  prize  for  best  group  identification  was  won 
by  the  Cochituate  Handy-Boys,  who  all  wore  overalls  of  white, 
with  the  green  4-H  clover  insignia  and  green  and  white  skull 
caps — the  entire  outfit  made  from  grain  bags. 

Leaders  in  the  4-H  club  work  are : Frank  Benedict,  Doro- 
thy Decatur,  Mrs.  George  Lewis,  Mrs.  Charles  Harrington, 
Mrs.  Quo  Heggen,  Mrs.  Walter  Burke,  Mrs.  Walter  Smith, 
Mrs.  Moran,  Muriel  Moran,  Stanley  Hewitt,  Elmer  Bigwood. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  work  of  the  Middlesex 
County  Extension  Service  is  free  to  all  citizens  of  the  county 
who  desire  to  participate  in  its  work.  It  is  organized  primarily 
to  serve  farmers,  homemakers  and  boys  and  girls  residing  in 
rural  sections,  but  homemakers,  back  yard  gardeners  and  boys 
and  girls  in  villages  may  also  avail  themselves  of  this  service.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Way  land : 

Your  School  Committee,  following  the  established  custom 
of  many  years,  herein  presents  its  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1934. 

The  Committee  organized  with  Mr.  Mills  being  elected 
Chairman,  Mr.  Maguire  being  elected  Secretary.  Regular  meet- 
ings were  held  on  the  first  and  third  Wednesdays  of  each  month. 
The  attendance  of  the  Committee  at  these  meetings  has  usually 
been  100%,  thus  each  member  took  active  part  in  the  operation 
of  the  School  Department. 

The  action  of  the  Town  Meeting  in  the  reduction  of  the 
appropriation  called  for  prompt  and  drastic  action.  Operating 
on  a curtailed  budget  and  reduced  salaries  in  the  previous  year, 
and  in  the  year  1934  being  further  reduced,  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  report  the  sum  of  $118.81  in  unpaid  bills.  The  limited 
appropriation  on  the  one  hand,  and  increases  in  fuel,  enroll- 
ment, transportation  and  other  law  mandatory  expenses  seemed 
insurmountable.  However,  salary  expenses  could  be,  and  were, 
still  further  reduced.  Other  reductions  being  made  in  the 
expenditures  for  text  books,  school  supplies,  janitor  supplies, 
and  in  the  general  repair  and  maintenance  of  buildings  and 
equipment,  together  with  the  borrowing  of  some  equipment.  In 
the  interest  of  economy  and  by  necessity  the  expenditures  for 
building  and  general  repair  have  been  reduced  to  practically 
nothing.  It  is,  however,  a generally  known  fact  that  buildings 
and  equipment  must  be  maintained,  thus  a continuation  of  this 
policy  will  eventually  prove  outrageously  expensive.  Estimates 
and  materials  have  been  furnished  the  E.  R.  A.  administration, 
that  some  work  might  be  done.  These  proposals  to  the  present 
time  have  met  with  absolutely  no  cooperation. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  a very  difficult  one  for  all  of 
our  school  employees.  They  have  had  more  work  with  less  pay, 
and  under  working  conditions  not  so  pleasant  as  formerly.  We 
feel,  however,  that  all  these  men  and  women  have  given  of  their 
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very  best  and  have  carried  on  successfully.  They  surely  merit 
our  favorable  endorsement  to  the  townspeople. 

The  reports  of  Superintendent  Frank  H.  Benedict  and  the 
Principals  are  given  as  a part  of  this  report.  We  urge  careful 
reading  by  our  citizens  of  all  reports  printed  as  they  contain 
excellent  statements  of  what  we  are  doing  in  the  schools. 

We  are  as  a Committee  anxious  at  all  times  to  improve  the 
schools  and  to  that  end  welcome  constructive  criticism.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Way  land  School  Committee : 

The  thirty-eighth  annual  report  of  the  Union  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  is  presented.  It  is  my  twenty-fifth.  Your 
attention  is  directed  to  the  statistics,  financial  statement,  and  the 
reports  of  the  High  School  Principal,  School  Nurse,  School 
Physician,  and  Supervisor  of  Attendance. 

In  all  small  towns,  or  in  towns  with  a widely  distributed 
population  and  consolidated  schools,  the  transporting  of  children 
to  and  from  school  is  a very  large  item  in  the  yearly  cost  of 
education.  The  constant  request  for  extension  of  mileage 
covered  and  an  increase  in  school  population  call  for  increases 
in  conveyance  expenditures.  School  Departments  are  often 
placed  in  an  embarrassing  position  trying  to  meet  the  varied 
transportation  needs  of  children  and  the  desires  of  parents  while 
endeavoring  necessarily  to  keep  transportation  expenses  as  low 
as  can  be  done  with  consistency,  guarding,  in  the  meantime,  as  a 
first  care,  the  safety  of  the  children  on  roads  travelled  by  many 
automobiles,  operating  often  times  at  high  speed. 

Bus  owners  are  required  by  law  and  by  regulations  of  the 
Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  under  the  law  to  meet  many  require- 
ments designed  for  greater  safety  to  the  children  not  heretofore 
imposed.  Bus  owners  must  carry  an  insurance  of  $50,000  yearly. 
Busses  must  be  inspected  and  approved  by  State  Inspectors  bi- 
monthly during  the  10  months  of  the  school  year.  School  Com- 
mittees may  not  contract  with  a person  to  convey  children  unless 
the  bus  employed  for  the  service  meets  all  legal  requirements. 

A comparison  of  transportation  costs  in  Wayland  with 
several  other  towns  near  our  population  and  similarly  situated 
geographically  indicates  that  our  cost  per  pupil  is  normal.  There 
is  a probability  that  Wayland  is  transporting  children  more  gen- 
erously than  is  done  in  some  towns.  The  limits  within  which 
children  must  walk  to  school  and  those  outside  the  walking 
distance  should  be  determined  from  a careful  study  of  roads, 
sidewalks,  traffic,  and  hazards  to  children  rather  than  by  mileage 
standards. 
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A quotation  from  the  Statutes  relative  to  transportation  is 
given  herewith  in  the  hope  that  it  may  be  read  by  all  in  town 
and  a comparison  made  between  Wayland  transportation  service 
and  that  required  by  law. 

Acts  of  1934 — Chapter  97 
“Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

“Section  1.  Chapter  seventy-one  of  the  General  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  sixty-eight,  as  appearing 
in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following : Section  68.  Every  town  shall  provide 

and  maintain  a sufficient  number  of  schoolhouses,  properly  fur- 
nished and  conveniently  situated  for  the  accommodation  of  all 
children  therein  entitled  to  attend  the  public  schools.  If  the 
distance  between  a child’s  residence  and  the  school  he  is  entitled 
to  attend  exceeds  two  miles,  and  the  nearest  school  bus  stop  is 
more  than  one  mile  from  such  residence,  and  the  school  com- 
mittee declines  to  furnish  transportation,  the  department,  upon 
appeal  of  the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  child,  may  require  the 
town  to  furnish  the  same  for  a part  or  for  all  of  the  distance 
between  such  residence  and  the  school.”  . . . “No  school  com- 
mittee shall  be  compelled  to  furnish  transportation  on  a private 
way.”  . . . 

This  year  we  celebrate  the  Three  Hundredth  Anniversary 
of  the  founding  of  the  first  public  high  school  in  the  United 
States,  established  in  our  own  beloved  Commonwealth.  We  are 
planning  to  make  use  of  this  anniversary  as  the  central  theme 
for  our  High  School  Graduation  Exercises. 

As  a parent  I am  grateful  for  the  high  school : grateful 

for  the  pleasant  atmosphere  in  which  youth  may  pass  four  years 
of  the  growing  period;  grateful  for  the  life  long  influence  that 
books  and  teachers  will  have  upon  my  children ; grateful  for 
the  education  that  comes  from  association  with  other  students, 
contending  with  them,  dreaming  with  them,  learning  to  live  with 
them  in  the  social  atmosphere  of  a small  but  real  republic.  I am 
grateful  to  our  forebears  for  the  gift  of  the  high  school  because 
the  life  therein  gives  an  opportunity  to  start  in  the  mastery  of 
self,  the  mastery  of  Science,  Language,  Mathematics,  and  our 
great  social  and  economic  fabric.  The  high  school  is  one  of  the 
stepping  stones  that  helps  a boy  to  find  himself  and  then  to  make 
sure  of  himself.  Therefore  it  is  more  as  a parent  than  as  a 
School  Superintendent  that  I find  great  pleasure  in  recording  in 
these  annals  my  gratitude  to  our  forefathers  for  the  gift  of  the 
high  school  through  these  three  hundred  years. 


The  State  Department  of  Education  with  many  workers  in 
the  field  is  making  a very  careful  study  of  courses  of  study  in 
the  smaller  high  schools  of  the  State  in  the  hope  that  a reorgan- 
ization of  high  school  offerings  to  students  may  be  so  modified 
and  enriched  and  modernized,  that  the  four  years  of  high  school 
life  due  in  these  times,  as  a matter  of  occupation  if  nothing  more 
to  all  our  youth  may  be  more  satisfactory  to  a larger  number  of 
students  than  at  present.  Colleges  are  demanding  less  Latin  for 
entrance  than  heretofore,  some  none.  A commercial  course  of 
vocational  magnitude  is  not  considered  well  for  small  high 
schools  but  one  that  is  preparatory  and  explorative  instead.  So 
the  study  and  criticism  progresses.  We  are  keeping  in  close 
touch  with  this  Statewide  intensive  investigation. 

We  may  view  with  satisfaction  certain  conditions  and  hap- 
penings in  connection  with  our  schools.  Enumerated  in  the  main 
they  are  : The  prospect  of  better  housing  conditions  in  the  near 
future  for  the  High  School  and  Center  Elementary  School ; we 
have  been  able  to  carry  on  without  the  two  platoon  system,  thus 
saving  an  expense  of  approximately  $4,000  for  the  school  year ; 
we  have  had  a very  successful  high  school  football  team ; the 
victorious  football  squad  has  been  honored  by  a banquet  for 
which  all  are  most  grateful  to  the  Girls’  Cheering  Squad  and 
Mothers,  the  Sandy  Burr  Golf  Club,  and  all  who  assisted  in 
making  the  occasion  one  to  be  long  remembered ; the  schools 
have  not  been  interrupted  by  illness ; a large  percentage  of  the 
children  have  been  immunized  against  diphtheria  and  the  work 
goes  on  year  by  year  under  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health ; 
neighboring  towns  have  begun  to  immunize  against  scarlet  fever 
thus  helping  us  and  paving  the  way  for  this  next  step  in  the 
control  of  diseases  from  which  children  suffer  most  commonly 
in  childhood. 

Through  Government  Aid  and  direction  for  a second  year, 
a Teacher-Nursery  School  is  being  maintained  at  the  residence 
of  Miss  Emma  M.  Jones.  Sixteen  children  are  enrolled.  This 
number  is  the  limit  permitted  unless  another  teacher  be  employed. 
Our  allotment  of  government  funds  is  not  sufficient  for  an  ex- 
tension of  this  service  to  the  children  and  aid  to  another  unem- 
ployed teacher.

floor  of  the  building.  It  has  been  fortunate  that  the  enrollment 
of  the  high  school  remained  as  low  as  last  year’s  figure  for  at 
that,  the  crowding  has  been  very  great.

By  order  of  the  Board  of  Health  a Toxin-antitoxin  Clinic 
was  held  during  May  and  June.  The  Schick  Test  was  given 
December  10.  Only  one  who  had  had  the  three  regular  toxin- 
antitoxin  immunization  treatments  remained  positive. 

The  general  appearance  of  the  school  children  as  to  dress, 
cleanliness  and  nutrition  for  which  their  home  life  is  responsible 
is  the  best  this  year  of  any  since  I have  been  doing  this  work. 

The  discontinuance  of  the  dental  clinic  is  a sad  blow  to  the 
care  of  the  teeth.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Sir : 

I hereby  submit  my  fourteenth  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1934. 

As  during  the  preceding  years,  I visited  both  buildings  daily 
unless  outside  work  prevented  my  doing  so.  Classroom  inspec- 
tions were  made  at  regular  intervals.  Sight  and  hearing  tests 
were  given.  Children  were  weighed  and  measured  every  three 
months.  The  school  physician  was  assisted  in  making  the  annual 
physical  examination  of  pupils,  and  notices  of  defects  signed  by 
Dr.  Sparks  were  sent  to  the  parents. 

In  May  the  school  physician  was  assisted  in  giving  the 
Toxin  Anti-Toxin  treatment  to  pupils  and  to  a small  group  of 
pre-school  children.  These  same  children  were  given  the  Schick 
test  in  December. 

The  majority  of  the  children,  who  entered  school  in 
September,  were  examined  in  June  at  our  pre-school  conference, 
which  was  conducted  during  the  year  by  a physician,  nursing 
consultant,  dietitian  and  dental  hygienist  from  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health. 

The  doctor  and  psychologists  from  the  Worcester  State 
Hospital  were  assisted  in  examining  the  three-year  retarded 
group. 

During  the  summer  months  a group  of  children  needing 
tonsil  and  adenoid  operations  were  cared  for  at  the  Framingham 
Hospital  Clinic.  This  Clinic  was  sponsored  by  the  District 
Nursing  Association. 

Several  cases  of  infection  among  the  children  during  the 


year  were  referred  to  Dr.  Sparks.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 


The  annual  report  of  the  Librarian  to  the  Trustees,  here- 
with presented,  shows  the  continued  large  use  of  their  library 
made  by  the  people  of  the  town.  It  is  natural  that  the  chief 
service  should  be  in  supplying  fiction,  but  the  steady  demand 
for  books  of  non-fiction  character  is  always  gratifying. 

The  policy  of  the  Trustees  is  to  practice  the  strictest 
economy  which  allows  a proper  service  to  the  public,  and  which 
maintains  the  property  under  their  care  in  suitable  condition. 
This  past  year  no  repairs  have  been  needed  on  the  building  of 
the  Main  Library,  but  this  is  an  economy  which  should  not 
continue  for  the  proper  upkeep  of  such  a structure.  Either 
the  appropriation  must  allow  for  repairs,  or  other  services 
rendered  by  the  library  must  be  reduced. 

The  Branch  Library  at  Cochituate  is  out-growing  its 
quarters — shelving  must  soon  be  installed  which  will  require 
space  which  is  needed  for  other  purposes ; the  location  in  a 
store  building  means  a fire  risk  which  is  not  good ; the  Branch 
Library  has  no  reading  room  which  is  attractive  to  adults ; the 
constant  payment  of  rent  is  a drain  on  funds  which  should  be 
used  for  buying  books.  The  Trustees  recognize  the  need  of 
a proper  small  building  to  house  the  branch,  but  they  know 
that  the  present  is  not  the  time  for  this  project.  They  look 
into  the  future  when  improved  conditions  will  permit  such  an 
undertaking.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAND  WATER  BOARD 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Way  land : 

The  Board  organized  with  Walter  Bigwood,  Chairman, 
Alfred  C.  Damon  Secretary  and  Collector,  Alfred  A.  Lamarine 
was  reappointed  Superintendent  and  Louis  Pettigrew  reap- 
pointed Engineer. 

The  Board  wishes  to  call  your  attention  to  rules  1 and  2 on 
your  water  bill,  namely:  (1)  All  water  rates  shall  be  due  and 
payable  at  the  Commissioner’s  Office  semi-annually  in  advance 
on  the  twentieth  day  of  February  and  August.  (2)  The  Super- 
intendent has  been  instructed  and  is  required  to  shut  off  the 
water  from  all  services  not  paid  on  or  before  these  dates. 

Owing  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  Water  Department 
these  rules  will  have  to  be  enforced. 

The  Board  authorized  the  replacing  of  the  6-inch  wooden 
mains  along  Old  Connecticut  Path  and  Sycamore  Road  with 
6-inch  cast  iron  bell  and  spigot  pipe  and  fittings.  This  project 
eliminated  a number  of  large  leaks  and  made  a saving  to  the 
Department  of  approximately  100,000  gals,  of  water  per  month. 

Considerable  trouble  developed  in  our  vacuum  pump  and 
air  compressor  at  the  pump  station  which  made  it  necessary  for 
the  Board  to  purchase  new  equipment. 

The  Board  recommends  that  if  it  is  possible  to  obtain 
E.  R.  A.  labor  money  be  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of 
materials  for  the  replacing  of  the  2-inch  mains  now  in  existance 
in  some  parts  of  the  system  with  6-inch  cast  iron  mains,  so  that 
fire  protection  may  be  had.

Cold  weather  trouble : The  ground  froze  to  a depth  of  5^4 
feet  in  places  last  winter.  The  2-inch  mains  on  Shore  Drive, 
Castle  Gate  South  and  Beechwood  Point  Dudley  Road  froze. 
5 splits  were  found  in  pipe  on  Shore  Drive  and  10  in  pipe  on 
Beechwood  Point.  The  6-inch  pipe  over  Pelham  Island  Road 
bridge  froze.  Repairs  were  delayed  by  high  water  in  Sudbury 
River.  Blow-offs  have  been  installed  on  these  lines.  A hydrant 
was  broken  off  at  base  by  heaving  of  frost.  One  hydrant  was 
broken  in  barrel  by  freezing.  There  were  28  houses  without 
water  at  different  times  on  account  of  frozen  mains  or  street 
pipes.  Most  of  the  freezing  was  in  the  sections  around  Dudley 
Pond. 

Pumping  Station : During  the  dry  spell  last  summer 

800,000  gallons  of  water  was  used  in  a period  of  36  hours. 
This  is  the  fastest  rate  of  use  up  to  this  time.

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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 

1935 


January  1st,  1935. 

During  1934  six  hundred  dollars  was  received  to  establish 
Perpetual  Care  Funds  as  follows : 

$100  from  Mrs.  Hellery  W.  B.  Arnold,  Milton, 
Massachusetts,  to  establish  the  Jahleel  B. 
Sherman  fund. 

$100  from  Mrs.  Mabel  L.  McKewan  to  establish 
the  Mabel  L.  McKewan  fund. 

$100  from  Eugene  R.  Clapp  of  Cochituate  to 
establish  the  Harriet  E.  Clapp  fund. 

$100  from  Mrs.  Josiah  E.  Bacon  of  West  New- 
ton, Massachusetts,  to  establish  the  W.  B. 
Braman  fund. 

$100  from  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Beane  of  Cochituate  to 
establish  the  Sawin  and  Beane  fund. 

$100  from  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Stevens  of  Waltham, 
Massachusetts,  to  establish  the  Hiram 
Thurston  fund. 

The  above  fund  added  to  those  formerly  given  brings  the 
number  of  funds  to  102  and  amount  of  money  invested  to 
$19,000.00. 

Only  two  burial  lots  and  one  grave  were  sold  during  1934. 

The  number  of  lot  owners  who  subscribed  to  annual  care 
for  extra  work  upon  their  burial  lots  was  nineteen  and  they  con- 
tributed $68.85  for  such  care.  It  is  hoped  that  other  lot  owners 
will  desire  extra  care,  which  will  materially  better  the  appear- 
ance of  the  cemeteries. 

Your  Commissioners  would  draw  the  attention  of  the  citi- 
zens who  may  wish  to  secure  burial  lots  in  Lake  View  Cemetery,

Wayland,  Massachusetts,  to  the  relative  scarcity  of  available 
lots. 

An  effort  was  made  in  1931  to  purchase  a tract  of  land 
adjoining  the  East  side  which  would  have  provided  178  new 
burial  lots.  This  particular  piece  of  land  is  free  from  trees  and 
is  absolutely  level  and  only  required  roadways  and  laying  out  of 
lots  to  be  immediately  available  for  burial  purposes.  It  would 
be  advisable  for  the  Town  to  acquire  this  piece  of  land. 

Aided  by  Federal  money  the  stone  wall  at  the  front  of  the 
Center  Cemetery  has  been  rebuilt  greatly  improving  its  appear- 
ance. 

The  entrance  of  the  North  Cemetery  has  been  rebuilt  by 
Federal  money  and  future  expense  for  repairs  of  washouts  in 
Spring  and  Fall  avoided. 

Due  to  rotting  of  many  trees  and  damage  by  ants,  many 
trees  had  been  cut  down  leaving  a large  number  of  unsightly 
stumps  in  the  North  Cemetery  extension.  Through  a grant  of 
Federal  money  these  stumps  were  all  removed. 

The  use  of  Federal  money  gave  employment  to  about  fif- 
teen men,  and  bettered  the  appearance  of  the  Cemeteries  at  little 
expense  to  the  Town.

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
truck  for  the  Highway  Department,  and  to  appropriate,  grant, 
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borrow  or  otherwise  provide  the  sum  of  $4,000  to  pay  for  the 
same,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  advised  that  a big 
Mack  truck  can  be  hired  for  $4.25  per  hour  for  snow 
removal  or  other  work  requiring  a truck  of  this  size 
and  capacity.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that 
it  would  be  more  economical  for  the  Town  to  hire  a 
big  truck  for  the  few  occasions  when  a heavy  truck  is 
really  needed.  A 1^2  ton  truck  involves  a smaller  in- 
vestment, lower  cost  of  upkeep,  smaller  depreciation 
and  meets  most  of  the  ordinary  needs.  The  Finance 
Committee  recommends  the  purchase  of  a new  1 ton 
truck  and  an  appropriation  of  $1,000. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  High- 
way Surveyor,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  sell,  trade 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  Four  Wheel  Drive  (two  ton  truck), 
or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  1,000  feet  of 
2^4  inch  hose  for  the  Fire  Department. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article  and  an  appropriation  of  $1,100.00. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
the  sum  of  $600  for  equipment  in  the  gymnasium  of  the  High 
School,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  understands  that  $300 
will  completely  equip  the  gymnasium  for  basketball. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  an  appropriation 
of  $300  this  year  for  that  purpose  and  recommends 
that  the  purchase  of  other  equipment  be  deferred. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  the  sum  of  $400  to  collect  garbage  in  Precinct  2,  or 
do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the 
approval  of  this  article. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a sum  of  money  for  the  improvement  of  Concord 
Road;  said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  money 
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which  may  be  allotted  by  the  State  or  County,  or  both,  for  this 
purpose ; or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

The  Selectmen  advise  the  Finance  Committee  that 
an  appropriation  of  $6,000  by  the  Town  is  necessary 
to  surface  and  complete  the  section  of  road  started 
last  year.  The  primary  reason  for  doing  this  work 
this  year  is  to  give  work  to  some  men  in  distress  but 
who  have  kept  off  the  Welfare  and  so  are  not  eligible 
for  W.  P.  A. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of 
this  article  and  an  appropriation  of  $6,000. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  connection  with  W.  P.  A.  pro- 
jects, or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  an  appro- 
priation of  $20,000  for  the  year  to  be  used  in  connec- 
tion with  projects  under  W.  P.  A.  or  a similar  Federal 
agency  providing  labor,  including  projects  recom- 
mended in  other  articles  of  the  Warrant  and  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Graveling  Stone  Bridge  Road  $1,520 

Graveling  Glezen  Road  2,965 

Grading  and  work  around  new  High 

School  750 

The  balance  is  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the 

Selectmen  and  the  entire  amount  is  to  be  administered 
by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
truck  for  the  Water  Department,  and  to  appropriate  and  assess 
or  otherwise  provide  a sum  of  money  to  pay  for  the  same,  or 
do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article  and  an  appropriation  of  $880  for  the 
purchase  of  a new  truck. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Water 
Commissioners  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  sell, 
trade,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  Chevrolet  truck,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  lay  a cast 
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iron  main  from  the  existing  main  to  connect  with  the  Town  of 
Framingham  water  supply,  and  install  the  necessary  valves  and 
appurtenances  in  connection  therewith,  and  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  therefor,  or  do  or  act. 

This  article  involves  the  lawing  of  200  feet  of 
main  with  valves  and  appurtenances.  The  Water  De- 
partment particularly  desire  this  to  be  done  as  it  would 
make  it  possible  to  take  water  from  Framingham  in 
case  of  trouble  with  own  system. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of 
this  article,  the  work  to  be  done  as  a W.  P.  A.  project 
and  $190  of  the  money  provided  in  Article  21  to  be 
used  for  the  same. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  lay  a six-inch 
water  main  on  Ridgefield  Road,  replacing  four-inch  main  now 
in  use,  and  install  the  necessary  valves,  hydrants,  and  appur- 
tenances in  connection  therewith,  and  appropriate  and  assess  a 
sum  of  money  therefor,  or  do  or  act. 

There  is  a four-inch  main  here  now  which  is  cap- 
able of  serving  all  its  houses.  As  a W.  P.  A.  project 
it  would  cost  the  Town  $650.  There  are  many  places 
where  the  money  is  more  needed. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  this 
article. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  replace  the 
two-inch  water  main  on  Edgewood  Road  with  six-inch  cast  iron 
pipe  and  install  the  necessary  valves,  hydrants,  and  appurten- 
ances in  connection  herewith,  and  appropriate  and  assess  a sum 
of  money  therefor,  or  do  or  act. 

This  line  is  3,200  feet  long  at  present  supplying 
50  takers  from  a two-inch  main  approximately  20 
years  old.  The  work  proposed  in  this  Article  will  cost 
the  Town  $2,900  and  will  require  $2,040  from  the 
Federal  Government  for  labor  if  the  work  is  done  as  a 
Federal  project. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of 
this  article  as  a Federal  project,  money  for  the  Town’s 
expense,  $2,900,  to  be  taken  from  the  Article  21  ap- 
propriation provided  for  such  work. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  replace  the  two-inch 
water  main  on  Dudley  Road  with  six-inch  cast  iron  pipe  and 
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install  the  necessary  valves,  hydrants,  and  appurtenances  in 
connection  therewith,  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  therefor, 
or  do  or  act. 

This  line  is  2,800  feet  long  at  present  supplying 
35  takers  from  a two-inch  main  approximately  20 
years  old.  This  line  has  caused  much  trouble  and  ex- 
pense by  freezing.  The  work  proposed  in  this  article 
will  cost  the  Town  $2,800  and  will  require  about 
$1,800  from  the  Federal  Government  for  labor  if  the 
work  is  done  as  a Federal  project. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of 
this  article  as  a Federal  project,  money  for  the  Town’s 
expense,  $2,800,  to  be  taken  from  the  Article  21  ap- 
propriation provided  for  such  work. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  replace  the 
four-inch  water  main  on  Castle  Gate  Road  with  six-inch  iron 
pipe  and  install  the  necessary  valves,  hydrants,  and  appurten- 
ances in  connection  therewith  and  appropriate  and  assess  a sum 
of  money  therefor,  or  do  or  act. 

This  is  a four-inch  main  at  present  supplying  10 
takers.  The  pipe  is  ample  for  the  present  needs  and 
to  replace  it  would  necessitate  the  digging  up  of  a road 
recently  accepted  and  put  in  as  permanent  construc- 
tion. The  work  proposed  in  this  article  would  cost  the 
Town  about  $600  for  the  water  line  and  an  additional 
amount  for  the  repairing  of  the  road. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  ap- 
proval of  this  article. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  replace  the 
two-inch  water  main  on  Lake  Road  with  six-inch  iron  pipe  and 
install  the  necessary  valves,  hydrants,  and  appurtenances  in  con- 
nection therewith,  and  to  appropriate  a sum  of  money  therefor, 
or  do  or  act. 

This  article  and  Articles  30,  31,  32,  34,  35  and  36 
would  require  appropriations  totalling  $15,630.  Such 
appropriations  would  add  about  $3.25  to  the  tax  rate. 

That  is  too  much  in  addition  to  what  is  being  recom- 
mended. The  Finance  Committee  has  selected  for  its 
favorable  recommendation  the  Articles  which  seem  to 
have  the  greatest  merit  and  still  give  the  various  sec- 
tions of  the  Town  some  of  the  numerous  benefits 
sought. 
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The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  ap- 
proval of  this  article. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  replace  the 
two-inch  water  main  on  Lake  View  Road  with  six-inch  iron 
pipe  and  install  the  necessary  valves,  hydrants  and  appurtenances 
in  connection  therewith,  and  to  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of 
money  therefor,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the 
approval  of  this  article. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  replace  the 
two-inch  water  main  on  Crest  Road  with  six-inch  iron  pipe  and 
install  the  necessary  valves,  hydrants,  and  appurtenances  in  con- 
nection therewith,  and  to  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of 
money  therefor,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the 
approval  of  this  article. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  replace  the 
two-inch  water  main  on  Sunset  Road  with  six-inch  cast  iron 
pipe  and  install  the  necessary  valves,  hydrants  and  appurten- 
ances in  connection  therewith,  and  to  appropriate  and  assess  a 
sum  of  money  therefor,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the 
approval  of  this  article. 

Article  33.  To  see, if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  installing  water  mains  in 
Hemlock  Road,  Lake  Shore  Drive  and  Beech  Street. 

There  are  14  houses  involved,  10  at  present  with- 
out water  and  four  taking  from  other  roads.  The 
line  is  1,500  feet.  The  proposed  work  in  this  article 
will  cost  the  Town  $1,400  and  will  require  $1,000  from 
the  Federal  Government  for  labor  if  the  work  is  done 
as  a Federal  project. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of 
this  article  as  a Federal  project,  money  for  the  Town’s 
expense,  $1,400,  to  be  taken  from  the  Article  21  ap- 
propriation provided  for  such  work. 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  installing  a water  main  in 
Hawthorne  Road  from  Old  Connecticut  Path  to  Beech  Street. 
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All  except  two  houses  on  the  road  are  now  getting 
water  from  Sycamore  Road. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  ap- 
proval of  this  article. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  a 
water  main  with  necessary  hydrants,  gates  and  fittings,  from 
Commonwealth  Road  along  Oak  Street  1,400  feet  and  along 
Valley  View  Road  550  feet,  to  the  residence  of  G.  Doherty,  K. 
Muhlberg,  F.  Black,  W.  Pazolt,  E.  Therburn,  and  C.  Harrison. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the 
approval  of  this  article. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  a six- 
inch  water  main  with  fire  hydrants,  gates,  and  fittings  along 
Rice  Road  from  Commonwealth  Road  to  the  residence  of  B.  Y. 
Yanson,  a distance  of  2,800  feet,  at  a cost  of  $8,236.80,  or  do 
or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the 
approval  of  this  article. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  Town 
ways  Pine  Ridge  Road,  Pine  Ridge  Road  Extension,  and  a por- 
tion of  Take  Path  to  the  intersection  of  Hemlock  Road,  or  any 
portion  thereof,  all  situated  within  or  adjacent  to  Woodland 
Park  Development,  as  laid  out  and  filed  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, substantially  in  accordance  with  plans  prepared  under  the 
direction  of  the  Planning  Board  by  E.  Worthington,  C.  E., 
dated  August  9,  1935,  and  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk ; work  to 
be  done  under  the  Betterment  Act,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  acquire  any  necessary  land  by  eminent  domain,  purchase  or 
otherwise;  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  acquiring  such  land 
and  for  building  said  ways,  or  do  or  act. 

There  is  property  with  an  assessed  valuation  of 
$135,000  in  this  area  and  119  houses.  The  Finance 
Committee  is  informed  that  all  necessary  releases  have 
or  can  be  secured  so  that  there  will  be  no  land  damages 
and  that  the  work  can  be  done  under  the  Betterment 
Act.  The  proposed  street  would  greatly  improve  this 
district  in  the  opinion  of  the  Planning  Board.  This 
work  will  cost  the  Town  $4,250  if  a 40-foot  taking  is 
made  now  and  a 26-foot  road  graded  at  this  time  or 
$5,575  if  a 40-foot  road  is  completed  at  this  time.  As 
a Federal  project  labor  would  amount  to  $4,875  for 
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the  26-foot  road  or  $6,500  for  the  40-foot  road.  The 
Finance  Committee  considers  this  the  best  of  the  road 
projects.  The  Finance  Committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  maximum  expenditure  which  the  Town  should 
make  this  year  for  all  Federal  projects  is  the  $20,000 
provided  in  Article  21  and  that  the  Selectmen  should 
be  left  with  some  discretionary  power  over  part  of  this 
money. 

If  all  necessary  releases  are  obtained  so  that  there 
can  be  no  land  damages  and  the  work  be  done  under 
the  Betterment  Act,  the  Finance  Committee  recom- 
mends the  approval  of  the  article  only  as  a possible 
W.  P.  A.  or  similar  Federal  agency  project  to  be 
undertaken  at  the  discretion  of  the  Selectmen  and 
within  the  appropriation  of  Article  21. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a 
Town  way  Sycamore  Road  for  a distance  of  approximately  750 
feet  beginning  at  Old  Connecticut  Path,  or  any  portion  thereof, 
all  situated  in  Castle  Gate  North  as  laid  out  and  filed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  substantially  in  accordance  with  plans  pre- 
pared under  the  direction  of  the  Planning  Board  by  E.  Worth- 
ington, ,C.  E.,  dated  January  30  and  amended  December  16, 
1935,  and  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk ; work  to  be  done  under 
the  Betterment  Act  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  acquire  any 
necessary  land  by  eminent  domain,  purchase  or  otherwise  and 
appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  acquiring  such  land  and  for 
building  said  way,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Town  can  not  afford  to  undertake  this  work  at  this 
time. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  ap- 
proval of  this  article. 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a 
Town  way  Hemlock  Road  starting  at  the  intersection  of  Fake 
Path  and  Lake  Shore  Drive  and  running  to  the  intersection  of 
Sycamore  Road  or  any  portion  thereof,  as  laid  out  and  filed  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  in  accordance  with  plans  prepared 
under  the  direction  of  the  Planning  Board  by  E.  Worthington, 
C.  E.,  dated  August  6,  1935,  and  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk ; 
work  to  be  done  under  the  Betterment  Act  and  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  acquire  any  necessary  land  by  eminent  domain, 
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purchase  or  otherwise,  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  ac- 
quiring such  land  and  for  building  said  way,  or  do  or  act. 

Land  damages  are  involved  in  this  article. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  ap- 
proval of  this  article. 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  improvement  of  the  park  property  ad- 
jacent to  the  new  High  School,  or  do  or  act. 

This  article  contemplates  the  construction  of  a 
pond  between  the  new  High  School  building  and  the 
State  Road. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  ap- 
proval of  this  article. 

Article  41.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  and  establish 
the  roads  on  Nob  Hill  as  and  for  Town  ways,  or  do  or  act. 

These  roads,  1,600  feet  in  length,  are  already  con- 
structed and  are  abutted  by  property  assessed  for 
about  $53,000. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of 
this  article,  providing  all  legal  requirements  for  their 
acceptance  have  been  complied  with  and  no  land  dam- 
ages are  involved. 

Article  42.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a certain  sum  of  money  for  purchase  of  materials  in  connection 
with  the  Cochituate  Village  Drainage  System  and  that  the  work 
proceed  provided  the  labor  can  be  furnished  by  the  Works 
Progress  Administration  or  any  other  Governmental  Agency, 
or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the 
work  proceed  on  Harrison  Street  and  that  money  for 
the  Town’s  expense,  $346,  be  taken  from  the  Article 
21  appropriation  provided  for  such  work. 

Article  43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell,  after  first  giving  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  sale  by  posting  such  notice  of  sale  in  some  convenient  and 
public  place  in  the  Town  fourteen  days  at  least  before  the  sale, 
property  taken  by  the  Town  under  tax  title  procedure  provided 
the  Selectmen  or  whomsoever  they  may  authorize  to  hold  such 
public  auction  may  reject  any  bid  which  they  deem  inadequate, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
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The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  44.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  gift  of  the 
property  adjoining  the  Mill  Pond  near  Way  land  Centre,  for- 
merly owned  by  Charlotte  Adams,  and  more  recently  held  by 
Edmund  H.  Sears,  Trustee,  said  property  to  be  used  for  park 
purposes  and  to  be  called  the  Adams  Park,  or  some  similar 
name,  and^o  be  considered  as  a memorial  to  Albert  L.  Adams 
and  Charlotte  Adams,  and  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  accept  the  gift  of  said  property,  subject  to  any  outstand- 
ing taxes,  to  be  used  as  aforesaid,  or  do  or  act. 

The  land  under  consideration  comprises  some- 
thing over  20  acres,  part  of  which  is  brook  meadow 
and  unuseable.  It  has  an  assessed  valuation,  so  we  are 
advised,  of  $3,500.  There  is  a pond  known  as  Mill 
Pond  entirely  within  the  bounds  of  the  property  which 
is  now  used  for  ice  and  enjoyed  by  children  for  skat- 
ing. There  is  ample  high  wooded  ground  around  the 
pond  for  picnicing  and  other  recreation.  This  is  the 
only  place  for  skating  near  the  center  of  the  Town  that 
is  suitable  for  the  younger  children.  No  expenditure 
is  involved.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  recommended  expenditures  for  this  year  will  produce 
a tax  rate  in  excess  of  $30  per  $1000  of  assessed  valuation. 
This  is  the  highest  rate  and  the  largest  amount  ever  appro- 
priated by  the  Town.  The  Finance  Committee  is  still  of  the 
opinion  that  even  with  existing  conditions  of  unemployment, 
the  interests  of  the  Town  as  a whole  will  be  best  served  by  a 
tax  rate  not  in  excess  of  $25,  and  it  wishes  that  it  might  have 
accomplished  this  in  its  recommendations  for  this  year. 

The  following  comparison  of  expenditures  should  be  of 
interest  to  the  taxpayers  :

During  the  past  three  years  the  Town  has  sold  for  taxes 
156  properties,  and  it  now  has  title  to  136,  representing  unpaid 
taxes  amounting  to  $26,189.87. 

Loss  of  taxable  property  in  the  Town  during  the  year  by 
removal,  destruction  and  otherwise  is  estimated  to  amount  to 
about  $200,000. 

Unpaid  taxes  as  of  December  31,  1935,  amounted  to  $90,- 
515.92  and  unpaid  water  bills  amounted  to  $8,159.22. 

Articles  in  the  warrant  contemplating  W.P.A.  labor  would 
require  expenditures  by  the  Town  totaling  $40,000,  which 
would  result  in  $8.00  per  $1000  on  the  tax  rate.  The  Finance 
Committee  considers  $20,000  to  be  the  maximum  amount  which 
can  be  expended  this  year  for  this  purpose.  The  Finance 
Committee,  after  very  careful  consideration  of  the  facts  and 
data  regarding  each  article,  has  selected  for  favorable  recom- 
mendation those  projects  which  have  most  merit  and  which 
will  come  within  the  figure  of  $20,000. 
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Additional  relief  expenditures  in  the  form  of : Soldiers’ 
Benefit,  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Welfare  recommended  in 
departmental  budgets  and  articles  in  the  warrant  total  $26,000. 
The  foregoing  recommended  expenditures  total  $46,000  to  the 
Town,  and  will  account  for  about  $9.00  on  the  tax  rate. 

The  original  recommendation  for  appropriation  for  the 
Fire  Department  was  increased  $300  and  that  of  the  Police 
Department  $450  on  account  of  emergency  work  connected  with 
the  drowning  accident  at  Stone  Bridge.

titles  taken  or  held  by  the  Town,  and  to  issue  a note  or  notes  of 
the  Town  therefor,  all  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  49  of  the  Acts  of  1933,  as  amended  by  Chapter  313 
of  the  Acts  of  1934. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  following 
bequest : $5,251.67  received  from  the  Trustees  under  the  will  of 
Marshall  Russell  to  be  designated  and  always  known  as  the 
“Russell  Fund,”  and  to  be  held  in  trust  forever;  the  income 
only  to  be  used  for  the  relief  and  aid  of  the  deserving  poor, 
who  are  residents  of  said  Town,  and  of  the  Protestant  faith, 
or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  accepts  with  gratitude 
the  bequest  of  $5,251.67  received  from  the  Trustees  under  the 
will  of  Marshall  Russell,  to  be  designated  and  always  known  as 
“The  Russell  Fund”  and  to  be  held  in  trust  thereunder,  the 
income  only  to  be  used  for  the  relief  and  aid  of  the  deserving 
poor  who  are  residents  of  said  Town  and  of  the  Protestant 
faith  and  to  be  dispursed  by  the  Selectmen,  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  and  Allen  Trustees  acting  jointly. 

Article  21.  To  consider  and  act  upon  the  question  of

Voted  unanimously  that  the  By-laws  of  the  Town  be  and 
they  hereby  are  amended  by  substituting  for  Articles  1 to  9 of 
the  present  By-laws  Articles  1 to  8 as  submitted  by  the  By-law 
Committee  and  printed  on  pages  30-34  inclusive  in  the  Town 
Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1934.

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  construct  a 
sidewalk  on  West  Plain  Street  on  the  southerly  side  from  Lake

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


All  regular  appointments  have  been  made  as  required  by 
law.  They  appear  in  the  list  of  Town  Officers  and  Committees. 

Mr.  Arthur  C.  K.  Hallock  and  Mr.  George  G.  Bogren  ap- 
pointed by  our  Board  and  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Wayland  Public  Library,  to  fill  the  vacancies 
caused  by  the  deaths  of  Mrs.  Nellie  R.  Fiske  and  Mr.  Alfred 
W.  Cutting.  The  appointments  were  for  the  period  up  to  the 
next  annual  Town  Meeting,  in  accordance  with  the  General 
Laws. 


In  accordance  with  a vote  of  the  last  annual  Town  Meet- 
ing, we  have  completed  the  reconstruction  of  another  section  of 
Concord  Road,  the  trucking  and  labor  being  performed  by  citi- 
zens of  the  Town.  The  construction  was  supervised  by  the 
Surveyor  of  Highways.  We  recommend  that  an  additional  sec- 
tion of  Concord  Road  be  reconstructed  during  the  year  1936, 
thus  providing  work  and  wages  to  our  citizens.  We  suggest 
that  the  succeeding  Board  of  Selectmen  ast  as  the  contractor. 
Upon  the  completion  of  the  reconstruction  of  Concord  Road  we 
believe  the  Town  should  consider  the  reconstruction  of  Old 
Connecticut  Path. 


Supplementing  the  funds  provided  at  the  regular  and  spec- 
ial town  meetings  for  relief  purposes,  the  Town  has  been  al- 
lotted substantial  funds  from  the  Emergency  Relief  Adminis- 
tration and  the  Works  Projects  Administration  in  order  that 
the  projects  submitted  to  the  Federal  Government  could  be  com- 
pleted. Roads  have  been  reconstructed,  widened  and  straight- 
ened, the  Cochi tuate  Fire  House  has  been  repaired,  sidewalks 
constructed,  Town  records  assembled,  water  mains  installed, 
bathing  beaches  improved,  library  records  assembled  and  many 
other  projects  completed  under  the  relief  administration  assisted

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by  the  Highway,  Water  and  Health  Departments.  We  have  re- 
ceived approval  of  other  projects,  articles  relative  to  which  ap- 
pear in  the  Town  Warrant. 

The  Committee  composed  of  our  Board  and  Surveyor  of 
Highways  after  receiving  numerous  bids,  purchased  from  the 
Way  land  Motors  a 1935  Ford  Dump  chassis  model  51,  with 
C12  Wood  Body  and  D6  Hydraulic  Hoist,  etc.,  less  taxes  and 
the  used  International  truck  for  the  sum  of  $703.56. 

Inasmuch  as  no  provision  was  made  for  the  construction 
of  a road  leading  to  the  site  of  the  new  High  School,  our  Board 
obtained  funds  from  the  Federal  Government  for  labor,  which 
with  other  available  funds  for  material  and  trucking  enabled 
the  Surveyor  of  Highways  to  commence  construction.  This 
project  should  be  completed  this  year. 

In  accordance  with  a vote  of  the  Town  at  the  last  annual 
meeting,  we  acquired  land  adjacent  to  Dudley  Pond  at  reason- 
able cost.  Considerable  labor  has  been  done  on  the  Dudley 
Pond  Beach  Project;  Mansion  Road  repaired,  brush  cleared 
away,  paths  constructed  and  electric  lights  installed.  We  voted 
to  restrict  the  use  of  the  land  adjacent  to  Dudley  Pond  owned 
by  the  Town  to  citizens  of  the  Town  only.  Funds  were  ob- 
tained in  order  that  a life  guard  could  be  on  duty  at  the  beach 
last  summer. 

The  usual  minor  repairs  were  made  in  the  Town  Hall. 

Under  our  direction  many  electric  light  and  telephone 
poles  have  been  relocated  nearer  the  street  bounds. 

We  were  fortunate  to  have  the  Municipal  Protection  De- 
partment of  the  New  England  Insurance  Exchange  conduct  a 
survey  of  our  Town.  The  report  relative  thereto  appears  in  the 
Town  Report.  We  are  now  having  prepared  an  appraisal  of 
all  insurable  town  property. 

We  advise  that  we  have  been  able  to  borrow  funds  to 
operate  town  departments  at  rates  lower  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Officers  and  citizens  for  their 
assistance  during  the  past  year.

Recommendations 

Water  Supply 

1 (a)  That  conditions  be  improved  as  follows : By  pre- 
paring and  keeping  up  to  date  complete  plans  of  the  pumping 
station,  supply  works  and  distribution  system,  showing  size  and 
location  of  all  mains,  gates,  hydrants,  etc. 

(b)  That  detailed  records  and  plans  be  prepared  in  du- 
plicate and  convenient  form,  showing  location  and  measure- 
ments of  gate  valves. 

(c)  That  original  and  important  records  and  plans  be 
kept  in  fireproof  cabinets  or  vaults. 

(d)  That  a measuring  device  be  installed  on  the  supply 
line  and  complete  records  kept  of  consumption. 

(e)  That  an  employee  of  the  water  department  respond 
to  all  alarms  of  fire  and  that  a gate  key  be  carried  by  the  fire 
department. 

*2  That  the  period  of  pumping  be  rearranged  so  that  the 
water  level  in  the  standpipe  will  be  maintained  not  less  than 
four  feet  below  overflow  and  the  standpipe  be  full  when  station 
is  shut  down  at  night. 

Note : — The  metering  of  services  would  tend  to 

reduce  consumption  and  pumping  costs  and  also  assist 

in  maintaining  a higher  water  level  in  standpipe. 

3 —  That  a pump  having  a capacity  of  at  least  500  gallons 
per  minute  be  installed. 

4 —  That  a standpipe  having  a capacity  of  500,000  gallons 
with  top  at  same  elevation  as  the  presnt  standpipe  be  installed 
in  the  vicinity  of  Rice  Road  and  Thompson  Street. 

*5  That  pressures  on  the  Cochituate  part  of  the  distribu- 
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tion  system  be  gradually  increased  until  ultimately  the  full  ben- 
efit of  the  Wayland  pressure  is  attained;  following  this  pres- 
sure regulating  valves  to  be  removed. 

*6  (a)  That  the  wood  stave  and  any  other  unreliable  pipe 
on  the  system  be  replaced. 

(b)  That  all  4-inch  pipe  supplying  hydrants  be  replaced 
with  pipe  of  larger  capacity. 

(c)  That  the  4-  and  8-inch  mains  at  Old  Connecticut 
Path  and  Rice  Road  be  connected. 

(d)  That  dead  ends  be  eliminated  wherever  practicable 
and  long  unsupported  lines  of  pipe  cross  connected  at  suitable 
intervals. 

7— That  the  distribution  system  be  strengthened  by  the 
installation  of  the  following  mains : 

8-inch  along  Pemberton  St.  from  Commonwealth  Road  to  W. 
Plain  St. 

8-inch  along  Harrison  Ave.  from  Pemberton  St.  to  Main  St. 
8-inch  along  Maiden  Lane  from  Connecticut  Path  to  Lake  Path. 
8-inch  along  Mansion  Road,  Lake  Shore  Drive,  Lake  Path  from 
West  Plain  St.  to  present  6-inch  main. 

8-inch  along  Glezen  Road  from  Concord  to  present  6-inch  main. 

8 (a)  That  the  distribution  system  be  equipped  with  suf- 
ficient gate  valves  so  located  that  no  single  case  of  accident, 
breakage  or  repair  to  the  pipe  system  will  necessitate  the  shut- 
ting off  from  service  a length  of  pipe  greater  than  800  feet. 

*(b)  That  all  gate  valves  be  inspected  at  least  once  a 
year,  proper  records  being  kept  on  file  of  all  such  inspections. 

(c)  That  the  stems  of  valves  opening  opposite  to  the  ma- 
jority be  changed  so  that  all  gate  valves  will  open  in  a uniform 
direction. 

9 (a)  That  a sufficient  number  of  hydrants  be  installed 
so  all  important  buildings  in  outlying  sparsely  built  sections  will 
be  within  250  feet  of  a hydrant,  and  in  built-up  districts  the  dis- 
tance between  adjacent  hydrants  will  in  no  case  exceed  350  feet. 

(b)  That  inspections  of  all  hydrants  be  made  regularly 
at  least  twice  a year,  those  in  important  districts  frequently 
during  severe  winter  weather  and  after  use  of  fires,  all  neces- 
sary repairs  made  and  proper  records  being  kept  of  all  such  in- 
spections on  approved  forms. 

Note : — Hydrants  should  have  not  less  than  two

2^-inch  outlets  and  large  engine  connection,  hydrant 
barrel  and  branch  to  be  not  less  than  six  inches  in 
diameter  and  the  branch  line  equipped  with  a gate 
valve. 

Fire  Department 

10  (a)  That  the  department  be  reorganized  on  a part  full 
paid  and  part  call  basis,  all  appointments  to  be  made  for  in- 
definite terms  subject  to  removal  only  for  cause,  after  appli- 
cants have  passed  suitable  mental  and  physical  examinations. 

*(b)  That  at  least  one  full  paid  man  be  provided  at  each 
fire  station. 

Note : — It  should  be  understood  that  these  recom- 
mended appointments  will  not  provide  a satisfactory 
minimum  full  paid  force.  They  should  be  considered 
as  an  initial  step  in  a program  which  should  be  adopted 
providing  for  systematic  additional  appointments  from 
time  to  time  until  the  least  number  of  men  on  duty  at 
any  time  with  each  apparatus  in  service  will  equal  six 
men  days  and  eight  men  at  night  for  high  value  engine 
companies,  four  men  days  an  six  men  nights  for  other 
engine  companies,  and  five  men  days  and  seven  at 
night  for  the  recommended  ladder  company. 

(c)  That  when  the  ladder  truck  recommended  below  is 
installed  a separate  company  organization  be  provided  for  this 
apparatus.  Ultimately,  separate  company  organizations  should 
be  provided  for  each  apparatus  in  active  service  and  the  call 
force  maintained  at  such  numerical  strength  as  will  ensure  the 
dependable  response  of  at  least  one  officer  and  10  men  from 
each  such  company,  exclusive  of  the  full  paid  force. 

*11  (a)  That  an  automobile  ladder  truck  of  city  service 
type  be  provided.  This  apparatus  should  carry  an  extension 
ladder  of  at  least  50  feet  in  length  in  addition  to  other  ladders 
including  at  least  four  having  roof  hooks;  should  be  equipped 
with  booster  pump  and  large  water  tank  and  be  assigned  to  the 
Cochituate  fire  station. 

(b)  That  an  automobile  pumping  engine  having  a pump- 
ing capacity  of  750  gallons  per  minute  and  equipped  with  a 
100-gallon  water  tank  be  purchased  to  replace  the  present 
Engine  1 which  should  be  thoroughly  overhauled  and  repaired 
if  practicable  and  held  in  reserve  for  forest  fire  work  or  other 
emergency  service. 
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Note : — The  recently  purchased  500-gallon  Ford 
pumping  engine  should  be  assigned  to  the  Wayland 
station  and  the  present  Engine  2 at  this  station  held  in 
reserve  as  a replacement  unit  or  for  emergency  ser- 
vice. 

12  That  complete  minor  equipment  be  provided  for  each 
apparatus  in  service.  To  include  the  following  unless  already 
furnished : 

(a)  To  each  pumping  engine:  Axes,  modern  burst  hose 
jacket,  crow-bar,  door  opener,  hose  shut-off  clamp,  hose  or 
ladder  straps,  hydrant  hose  gate,  hydrant  wrenches,  lanterns  or 
hand  electric  lamps,  two  shut-off  nozzles  with  smooth  bore  tips 
ranging  from  ^-inches  to  1)4 -inches  in  diameter,  modern  play- 
pipe  holder,  plaster  hook,  rope,  Siamese  and  double  hose  connec- 
tions, small  tools,  smoke  and  gas  protectors,  spanners,  short 
ladders  including  a 24-foot  extension  and  12-foot  roof  ladder, 
two  2^4  gallon  extinguishers  of  soda -acid  and  foam  types  and 
two  waterproof  covers. 

(b)  To  each  ladder  truck:  Axes,  auger,  bale  hooks, 
brooms,  buckets,  claw  or  crow-bar,  door  opener,  distributing 
nozzle,  hose  hoist,  forks,  lanterns  or  hand  electric  lamps,  mod- 
ern life  net,  life  belts,  forcible  entry  tools  such  as  lock  and  win- 
dow breakers  and  rams,  ladder  dogs,  ladder  straps,  picks,  plas- 
ter hooks,  rope,  roof  cutter,  saw,  maul  or  sledge,  shovels, 
squeegees,  small  tools,  special  nozzles,  smoke  and  gas  protec- 
tors, surgical  kit,  marine  torches  or  portable  searchlights,  wire 
cutters  and  rubber  gloves,  wall  hook  and  chain,  2j4  gallon 
extinguishers  of  soda-acid  and  foam  types  and  four  waterproof 
covers. 

13  (a)  That  the  purchase  of  hose  in  the  future  be  based 
on  proper  specifications.  It  is  suggested  that  those  published 
by  Underwriters’  Laboratories,  Inc.,  for  hose  for  fire  depart- 
ment use  be  used  as  a guide. 

(b)  That  all  hose  be  tested  at  least  annually  to  a pressure 
of  200  pounds,  defective  sections  to  be  promptly  repaired  or 
replaced  with  new. 

*(c)  That  sufficient  234-inch  cotton  rubber  lined  double 
jacketed  hose  be  provided  so  that  each  hose  carrying  vehicle 
will  carry  1,000  feet  on  the  apparatus  and  be  provided  with  a 
complete  spare  shift  in  quarters. 

(d)  That  suitable  provisions  which  should  include  a tower 
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or  steeply  inclined  rack  be  provided  at  each  station  for  the 
proper  drying  of  hose. 

*14  (a)  That  necessary  alterations  and  repairs  be  made 
at  each  fire  station  including  suitable  heating  equipment  so  as  to 
properly  house  apparatus  as  recommended  and  provide  quar- 
ters for  the  full  paid  men. 

(b)  That  each  station  be  provided  with  an  approved 
underground  gasoline  fuel  storage  tank  which,  with  its  asso- 
ciated pump,  should  be  located  outside  the  building,  tanks  on 
apparatus  to  be  filled  through  hose. 

15  (a)  That  complete  fire  department  regulations  be 
adopted  covering  discipline,  house  rules  and  other  fire  depart- 
ment matters  printed  in  a form  for  individual  distribution  and 
that  they  be  rigidly  enforced. 

(b)  That  suitable  drilling  facilities  be  provided  and  all 
members  be  regularly  drilled  in  the  use  of  all  appliances,  quick 
handling  of  hose,  salvage  work  and  in  life  saving. 

(c)  That  a competent  officer  be  in  charge  of  such  drills 
and  that  he  be  sent  to  at  least  two  cities  which  maintain  drill 
schools  to  obtain  experience  in  modern  fire  methods. 

(d)  That  the  response  to  all  alarms  where  buildings  are 
involved  include  two  pumpers  and  the  ladder  truck. 

(e)  That  a member  of  the  department  who  shall  be  a 
competent  automobile  mechanic  act  as  chief  mechanician  and  be 
held  responsible  for  the  condition  of  all  apparatus  and  the  train- 
ing of  engineers  and  chauffeurs. 

(f)  That  engines  be  tested  at  least  annually  and  after 
any  extensive  repairs  following  methods  published  by  the 
National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters.  Pumps  showing  exces- 
sive slip  or  developing  less  than  90  percent  of  their  reasonable 
rated  capacity  should  be  overhauled  or  crews  drilled  or  both. 

16  (a)  That  members  make  systematic  monthly  inspec- 
tions for  the  accumulation  of  rubbish  and  inflammable  mater- 
ials inside  and  in  the  rear  of  buildings  other  than  dwellings, 
and  the  chief  be  given  power  to  cause  arrests  for  the  violation 
of  building,  explosive  and  inflammable  laws,  and  members  be 
required  to  make  a detailed  report  of  all  such  inspections  on 
approved  forms,  these  to  be  properly  filed. 

(b)  That  complete  records  be  kept  including  a journal  at 
each  fire  station,  giving  time  and  particulars  of  all  events,  and 
at  headquarters  reports  of  all  fires,  losses  and  inspections  on 
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approved  forms,  regular  reports  from  company  officers  and 
detailed  records  of  all  apparatus  and  hose. 

Fire  Alarm  System 

17  That  the  fire  alarm  system  be  a part  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment under  the  supervision  of  a Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm, 
appointed  for  an  indefinite  term  under  proper  qualifications, 
who  shall  also  act  as  Inspector  of  Wires. 

*18  (a)  That  fire  alarm  headquarters  be  located  in  a build- 
ing of  fire-resistive  construction. 

Note: — A portion  of  the  fire  station  building  at 
Cochituate,  if  of  fireproof  construction  and  properly 
cut  off  from  the  remainder  of  the  building,  may  be 
considered  as  acceptable. 

(b)  That  protection  in  the  fire  alarm  rooms  include 
sufficient  extinguishers  of  the  soda,  acid  and  tetrachloride  types, 
sand  pails  and  waterproof  covers. 

19  That  the  system  include  : 

At  Headquarters — 

(a)  Sufficient  equipment  to  provide  facilities  for  at  least 
four  box  and  two  alarm  circuits,  installed  in  accordance  with 
the  Regulations  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters 
for  the  Installation,  Maintenance  and  Use  of  Municipal  Fire 
Alarm  Systems,  Class  B type. 

At  Fire  Stations — 

(b)  A gong  on  an  alarm  circuit  and  a register,  a tapper 
and  a lighting  switch  on  a box  circuit  with  facilities  permitting 
the  transfer  of  the  register  to  the  alarm  circuit  in  emergency. 

Elsewhere — 

*(c)  An  approved  transmitting  device  connected  so  as  to 
transmit  signals  to  all  circuits  having  alarm  receiving  instru- 
ments. 

Note ' This  device  should  preferably  be  located 
at  the  Cochituate  fire  station  and  provisions  made  for 
the  constant  attendance  of  a responsible  person  quali- 
fied to  handle  telephone  alarms. 

*(d)  Outside  alarm  devices  of  code  sounding  type  and 
adequate  size,  one  at  Wayland  and  another  at  Cochituate,  so 
located  as  to  be  plainly  audible  to  all  members  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

Note : — Sounding  devices  installed  in  the  homes 
of  firemen  and  at  other  locations  not  under  municipal 
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jurisdiction  should  not  be  connected  directly  to  box 
circuits.  If  used  these  devices  should  be  operated  by 
special  circuits  which  may  be  relayed  from  headquar- 
ters or  a nearby  fire  station. 

(e)  A gong  at  the  pumping  station  and  at  the  residence 
of  the  employee  designated  to  represent  the  water  department 
at  fires. 

20  (a)  That  all  new  wiring  and  equipment  be  installed 
and  old  wiring  corrected  to  conform  to  the  standards  established 
by  the  Regulations  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters 
for  Municipal  Fire  Alarm  Systems. 

Note: — To  ensure  the  greatest  measure  of  pro- 
tection and  reliability  all  wires  outside  of  buildings 
should  be  placed  underground  using  approved  mater- 
ials and  installation  methods.  Where  overhead  con- 
struction is  used  poles  carrying  high  tension  circuits 
should  be  avoided  but  if  located  on  jointly  used  poles 
fire  alarm  wires  shall  be  run  under  all  others. 

(b)  That  normally  closed  alarm  circuits  be  installed  to 
connect  outside  alarm  devices,  gongs  at  fire  stations  and  else- 
where. 

21  (a)  That  all  boxes  installed  -in  the  future  be  of  the 
approved  non-interfering  and  succession  type. 

(b)  That  sufficient  boxes  be  provided  and  distribution 
arranged  so  that  a box  will  be  visible  and  accessible  within  500 
feet  of  every  building  in  the  mercantile  districts  and  within  800 
feet  of  every  important  group  of  buildings  elsewhere. 

Note : — This  can  well  be  accomplished  by  adopt- 
ing a program  for  the  installation  of  a definite  number 
of  new  boxes  each  year.  A similar  program  should  be 
adopted  providing  for  the  gradual  replacement  of 
existing  boxes  of  obsolete  type  and  unreliable  design. 

(c)  That  visibility  of  boxes  be  improved  by  installing  a 
designating  light  at  or  near  all  boxes  in  thickly  settled  districts 
to  indicate  location  at  night  and  by  providing  a wide  band  of  a 
distinctive  color  painted  on  box  supports  in  all  location. 

(d)  That  circuits  be  arranged  so  that  not  more  than  20 
boxes  will  be  connected  on  any  one  circuit,  except  that  on  cir- 
cuits wholly  underground  in  a compact  area  and  on  circuits 
connecting  only  boxes  of  grounding  type  in  connection  with 
suitable  receiving  equipment  30  boxes  may  be  connected. 
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(e)  That  boxes  be  maintained  in  good  operative  condi- 
tion. They  shall  be  inspected,  cleaned  and  tested  monthly  and 
if  on  aerial  circuits  after  electrical  storms  or  high  tension 
crosses.  The  test  of  box  operation  shall  be  made  under  con- 
ditions simulating  actual  use. 

(f)  That  the  system  be  timed  to  transmit  signals  at 
preferably  not  more  than  one  second  interval  between  blows. 
This  may  require  the  installation  of  a time  transformer. 

22  (a)  That  circuits  and  batteries  be  tested  for  voltage  at 
least  twice  daily,  battery  cells  tested  for  individual  voltage  and 
strength  of  electrolyte  weekly,  circuits  examined  monthly  and 
after  severe  storms ; records  to  be  kept  of  all  tests,  inspections 
and  troubles  on  approved  forms. 

(b)  That  telephone  or  verbal  alarms  for  fires  in  build- 
ings be  handled  as  box  alarms,  the  number  of  the  nearest  box 
being  sent  out  over  the  system  from  the  transmitting  device. 

(c)  That  plans  be  provided  showing  headquarters  wiring, 
routes  of  all  circuits  and  locations  of  all  boxes  and  instruments 
and  detailed  records  be  kept  of  all  equipment  in  card  index 
form. 

*(d)  That  telephone  facilities  be  provided  at  each  fire  sta- 
tion with  a reserve  trunk  line  at  the  Cochituate  station  at  which 
point  it  is  recommended  the  alarm  transmitting  device  be  in- 
stalled. This  reserved  trunk  line  should  be  used  for  fire  calls 
only. 

Building  Laws 

23  (a)  That  an  Inspector  of  Builidngs  be  appointed  for 
an  indefinite  term  under  proper  qualifications.  His  duties  as 
such  to  be  the  issuing  of  permits  and  the  inspection  of  build- 
ings in  course  of  construction,  alteration  or  repair,  to  deter- 
mine if  the  building  laws  are  being  enforced. 

(b)  That  a comprehensive  building  code  be  adopted  by 
ordinance  to  conform  to  modern  requirements  for  construction 
and  fire  prevention  particularly  as  to  fire  limits,  incombustible 
roofs,  improved  types  of  construction,  limitation  of  heights  and 
areas,  protection  to  openings  in  walls,  floors  and  roofs,  wall 
thicknesses,  provisions  for  fire  stops,  fire  escapes,  parapets,  con- 
struction of  chimneys,  installation  of  heating  apparatus,  and 
requirements  for  private  fire  protection. 

(c)  That  fire  limits  be  established  so  as  to  properly  safe- 
guard the  mercantile  district  and  adjacent  territory  to  the  same 
and  that  the  construction  in  general  be  so  regulated  as  to  pre- 
vent the  development  of  dangerous  conditions. 
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(d)  That  approved  fire  retardent  roof  coverings  be  re- 
quired for  all  new  or  repaired  roofs  within  the  city  limits. 

(e)  That  complete  records  be  kept  of  applications  re- 
ceived, permits  issued  and  of  inspections. 

Electricity 

24  (a)  That  an  electrical  inspector  be  appointed  for  an 
indefinite  term  under  proper  qualifications,  to  have  entire  super- 
vision over  all  outside  and  inside  wiring. 

(b)  That  the  National  Electrical  Code  be  adopted  by 
ordinance  as  the  standard  for  all  electrical  work. 

(c)  That  an  application  be  submitted  to  the  Inspector 
before  any  new  wiring  may  be  installed  or  any  old  wiring 
altered  or  extended,  and  a certificate  of  approval  secured  from 
him  before  current  may  be  supplied  to  any  new  or  altered 
installations  or  installations  that  may  be  condemned  by  the 
Inspector  because  of  defects. 

(d)  That  a systematic  re-inspection  of  old  wiring  be 
made  and  defects  corrected,  and  that  all  wiring  be  subsequently 
re-inspected  at  suitable  intervals. 

(e)  That  complete  records  be  kept  of  applications  re- 
ceived, permits  issued  and  of  inspections. 

Explosives  and  Inflammables 

25  (a)  That  a complete  code  of  regulations  governing 
the  manufacture,  sale,  storage,  transportation  and  use  of  explo- 
sives and  inflammables  be  adopted,  the  chief  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment to  be  held  solely  responsible  for  its  enforcement  and  the 
keeping  of  records  and  that  members  of  the  fire  department 
make  regular  and  systematic  inspections  of  all  buildings,  except 
dwellings,  and  premises,  filing  complete  records  of  each  inspec- 
tion. It  is  recommended  that  the  suggested  ordinances  on  these 
substances  promulgated  by  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers be  used  as  a guide  in  framing  new  regulations. 

(b)  That  copies  of  all  State  regulations  be  made  readily 
available  at  fire  headquarters,  and  that  the  chief  of  the  fire 
department  be  held  responsible  for  their  enforcement. 

The  carrying  out  of  recommendations  prefixed  by  a star 
(*)  will  permit  a grading  as  “C”  for  Minimum  Rates  on  dwell- 
ing house  property  and  6th  class  under  the  Analytic  System  of 
Schedule  Rating.

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REPORT  OF  WAYLAND  PLANNING  BOARD 
(1935) 


The  year  1935  has  seen  the  Planning  Board  making  sub- 
stantial progress  on  two  important  problems,  by  careful  expen- 
diture of  the  generous  appropriation  voted  by  the  Town.  These 
are : 

1.  Improvement  of  the  Dudley  Pond  Section  in 
Cochituate  so  as  to  make  it  the  asset  to  the 
town  that  its  natural  beauty  warrants. 

2.  Improvement  and  landscaping  of  the  school 
and  park  land  around  the  new  High  School. 

Both  these  projects  have  been  carried  forward  not  only 
with  an  eye  to  the  permanent  benefit  to  the  Town  that  may 
confidently  be  anticipated,  but  also  for  the  purpose  of  provid- 
ing hand  labor  jobs  that  may  readily  be  carried  out  by  use  of 
government  emergency  funds,  as  contemplated  by  the  Finance 
Committee  in  recommending  the  appropriation  for  the  Board. 

Let  us  take  up  first  the  Dudley  Pond  improvement. 

The  1935  annual  meeting  authorized  the  Selectmen  to 
acquire  land  for  a bathing  beach  on  Dudley  Pond  near  West 
Plain  Street,  and  the  preparation  of  suitable  bathing  facilities, 
as  recommended  in  our  last  annual  report.  The  Planning 
Board  was  glad  to  cooperate  with  the  Selectmen,  Highway  Sur- 
veyor, and  other  town  officials  in  this  enterprise.  Mr.  Hobbs, 
of  our  Board,  did  much  toward  securing  the  necessary  land  at 
a reasonable  expenditure.  The  Board  is  grateful  to  him,  as 
well  as  to  the  Arancio  Brothers  and  other  property  owners  who 
made  this  possible.  A plan  was  prepared  under  the  Board’s 
direction  by  Arthur  A.  Shurcliff,  the  renowned  landscape  archi- 
tect, and  the  work  was  done  by  citizens  of  the  town  under 
E.  R.  A.  and  W.  P.  A.  appropriations.  Life  guards  were  pro- 
vided by  the  Red  Cross,  and  the  beach  has  become  a real  asset 
to  the  Town  instead  of  a menace  to  the  neighborhood. 
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In  studying  this  improvement,  it  appeared  that  the  Town 
would  be  benefitted  by  acquiring  the  acre  or  more  of  land 
belonging  to  the  State,  at  the  other  end  of  the  pond,  which  con- 
trols the  outlet.  The  Selectmen,  through  the  Town  Counsel, 
carried  on  successful  negotiations  with  the  Metropolitan  Dis- 
trict Commission,  and  the  Fall  Town  Meeting  authorized  this 
addition  to  the  assets  of  the  Town.  The  area  has  since  been 
put  in  first  class  condition  by  citizens  under  government  appro- 
priation. 

Meanwhile  the  engineers  who  originally  laid  out  much  of 
the  land  at  the  west  end  of  Dudley  Pond,  had  been  called  in  to 
work  out  improvements  on  the  original  speculative  layout.  Old 
blueprints  of  different  properties  were  brought  together  so  as 
to  make  one  single  map  of  the  whole  district,  and  studies  were 
made  of  the  best  methods  of  providing  wide  roads  which  would 
open  up  Woodland  Park  and  adjoining  districts  to  the  main 
highways,  as  directed  by  the  1935  Town  Meeting.  This  dis- 
trict alone  has  63  acres  and  119  dwellings,  26  of  which  are 
occupied  all  the  year  around.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
for  acquiring  considerable  of  the  necessary  property  for  high- 
way widenings  without  cost,  and  it  is  our  hope  that  this  project 
may  be  started  next  summer  with  the  assistance  of  government 
funds. 

A start  has  also  been  made  to  prepare  a suitable  highway 
layout  to  Beechwood  Point,  on  the  east  side  of  the  Pond. 

To  quote  our  special  report  on  these  camp  districts,  made 
at  the  last  annual  meeting,  “This  is  not  merely  a real  estate  and 
tax  problem.  It  is  closely  related  to  all  of  our  town  expense 
problems ; our  schools,  transportation,  district  nursing,  fire 
department,  water  department,  police,  and  welfare.” 

A sound  solution  ought  to  repay  many  times  over  the  cost 
of  the  studies  made  by  this  Board. 

The  Board  has  been  equally  concerned  with  securing  the 
most  effective  results  in  landscaping  the  park  and  school  lands 
around  the  new  High  School.  Here  we  have  worked  in  full 
cooperation  with  the  Park  Commission  and  the  School  Board. 
Mr.  Shurcliff,  the  landscape  architect,  has  laid  out  a most 
attractive  setting  for  the  new  building.  One  of  our  public 
spirited  citizens,  Dr.  Martin  Edwards,  has  offered  a large  and 
valuable  donation  of  nursery  stock  and  growing  trees,  to  assist 
in  the  plan. 

This  project  has  already  been  approved  by  the  W.  P.  A. 
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authorities,  and  it  offers  an  unusual  chance  to  use  a large 
amount  of  hand  labor  to  advantage. 

Another  matter  to  receive  the  attention  of  the  Board  is  a 
proposal  for  the  relocation  and  continuation  of  Stone  Bridge 
Road,  and  the  reconstruction  of  the  bridge  itself,  which  is  a 
narrow  four-arched  stone  bridge.  It  is  too  narrow  for  two- 
way  traffic  and  it  gives  evidence  of  needing  substantial  repairs. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  E.  R.  A.  and 
W.  P.  A.  Authorities,  and  all  other  Town  officials  for  their 
helpful  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  FIRE  ENGINEERS 


The  Wayland  and  Cochituate  companies  answered  ninety- 
two  alarms  the  past  year,  the  same  number  as  the  preceding 
year.  Twenty-two  of  these  were  for  fires  in  buildings,  includ- 
ing oil  burner  and  chimney  fires.  The  others  were  for  woods, 
brush  and  various  causes.  The  loss  by  fire  was  very  low, 
partly  due  to  better  equipment  and  apparatus.  The  largest  loss 
during  the  year  was  the  burning  of  a large  moving  van  con- 
taining valuable  household  goods. 

A new  five  hundred  gallon  pumper  was  added  to  the  equip- 
ment and  has  proved  very  satisfactory. 

Repairs  are  being  made  to  the  Cochituate  station,  the  work 
providing  employment  to  skilled  labor  under  W.  P.  A.  Another 
door  opening  was  added  to  the  Wayland  station  and  equipped 
with  an  overhead  door.  The  cost  of  these  jobs  being  borne  by 
the  annual  appropriation  for  the  fire  department. 

The  Board  of  Engineers  wish  to  again  call  your  attention 
to  the  need  of  an  adequate  fire  alarm  system.  This  would  mean 
the  overhauling  and  modernizing  of  the  Cochituate  system  and 
extending  to  and  covering  Wayland.  Much  valuable  time  is 
lost  in  sending  calls  from  one  district  to  another  by  telephone. 
This  improvement  should  be  started  at  once  and  additions  made 
until  the  town  is  protected  in  a suitable  manner,  in  the  mean- 
while giving  better  protection  to  life  and  property. 

There  is  still  need  for  more  hose  to  load  trucks  to  capacity 
and  allow  for  shortage  while  drying  wet  hose  after  fires. 

All  equipment  is  in  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of 
the  old  pumper  bought  in  1925.  The  pump  on  this  piece  must 
be  overhauled  or  replaced  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wayland : 

Materials: 

The  cost  of  bituminous  material  has  been  increased  again 
this  year  because  of  the  N.R.A.  Code  therefore  decreasing  the 
number  of  gallons  purchased  over  previous  years. 

All  sand  has  to  be  purchased  owing  to  the  fact  the  town 
has  none  of  its  own.  There  is  an  adequate  supply  for  years  to 
come  adjoining  the  Pumping  Station  which  should  be  pur- 
chased. 

Sidewalks: 

There  is  great  need  of  the  construction  of  the  sidewalk  on 
Commonwealth  Road,  Pemberton  Road,  and  Main  Street. 

The  sidewalk  on  West  Plain  Street,  of  cement  construc- 
tion, has  been  completed  to  Edgewood  Road  under  the  E.  R.  A. 
which  has  added  greatly  to  the  safety  of  pedestrians  and 
especially  to  children  who  live  in  that  section. 

I believe  that  this  cement  walk  should  be  continued  from 
the  Legion  corner  along  Main  Street  to  the  Natick  line  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  present  walk  is  in  poor  condition. 

Gravel  Roads: 

Under  the  W.  P.  A.  eight  of  the  back  roads  have  been 
widened  to  the  extent  that  two  cars  can  pass,  also  permitting 
the  ploughing  of  snow  by  the  large  trucks,  which  has  been 
impossible  before.  It  is  hoped  that  under  the  Farm  to  Market 
program  these  may  receive  gravel. 

Ledge: 

About  five  hundred  yards  of  ledge  has  been  removed  along 
our  highways  this  year  under  the  E.  R.  A.  and  W.  P.  A.  On 
Rice  Road  there  still  remains  a very  dangerous  situation  by 
Rice's  Pond.  A number  of  accidents  have  taken  place  there  as 
there  is  no  way  of  turning  out  to  avoid  another  car.  The 
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school  bus  travels  this  road  and  for  the  sake  of  our  children 
money  should  be  appropriated  to  take  care  of  this  situation. 
The  cost  would  be  approximately  eleven  hundred  dollars. 

Stone  Bridge: 

Once  again  I wish  to  call  attention  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  in  regard  to  this  old  bridge  constructed  in  1650  of  loose 
stones  wedged  together  which  are  slowly  falling  apart.  One  of 
the  abutments  has  been  undermined  which  has  done  a great  deal 
toward  destroying  its  structure.  This  bridge  is  only  wide 
enough  for  one  car  to  pass  at  a time. 

Bathing  Beach — Dudley  Pond: 

Under  E.  R.  A.  the  road  and  sidewalks  leading  to  the  beach 
on  West  Plain  Street  have  been  constructed,  also  the  grounds 
around  it  have  been  graded.  The  hole  in  front  of  the  rock  has 
been  filled  in,  also  about  a hundred  yards  of  sand  has  been 
placed  along  the  shores. 

The  Town  has  in  stock  manhole  covers,  pipe  and  bricks, 
etc.,  to  put  in  the  drainage  system,  but  at  the  present  time  there 
is  no  project  to  take  care  of  the  labor  for  the  completion  of  this 
work.  There  is  also  a cash  balance  left  over  which  I believe 
should  be  reappropriated  this  year  for  seats,  floats,  and  other 
things  pertaining  to  Red  Cross  work. 

Chapter  90  Construction: 

Another  section  of  Concord  Road  was  rebuilt  this  year 
from  Clay  Pit  Hill  Road  to  Gleazon  Road  at  a cost  of  fifteen 
thousand  dollars.  A deep  bed  of  peat  was  found  over  a section 
seven  hundred  feet  in  length  which  was  not  anticipated  con- 
siderably shortening  the  length  of  the  road.  One  hundred 
forty-six  men  received  work  from  this  department.

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EMERGENCY  RELIEF  ADMINISTRATION 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Way  land : 

The  Emergency  Relief  Administration,  which  was  in  oper- 
ation at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  was  in  force  until  December 
1,  1935,  when  the  last  of  the  workers  were  transferred  to  the 
new  Governmental  Agency  known  as  the  Works  Progress 
Administration. 

During  the  year,  123  different  persons  have  qualified  for 
relief  and  have  been  employed  on  E.  R.  A.  These  123  cases 
represent  517  people  who  received  benefits  from  the  wages  paid 
on  this  relief  work. 

There  have  been  numerous  noteworthy  projects  this  past 
year  that  should  be  of  interest  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  Town, 
such  as  the  Wood  Chopping  Project,  which  provided  135  cords 
of  wood  for  the  Welfare  Department,  and  the  Canning  Project, 
which  produced  7,105  cans  of  canned  goods  for  the  same 
Department;  thus  reducing  the  Welfare  costs  considerably. 
Another  Project  is  that  of  the  Toolman  in  the  Highway  Build- 
ing. Each  tool  is  signed  for  at  the  beginning  of  the  week  and 
has  to  be  returned  at  the  end  of  that  week  or  the  worker  is  not 
allowed  to  return  to  work.  This  has  prevented  the  heavy  loss 
of  tools  which  prevailed  previously. 

The  duty  of  drawing  up  and  submitting  all  W.  P.  A.  Pro- 
jects fell  upon  the  local  E.  R.  A.  office.  Therefore,  at  the 
request  of  the  various  Town  Departments,  there  have  been 
twenty  various  projects  submitted,  calling  for  a Federal  experv- 
diture  of  $58,684.50  and  a Local  expenditure  of  $25,730.93 ; 
for  the  latter  amount  there  are  articles  submitted  in  this  year’s 
Warrant.

Sirs : 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  Soldiers’ 
Relief  Department  and  the  administering  of  the  appropriation 
for  Soldiers’  Benefits. 

During  the  year  there  were  155  Family  and  23  Single  Per- 
son cases  handled.  Two  non-resident  Family  cases  were  dis- 
posed of,  one  having  gained  a military  residence  other  than 
Wayland,  and  the  other  for  court  convictions.  A monthly 
average  of  13  Family  cases  and  2 Single  Resident  Persons  were 
on  the  Relief  rolls. 

The  amount  of  $4,750,  as  appropriated  at  the  March  1935 
Town  Meeting,  would  have  been  sufficient,  but  the  distress  of 
those  veterans  working  on  W.  P.  A.  Projects  during' December, 
when  they  were  not  re-imbursed,  made  it  necessary  to  request 
the  Finance  Committee  for  an  additional  $280.00. 

A close  contact  has  been  held  with  the  local  E.  R.  A.  Ad- 
ministration to  keep  veterans  on  E.  R.  A.  Projects.  Monthly 
reports  were  submitted  to  State  E.  R.  A.  and  W.  P.  A.  head- 
quarters showing  in  detail  number  of  Family  cases,  and  Single 
Resident  Persons,  and  amount  of  supplementary  relief  as 
expended  each  month  to  these  cases. 

This  has  necessitated  additional  work  and  hours  to  the 
usual  routine  of  the  Relief  Agent,  for  which  there  is  no  re- 
imbursement from  the  Federal  government.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Wayland : 

We  wish,  as  your  School  Committee,  to  present  the 
following  report  in  accordance  with  the  established  annual 
precedent.  It  is  a pleasant  duty  to  submit  this  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1935. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  membership  of  the 
School  Committee  this  year.  The  committee  being  organized : 
Llewellyn  Mills,  Chairman,  Mrs.  J.  Sidney  Stone,  Vice  Chair- 
man, Cornelius  J.  Maguire,  Secretary.  Regular  meetings  have 
been  held  bi-monthly,  on  Wednesday  evenings,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  month  of  July.  All  school  business  being  transacted 
at  these  meetings,  a good  opportunity  has  been  given  for  all  to 
take  active  part  in  the  business  of  the  School  Department. 

The  new  High  School  building,  having  been  completed  this 
year,  was  first  occupied  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term.  This 
school  provides  very  excellent  and  modern  quarters  for  the 
pupils  and  faculty.  The  problem  of  more  and  better  school 
accommodations,  which  has  agitated  the  town  for  years,  has 
been  very  capably  solved  with  the  occupation  of  this  building. 
We  are  sure  the  new  school  will  produce  results  in  keeping  with 
the  additional  burden  assumed  by  the  taxpayers  of  the  town. 

The  process  of  adapting  the  former  high  school  to  a com- 
plete grade  school  required  some  few  changes.  Having  in  mind 
the  tax  burden  of  the  town,  the  least  possible  amount  of  money 
was  expended.  In  the  interest  of  economical  operation,  how- 
ever, it  was  essential  that  certain  minor  changes  and  renova- 
tions be  made.  The  mandatory  repairs,  being  completed,  pupils 
and  faculty  having  adjusted  themselves  very  comfortably,  this 
building  will  no  doubt,  with  the  ordinary  annual  repairs,  serve 
the  town  a great  many  years  in  a most  satisfactory  manner. 

Economy: — The  number  of  pupils  enrolling  in  our  schools 
increases  each  year.  This  year  the  cost  of  transporting  pupils 
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from  the  Cochituate  section  was  materially  reduced.  There  has 
been  a reduction  in  the  amount  of  money  per  pupil  for  text 
books  and  school  supplies.  In  the  same  manner  janitor’s  sup- 
plies, incidentals,  etc.,  have  been  reduced.  Economy  of  opera- 
tion is  essential,  and  we  are  sure,  of  primary  importance  to  the 
taxpayers  of  the  town. 

Safety: — The  growing  menace  of  automobiles  and  trucks 
to  the  lives  of  children  has  been  a cause  of  deep  concern  to  the 
School  Committee.  We  have  attempted  to  procure  adequate 
protection  for  the  school  children  of  the  town.  This  situation 
is  serious  and  the  Committee  feels  that  there  is  so  much  at 
stake  that  real  protective  measures  should  be  taken  to  give 
Way  land’s  children  at  least  a semblance  of  the  protection  now 
provided  the  children  of  our  neighboring  towns.  We  wish  to 
call  your  specific  attention  to  this  menace,  in  that  we  are  fear- 
ful for  the  lives  and  safety  of  the  children. 

The  removal  of  certain  equipment  from  the  former  high 
school  and  installation  of  this  same  in  the  new  building,  was 
performed  under  very  trying  extenuating  circumstances.  Fully 
aware  of  the  long  arduous  hours  and  highly  commendable  spirit 
of  Mr.  Benedict,  we  wish  to  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to 
him  for  his  loyal  and  faithful  service.  We  wish  to  express  our 
thanks  for  the  loyal  support  given  us  by  each  and  every 
employee  of  the  School  Department.  We  also  wish  to  express 
our  appreciation  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  who  have  aided  us 
materially  through  constructive  criticisms. 

The  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  Principal  as 
well  as  other  reports  follow.  These  contain  so  many  valuable 
details  about  our  schools  and  record  so  much  information  that 
we  hope  you  will  read  them  carefully.  We  are  anxious  at  all 
times  to  improve  the  schools  and  we  welcome  constructive 
criticism.  Any  citizen  may  be  assured  of  a hearing  and  careful 
attention  to  his  or  her  recommendations.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Wayland  School  Committee : 

According  to  custom  the  thirty-ninth  annual  report  of  the 
Union  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  presented. 

The  current  school  year  marks  a decided  change  in  the 
administration  of  schools  at  the  Center.  The  new  building  fur- 
nishes ample  room  for  the  High  School  and  cares  for  many  of 
the  deficiencies  that  were  encountered  in  the  old  quarters.  The 
old  building  offers  excellent  accommodations  for  the  elemen- 
tary school.  One  room  is  not  in  service  and  may  not  be  needed 
for  a number  of  years.  The  first  and  second  grades  indicate 
that  by  the  time  these  classes  are  in  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  another  teacher  will  be  needed  and  the  eighth  room 
occupied.  The  School  Census  shows  that  there  is  promise  of  a 
large  entering  class  next  September.  The  new  building  is  an 
asset  to  both  high  school  and  elementary  school  children  and 
segregates  the  two  groups,  a desirable  change. 

The  old  building  may  be  further  renovated  and  changed 
so  that  it  will  serve  the  children  better.  Lighting  should  be 
made  possible  in  four  rooms.  The  halls  of  the  first  floor  are 
wide  enough  to  permit  of  the  installation  of  clothing  facilities. 
Most  of  the  rooms  need  to  be  refinished.  Further  attention  to 
the  basement  is  desirable  but  not  necessary.  New  and  improved 
bubblers  should  be  provided  in  the  basement  for  the  drinking 
service  of  the  children.  Modern  drinking  fountains  should  also 
be 'placed  on  each  floor.  Some  of  these  improvements  are 
planned  for  in  our  1936  Budget. 

Drainage  for  the  grounds  at  the  Cochituate  School  have 
not  been  improved.  Some  means  should  be  taken  in  the  near 
future  to  improve  the  grounds  at  the  Cochituate  School  and  to 
drain  them  and  to  insure  the  basement  from  the  constant  men- 
ace of  being  flooded. 

With  the  building  of  the  road  to  the  new  building  much 
difficulty  in  getting  to  the  school  has  been  overcome.  When 
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this  road  is  completed  and  the  landscaping  finished  as  planned 
the  High  School  Center  at  Wayland  will  be  highly  ornamental. 
The  winding  road,  the  grass  plots  and  shrubs,  the  natural  water 
way  and  the  attractive  building  will  catch  the  eye  of  lovers  of 
beauty  for  years  to  come.  A number  of  school  men  who  have 
driven  past  on  the  Post  Road  have  spoken  to  me  of  the  won- 
derful opportunity  for  artistic  civic  betterment  the  location 
offers. 

The  report  of  the  School  Physician  calls  our  attention  to 
the  fact  that  there  is  a wonderful  service  awaiting  the  children 
through  the  Dental  Clinic.  No  doubt  there  are  considerable 
differences  in  opinion  as  to  the  first  groups  to  receive  attention. 
You  will  observe  the  very  large  number  of  children  in  the 
grades  needing  attention.  It  is  also  noteworthy  that  while 
general  work  is  being  done  for  the  lower  grades  some  of  the 
worst  needs  are  provided  for  among  children  of  the  upper 
grades.  The  work  of  a dentist  does  not  always  turn  out  as  he 
expects  in  the  treatment  of  teeth,  whether  the  school  dentist  or 
the  family  dentist.  We  must  expect  a small  percentage  of  fill- 
ings to  prove  unstable.  In  due  course  of  time  we  may  hope 
to  have  all  our  children  possess  perfect  teeth  either  through 
nature  or  dental  surgery. 

The  result  of  the  physical  examinations  each  year  calls  to 
our  attention  the  fact  that  too  many  of  our  children  have  poor 
posture.  With  a good  room  provided  for  physical  training  we 
may  hope  for  apparatus  to  equip  the  high  school  for  work 
therein  and  also  for  the  employment  of  a teacher  to  direct  the 
work  of  the  girls  of  the  school,  to  supervise  the  work  in  the 
grades,  and  to  supplement  academic  studies  so  that  Mr.  Gladu 
may  be  granted  time  for  giving  attention  to  those  boys  in  the 
school  who  are  not  interested  in  the  more  strenuous  games  of 
sport,  the  boys  who  generally  need  most  physical  activity.  In 
the  words  of  Dr.  Edwards  who  recently  addressed  the  Way- 
land  Parent-Teacher  Association : “Physical  activity  is  RE- 

creative.”  I close  this  appeal  for  apparatus  for  the  gymnasium 
and  for  the  employment  of  a teacher  to  assist  our  girls  in 
recreational  activities. 

The  Wayland  Parent-Teacher  Association  has  been  active 
in  making  the  lunch  service  better  through  members  coming  to 
the  Elementary  School  each  noon  time  to  assist  in  serving  the 
children.  In  this  way  a more  substantial  luncheon  has  been 
served  without  additional  cost  to  the  children.  Without  this 
service  the  expense  of  serving  would  have  of  necessity  been 
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added  to  the  cost  of  the  portions.  The  Association  is  also  com- 
bining with  the  Cochituate  Association  in  raising  the  money  for 
the  Scholarship.  It  has  voted  money  for  aid  to  needy  children, 
plans  to  assist  in  furnishing  the  Rest  Room  in  the  new  build- 
ing, has  given  a clock  and  draperies  to  the  lunch  room  at  the 
Center  Elementary  School,  and  is  raising  money  to  defray  the 
travelling  expenses  of  a young  lady,  a student-teacher,  who  is 
meeting  high  school  girls  for  a start  in  physical  education. 

Much  study  is  being  given  to  high  school  offerings  to  stu- 
dents everywhere.  This  is  caused  by  our  high  schools  being 
obliged  on  account  of  industrial  conditions  to  care  for  students 
heretofore  entering  employment.  It  is  reasonable  to  presume 
that  in  the  near  future  considerable  changes  wij^  be  made  in  our 
high  school  curriculum  that  we  may  provide  far  better  than  at 
present  for  all  our  students  in  this  rapidly  changing  social  and 
business  world. 

In  behalf  of  the  teachers  I thank  you  for  your  sympathetic 
counsel  and  support  at  all  times  and  the  community  for  its  con- 
fidence in  all  school  activities.

The  class  assignments  to  teachers  are  about  as  they  were 
last  year.  The  increase  in  the  size  of  the  school  was  not  enough 
to  require  the  formation  of  new  sections.  This  year  the  class 
in  Business  Training  is  very  large.  The  indications  are  that 
there  may  need  to  be  two  classes  in  Business  Training  next 
year. 

The  building  has  a fine  room  for  gymnasium  work.  Prop- 
er equipment  should  be  purchased  and  a teacher  employed  so 
that  all  students  can  make  use  of  the  equipment.

By  order  of  the  Board  of  Health  a Toxin-antitoxin  Clinic 
was  held  followed  by  the  Schick  test  in  December. 

The  general  appearance  of  the  students  as  to  cleanliness, 
dress,  nutrition,  deportment  and  mental  happiness  is  excellent. 
The  removal  of  the  high  school  work  from  the  original  Way- 
land  building  gives  the  grades  the  added  room  they  have  needed 
for  the  last  few  years. 
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The  Dental  Clinic,  which  has  this  year  been  revived,  will 
do  much  to  correct  the  numerous  tooth  defects. 

Many  of  the  tonsils  reported  are  of  a minor  nature  but  it 
would  be  well  for  parents  to  consult  their  family  physician 
yearly  in  regard  to  any  condition  checked  on  their  health  card.

I hereby  submit  my  fifteenth  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1935. 

I have  visited  both  school  buildings  daily  unless  the  un  for- 
seen  prevented  me  from  doing  so.  Classroom  inspection  was 
made  of  pupils  at  regular  intervals ; sight  and  hearing  tests  were 
given  and  children  were  weighed  and  measured  every  three 
months.  As  heretofore,  Dr.  Sparks  was  assisted  in  making  the 
annual  physical  examinations,  and  notices  of  defects  signed  by 
him  were  sent  to  the  parents. 

In  May  the  school  physician  was  assisted  in  giving  the 
Toxin-Antitoxin  treatment,  which  is  sponsored  by  the  Board 
6l  Health,  to  the  pupils  and  to  a few  pre-school  children.  The 
same  group  had  the  Schick  test  in  December. 

Our  annual  examination  of  the  three  year  retarded  group 
was  made  in  December  by  a physician  and  psychologists  from 
the  Worcester  State  Hospital.  Home  visits  to  obtain  the  per- 
sonal histories  of  the  group  examined  were  made  by  me  prior 
to  the  test.  A report  will  be  given  to  the  parent  in  January. 

We  are  most  fortunate  in  having  Dr.  John  Vincent  Blase 
in  charge  of  our  Dental  Clinic,  which  is  conducted  one  half  day 
each  week.  He  is  an  instructor  at  the  Harvard  Dental  School 
and  has  an  office  at  520  Beacon  Street,  Boston. 

At  present  Dr.  Blase  is  working  in  Cochituate  and  will  be 
in  Wayland  at  a later  date.  He  is  making  excellent  progress  in 
this  badly  neded  health  measure,  and  I sincerely  hope  the  clinic 
will  become  a permanent  part  of  our  school  program. 
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Thanks  to  the  Wayland  District  Nursing  Association,  who 
conducted  the  Dental  Clinic  for  two  years,  we  were  most  for- 
tunate in  having  quite  a bit  of  equipment  on  hand,  but  it  was 
found  necessary  to  buy  an  electric  engine  and  some  dental  sup- 
plies. The  present  clinic  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Health  and  supervised  by  the  School  Department. 

During  the  year  several  cases  of  infection  among  the 


pupils  were  referred  to  Dr.  Sparks.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WORK  OF  THE  MIDDLESEX 
COUNTY  EXTENSION  SERVICE  IN  WAYLAND 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1935 


Interest  in  dairying  is  advancing.  A few  farmers  who 
feel  that  diversification  is  about  the  only  way  to  insure  them- 
selves a comfortable  living  are  turning  to  dairying  to  supple- 
ment their  present  activities.  This  is  true  of  other  agricultural 
centres.  Assistance  has  been  given  these  farmers  to  plan  their 
milk  houses  and  stables.  Efforts  have  been  made  to  help  them 
secure  a market. 

Green  manure  crops,  emergency  hay  crops,  growing  of 
legumes  and  rotation  of  pastures  have  been  discussed  with 
interested  farmers  and  definite  recommendations  have  been 
made. 

Poultrymen  have  been  assisted  in  planning  new  construc- 
tion for  proper  ventilation  and  comfort.  Plans  have  been  sub- 
mitted for  remodelling  of  old  houses.  Assistance  has  been 
given  on  farm  credit  by  furnishing  detailed  information  on  its 
source. 

Nine  visits  were  made  to  fruit  growers  and  three  to  mar- 
ket gardeners.  Soil  investigations  are  being  carried  on  in  one 
orchard. 

Spray  warning  service  was  given  to  30  fruit  growers  and 
31  market  gardeners. 

During  1935  organized  groups  in  Wayland  were  located 
in  the  following  sections : Wayland  Center,  Cochituate-North 
Natick,  Plain  Street,  Main  Street  and  Pemberton  Road. 

Four  of  these  groups  studied  the  “Home  Grounds  Im- 
provement”, a course  on  improving  home  grounds.  Three 
groups  studied  the  packing  of  a good  school  lunch,  and  three 
took  the  series  of  meetings  on  the  making  of  cotton  dresses. 
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At  present,  the  five  groups  are  enrolled  in  the  home  fur- 
nishing course  and  plan  to  go  on  with  nutrition  in  the  spring. 

Three  single  meetings  were  held  in  Wayland  in  the  past 
year.  The  Wayland  P.  T.  A.  asked  for  a talk  on  “Food  Facts” ; 
the  Cochituate  Mothers’  Club  had  a talk  on  “Consumer  Prob- 
lems” ; and  the  Cochituate  P.  T.  A.  had  a talk  on  “Home- 
making”. 

Many  Cochituate  homemakers  belong  to  the  Cochi  tuate- 
North  Natick  Mothers’  Club.  This  group  of  fifty  women  is  in 
its  tenth  year.  They  have  carried  the  Extension  Service  pro- 
gram ever  since  they  were  organized.  This  club  carried  a course 
in  “Guiding  the  Pre-School  Child”  and  also  the  Homemakers’ 
program  including  meetings  on  good  school  lunches,  gardening, 
and  the  making  of  cotton  dresses. 

Mr.  Arnold  M.  Davis  conducted  a series  of  three  meetings 
in  the  Out-door  Living  Room  project  for  the  Cochituate  Gar- 
den Club.  An  average  of  58  attended  these  three  meetings. 

4-H  clubs  in  Wayland  were  clothing,  Mrs.  Joseph  Decatur 
and  Miss  Dorothy  Decatur,  leaders;  canning,  Mrs.  Charles 
Harrington,  leader.  There  were  individual  members  in  the 
food  and  garden  projects. 

In  Cochituate  there  was  a junior  homemaking  group  (Mrs. 
Ino  Heggen,  leader;  clothing,  Mrs.  Edwin  Dayton,  Miss  Rita 
Bennett  and  Mrs.  Burke;  two  garden  groups,  Elmer  Bigwood 
and  Mrs.  Heggen ; conservation,  Ena  and  Chloe  Tillson  and 
individual  members  in  canning  and  poultry.  Plans  for  these 
projects  were  made  by  the  town  committee,  Mrs.  Joseph 
Decatur,  chairman. 

Dorothy  Decatur,  selected  as  the  outstanding  girl  in  the 
county  in  clothing  work,  received  a trip  to  State  Camp  in 
Amherst.  She  completed  her  eighth  year  of  4-H  clothing  work 
and  her  second  year  of  leadership. 

Rita  Bennett,  Marie  Hammond,  and  George  Toohill  won 
a two-day  trip  to  the  State  College  in  Amherst.  Mrs.  Joseph 
Decatur,  Mrs.  Ino  Heggen,  and  Mrs.  Mary  Costello  attended 
the  State  local  leaders  camp  in  Amherst;  and  Miss  Ena  Tillson 
spent  a week  at  the  4-H  conservation  camp  there.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAND  WATER  BOARD 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Way  land : 

The  Board  organized  with  Walter  S.  Bigwood,  Chairman, 
Alfred  C.  Damon,  Secretary  and  Collector,  Alfred  A.  Lamarine, 
reappointed  Superintendent,  and  Louis  Pettigrew,  reappointed 
Engineer. 

Approximately  4,152  ft.  of  6-inch  cast  iron  pipe  has  been 
installed  with  E.  R.  A.  labor,  of  which  1,752  ft.  on  Loker  St. 
the  material  was  furnished  by  the  Shaw  estate. 

There  are  several  sections  of  the  town  which  are  being 
supplied  by  1 ^4-inch  and  2-inch  galvanized  pipe,  with  no  fire 
protection.  This  pipe  has  been  in  use  15  to  20  years  and  it  is 
time  the  Town  gave  some  thought  to  the  replacing  of  these 
. mains. 

The  Board  has  filed  a number  of  these  projects  for  labor 
with  the  W.  P.  A.  authorities  and  they  have  been  accepted. 

You  will  find  several  articles  in  the  Town  Warrant  asking 
for  the  appropriation  of  various  sums  of  money  to  cover  the 
cost  of  material  for  the  above  projects. 

We  hope  that  these  articles  will  meet  with  your  approval 
and  money  will  be  appropriated  for  the  same.

$100 — Received  from  Edward  F.  Lee,  Executor  u/w  of 
Annie  Henderson  Ward  to  establish  a perpetual 
care  fund  for  care  of  burial  lots  Nos.  159  and 
164  in  Center  Cemetery.  (This  bequest  appeared 
in  1935  Town  Report.) 

$50 — Received  from  Mabel  L.  McKeivan  of  Watertown, 
Mass.,  to  establish  perpetual  care  fund  for  care 
of  Lot  63,  Section  C,  Lake  View  Cemetery. 

$100 — Received  from  Ernest  F.  Lawrence  to  establish  per- 
petual care  fund  to  be  known  as  Ernest  F.  Law- 
rence Fund  for  care  of  Lot  48,  Section  C.  Lake 
View  Cemetery.  (This  sum  was  accepted  by 
Town  of  Wayland  on  March  6,  1935.)

Your  Commissioners  hope  to  be  able  to  improve  the  interior 
appearance  of  the  Tomb,  now  in  Lake  View  Cemetery,  this 
coming  year. 

As  the  picket  fence,  and  wire  fence  has  entirely  rotted 
away,  between  the  North  Cemetery  and  land  of  W.  S.  Lowell 
we  hope  to  replace  these. 

The  Commissioners  would  call  to  the  attention  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Wayland  that  when  a sum  of  money  is  given  to  the 
Town  for  Perpetual  Care  of  a specific  burial  lot  the  income  can 
be  spent  for  said  purpose  only.  If  the  gift  is  accompanied  by  a 
request  for  floral  decorations  as  well,  then  and  then  only  can 
the  income  be  spent  for  same.  Bequests  have  to  be  followed 
out,  in  expending  the  income,  as  designated  in  the  deceased’s 
will.
